Long, almond-shaped eyes, with thick- 
skinned eyelids that cover half the pupil, 
are indicative of gonius when thoy are found 
in conjunction with a brow which is full 
over the oyobrows and which has onv deep 
perpendiculir lino between the eyebrows, 
I havo frojuontly noticed thin combination, 
says a writer in tho Boston * Post,” in the 
faces of distinguished literary men and art- 
ists. Tho almoud-shaped eyo, however, 
evon without this peculiar form of forohead 
always moans a susceptible, impressionable 
nature. Eyes which, aro latye, open and 
vory transparont, and which sparklo with 
& rapid motion under well defined eyolids, 
denote oeloganco in taste, a soniewhat sus 
ceptible temper, and great interest in the 
opposite sex. Kyos with weakly-marked 
eyebrows above them, and with thinly- 
growing oyelashos which are complete with- 
out any upward curve, denote a feeble con- 
stitution and a& melancholy disposition. 
Deep sunken atid small blue oyes, under a 
bovy, almost perpendicular forehead, aro 
indicative of selfish and cold-hearted na- 
tures, Eyes which show not only the 
whole of tho iris, but also somo of the 
white, both above and below it, donuto a 
restless, uncertain oature, incapable of ro- 
poad or concentrated thought on any sub- 
ject. 

Tho eyes of a voluptuary move slowly 
under heavy litls. Round-shaped eyes are

When, how- 
ever, the eyes are very far apart they de- 
note stupidity, Eyes with sharply-defined 
angles, sinking at the corners, show astu- 
pidity of mind ; the sharper the angle and 
the more it sinks the greater the delicacy 
of perception it denotes; but when very 
much developed it shows also craftiness 
amounting to deceit, Well-opened eyes, 
with smooth eyclids and steady and some- 
what fixed glauce, denote sincerity. Lines 
runniag along the eyelids from side to side 
and passing out upon the temples denote 
habitual laughter~a cheerful tempera- 
ment, or, at any rate, one in which the 
sense of fun is strong.

Tho fourth case of the successful re- 
Pimor being 44 ounces. "hese ‘cases “ot 
brain surgery, with the exact location from 
the symptoms of the spot affected, are 
feats of which science may well be proud. 

—It has been discovered in France that 
the fatty matter of wool may be transform- 
ed into a substance, which has been named 
“‘ceryld,” having the consistency and sev- 
eral properties of wax, 

—The habit of administering medicines 
in capsules has received a set-back in the 
announcement that, if there is any form of 
alcohol in the stomach at the time of swal- 
lowing the capsule, its gelatine is rendered 
insoluble. When the stomach has been 
rendered irritable from excesses in strong 
drink, medicines should not be given in 
capsules,as they aro not likely to be discolv- 
ed, 

—The longest tunnel in the world, com- 
menced in 1782 and finished in 1878,drains 
the Schemnitz mines, in Hungary. It is 
10.27 miles in length, or about a mile 
longer than St, Gothard, with a height of 
nine feet ten inches and a breadth of five 
feet three inches. 


—A recent visitor to a Moxican silver 
mine relates that he was shown a mass of 
mercury, weighing two pounds, taken from 
the stomach of a horse that had worked in 
the patio, Hesays: “In this primitive 
Mexican process, which seems to be well 
suited to the wants of the country, the 
ground ore, or silver mud, is mixed with 
salt, mercury, etc. Tho horses that tread 
this mud for weeks, in order to mix the 
chemicals, attracted by the salt, lick up 
the mud, and take in the poisonous quick- 
silver, This, accumulating in the system, 
finally kills them. I was informed that 
the bones of those avimals are ground up, 
in order to obtain the mercury in them.” 


—An assistant of Prof, Virchow, Dr. 
Grawitz, finds that about one-third of the 
cases pronounced in life muscular rheuma- 
tism are shown by post-mortem examwa- 
tion to be due to trichinie, or pork worms, 
In instances observed the parasites must 
have been present in ths muscles for many 
years, 

—Show animals are Cheap this Spring, 
judging from the prices prevailing in Phi'a- 
delphia the othor day, when O'Brien's Me- 
nagerie was offered at auction, Three 
elephants brought $1,550, $1,360 and $1,- 
010; a black antelope,$400; a lioness, $250; 
a royal Bedgal tiger, $350 ; a leopard, $190; 
a camel, $140 ; an emu, $100 ; an elk, $75; 
i hyena, $45, and a yak, $20. 

—The chief veterinary surgeon of the 
British army, Dr. George Fleming, finds 
sufliciont experimental evidence to convince 
him that the smallpox and cowpox are not 
identical, as is generally believed, and 
that the virus of one will not produce the 
other. 

—The tolograph line built by the French 
in Tonquin haying recently failed to work, 
it wae found, upon investigation, that tho 
chief of ono of the native villages had ap- 
propriated a quantity of the wire to his 
own use, and had replaced it with a cord 
of vegotable fibre. le was much surprised 
when informed of the damage hoe had dene, 
and had no idea but that he had made ‘a 
fair exchange and no robbery.”

Four 
minutos ina quick oven should do this. 
Sond to tablo at onco, If you have a few 
spoonfuls of nice chicken gravy you can 
strain and uso it instead of butter, 


POTATOES A LA ROYAL, 


Ono pint of hot, boiled potatoes, a gon- 
erous half cupful of cream or milk, two 
tablospoonfuls of buttor, the whites of four 
ogxs and the yolk of ono, salt and pepper 
to tasto. Boat the potato vory light and 
fine, Add the seasoning, milk aud butter, 
and lastly the whites of the eggs beaten to 
a stiff froth, Turn into a buttered escaloped 
dish, Smooth with aknife, and brush 
over with the yolks of the oggs,which have 
been well boaten. Brownquickly and servo, 
It will take ten minutes to brown. The dish 
in which ibis baked should hold a little 
more than a quart, 


HINTS ALOUT POTATOES, 


_ Old potatoes, such as one sometimes has 
inthe months of April and May, can be 
rendered less watery by a very simple pro- 
cess, Whon about to dish them, take one 
at a time in a coarse towol, and squeeze it 
as hard as possible, Then lay it carefully 
in tho dish. New potatoes should always 
be boiled in hot water, aud with the skins 
on. These may be removed at the moment 
of disning ; sprinkle on saltas you lay them 
in the dish. Some persons scrape the skins 
off before boiling, but on no account should 
they bo peeled. 
COOKING SMELTS. 

Soak smelts in warm water for fifteen 
minutes aud then scrapo them. Remove 
tho long dark vein that runs through the 
body, by gently pulling off the head, first 
loosening it slightly witha knifo. After 
this, rinse thom, and lay them in acloth to 
dry. hen roll each in a plate cf corn 
meal. Fry them delicately in deep lard 
(or enough to half cover them), boiling hot 
when they are put in, and kept so till the 
fish is brown, Sprinkle them with salt 
when you dish them; if put on when you 
begin to cook them they will not brown. 


JELLLED ORANGES, 


Cut a small round piece from the blossom 
end of each of six or eight oranges, and 
scoop out the pulp very carefully, so as not 
to widen the hole, or tear the inside of the 
fruit. Use your fingers anda small tea- 
spoon for this purpose until the oranges 
are ompty and clean, 


ASSOCIATIUN CAKE, 


Two cupfuls of sugar, 14 cupfuls of but- 
ter, four oggs, one cupful molasses, one 
cupful of muk, five cupfuls of flour, one 
pound of currants, one teaspoonful of soda, 


ed, 
TO WASH POULTRY. 

Fill the inside with cold water, holding 
it over a pan. Keeping the hands over the 
openings, shake hard. Rinse it in this 
way in several watore. In next to last it 
is well to disolye one teaspoonful of soda, 
if there is any sourness. 

BEATING CAKE 

Beat from the bottom of tho mixin 
bow! with a wooden spoon, bring it up ful 
and high with each stroke, and as soon ae 
tlie ingredients are full and smoothly mix- 
ed atop beating,or your cake will be tough.

Later in this century musicians 
produced occasional oratorios, many of 
which rank vory high as compositions, Firat 
among modern writers is Gounod, now in 
his seventioth year. His ** Mors et Vita” 
and ‘*The Redemption” are deep,melodious 
works, 

Although belonging to the samo family, 
from a musical stand pgint,tho Cantata oc- 
cupies a place inferior 33 that of the Ora- 
torio, A long Cantata is not an Oratorio, 
a short Oratoria is not «a Cantata. Tho 
modern Cantata is too often dovoid of 

symmotry, being made up of detached 
oe and colors in harmonies that do 
not blend; if it contain no recurring thomes, 
and no contrapuntal molij/s it should not 
be called an Oratorio, whothor long or short, 
Examples of the Cantata in its purity may 
be found among the works of Bach and 
Schubert.

TABERNACLE SERMONS 


THE ARK. 


Des Moines, Ia, March 27.—The Rey, T. 
DeWitt Talmage, LV. D,, preached in this city 
this mornin: to a yast congregation, His text 
was Genes, vii, 1, ‘Come thou and all thy 
house into the ark.” The eloquent preacher 
ssid ¢—~ 

Wo do not need thy Buble to prove the Deluge, 

The Goologist’s hammer proves it. Seashells 
and inarine formations on the top of some of the 
highest peaks of mountsins of he'earth prove 
that at some time the waters washed over the 
tops of the Alps and the Andes. In what way 
the catastrophe came we know not : whether by 
the stroke of a comet. or by flashes of lightning, 
changing the air into water, or by a A the 
hand of God, like the stroke of the axe between 
the horns of an ox, the earth staggered. To 
meot the catastrophe, God ordered a great ship 
built. It was to be without prow, for it was to 
sail no shore. It was to be without helm, forno 
haman nand should guide it, It was a vast 
structure, probably as large as two or three 
Cunard steainers, It was the Great Kastern of 
olden tmo 

‘Lhe ship is done, The door is open, 
lizards crawlin, The cattle walk io, ‘The 
gravshoppers hopin, The birds flyin, The 
invitation goestourth to Noah :—"Oome thou and 
all thy house iato the ark.” Just one human 
family embark on that strange voyag:, and I 
hear the door slam shut, A great storm sweeps 
along the hills, and benda the cedars until all 
the branches snap in the gale, There is a moan 
in the wind like unto the moan of a dying world. 
The blackness of the heavens is scattered by the 
flare vf the lightnings, that look down into 
the waters and throwalghastliocas on the face of 
the mountains, How strange it looks! How 
suffocating the air seems! The big dropsof rain 
splash upon the upturned faces of those who are 
watching the tempest. Crash! go the rocka in 
convulsions. Bodom! go the bursting heavens, 
The inhabitants of the earth, instead of fleeing 
to house-top and mountain-top, as mea have 
fancied, sit dcwn in dumb, white horror to dies, 
For when God grinds,mountains to pieces,and let 
the ocean slip itscab'e, there is no place for men 
tofly to, See the ark pitch and tumble in the surf; 
while from its windows the passengers look out 
upon the shipwreck of a race, aud the carcasses 
ola dead world, Woe to themountains! Woe 
to the sea! 

I am an alarmist. _When, on tho twentieth of 
September, after the wind has for three days 
been blowing from the northeast, you prophesy 
that the equinoctial storm is coming, you sunpiy 
state a fact not to be disputed, Neither am I an 
alarmist when I\say that aston mis coming, compar- 
ed with which Nosh’s deluge was but an April 
shower ; and that it is the wisest and safest for 
you and for me to get safely housed for eternity. 
The invitation that went torth 10 Noah sounds 
in our ears: ‘* Come thot and all thy house into 
the ark |” 

Well, how did Noah and his family come into 
the ark? Did they climb in at the window or 
come down the roof? No; they went through 
the door, And just so, if we got into the ark of 
God's mercy, it will be throuch” Christ the door, 


The entrance vo the ork of old must Layo buen & 
Very large entrance, Wefknew that it was from 
the fact that their were monster animals.in the 
earlier ages;and in orderto get them into 
the ark two and two, according tothe Bible 
statement, the door must have teen very wide 
and yery high. So the door into the mercy of 
God is a large door, We go io, not two by two, 
but by hundreds, and by thousands, and by 
millions, Yes, all the nations of the earth may 
go in» ten millicns abreast. 

The door of the ancient ark was in the side, 
So now it is through the side of Ohrist—the 
pierced side, the wide open side, the heart side 
—that we enter, Aha! the Roman soldier, 
thrusting his spear into the Saviour’s side, ex- 
pected only to let the blood out, but he opened 
the way to let all the worldin. O, whata broad 
Gospel to preach. Ifa man uw about to give an 
entertainment, he issues one or two hundred 
invitations, carefully put up and directed to the 
as persons whom you wish to entertaia. 

ot God our,Fatner makes a banquet, and goes 
out to the front door of heaven and stretches 
out his hand over land and sea, and, with a vcice 
that penetrates the Hindvo jungie, and the 
Greenland ice-castle, and Brazilian grove, and 
English factory, and American home, cries out ; 
—"'Come for ail things are now ready.” It is 
awide door! The old cross has been taken 
apart, and ita two pieses are stood up for the 
door. posts, so far apart that all the word can 
comein Kings scatter treasures on days of 
great rejoicing. So Christ, our Kung, comes and 
scatters jewela from heaven. Kowland Hill 
said that he hoped to get into heaven through 
the crevice of the door. Bat he waanot obliged 
thus to gv in. After having preached the Gospel 
iu Surrey chapel, going up towards hoaven, the 

ate- keeper cries ;—"'Lift up your headr, ye ever- 
ting gates, and Ist this man come in.” The 
dying thief wentin. Richard Baxtcrand Robert 
Newton went in, Europe, Asia, Africa, North 
and South America may yet go through this wide 
door without crowding. Hho, everyone '!—all 
conditions, all ranks, all people, Luther said this 
truth was worth carrying on one’s knees from 
Rome to Jerusalem ; but I think it worth carry- 
ing all around ‘the Globe, aod all around the 
heayene, that ** God so loved the world thathe 
gave his only begotten Son, whosoever believeth 
im Him shall not perith, tut have everlasting 
life.” Whosoever will, let him come through 
the large door, Archimedes wanted a fulcrum 
on which to place his lever, and then he said he 
could move the world. Calvary is the fulcrum, 
and thé cross of Christ is thoflever;‘and by their 
power all nations shall yet be lifted. 
Further—It is a door that swings both ways, 
I do not know whether the door of the ancient 
ark was liftod or rolled on hinges ;but this door 
of Ohrist opens both ways, It swings out to- 
wards our foes; it swings 1n toward the raptures 
of heaven, It swings in to let us in;it swings 
out to let our ministering ones come out. All 
aro ons in Clirist—Caristians on earth and saints 
in heaven, 
One army of the living God, 
At his command we bow ; 
Part of the hosts have crossed the flood, 
And part are crossing now, 

Swing in, O bleswed door! until all the earth 

shall go in ond live. . Swing out until all the 

heavens come forth to celebrate the victory. 
But, further it isa door with fastenings. The 
3ible says of Noah :—‘“Lhe Lord shut him in,” 

A veewel without bulwarks or without doors 

would’not be a safe vesselto goin. When Noah 

and his family heard the fastening of the door 
he was very glad. Without the doors were fast- 
ened the first heavy surge_of the sea would have 
whelmed them, ond they might os well have 
verished outside the ark as inside theark, ‘The 

Tad shut him in,” O, the perfect safety of the 

ark! Thesurf ot the sen and the lightening of 

the sky may be twisted into a garland of snow 
and fire—deep to deep, storm to storm, darkness 
to‘darkness, Mut once in the ark all is well. 

‘God ahut bim in.”

wopt bittr.y; hore “the Lamb that isin the 
midst of the throne will lead bim wo living 
fountains of water, and God will wipe awny all 
tears from his eyes” Here he may have had 
hard work to get a house; but inmy Father's 
house are tnany maosivad, avd reutdsy never 
ovmes IJlere thers are death- beds, and coffius, 
and graves; there oo sickness, nu weary watch 
ing, no ch. kiog cough, no consuming fever, no 
chattering chill, no whiog bell, no grave. The 
sorrows OF life sliall come up and knook at the 
door, but no admit'auce, he perblexities of 
life shall come up and knock at the door, but no 
admittance, Sufe forever! All the agony «f 
earth tn one wave dashing against the bulwark 
of the ship ef celestial light shall not break them 
down, Howl on, ye winds, and rage, ye sens | 

The Lord—“‘the Lord shut him in,” 

U, what ageand old door ! so casily swung 
both ways, aud with such sure fastenings. No 
burelar’s key can pick that lock. No swarthy 
arm of hell can shove back the bolt. I rejoice 
that Ido notask you to come aboard a crazy 
craft wish leaking hull, and broken helm and 
unfartened door, but aa ark 50 cubita wide and 
300 cubits long, and a dvor so large that the 
routd earth, without Brazing the pusta, might be 
bowled in, 

Now if the ark of Christ is so grand a place in 
which to live, aod die, and triamph, come into 
the ark, IXnow weilthat the door that shut 
Noah in shut the world out; and though, when 
the pitiless storm came pelting on their heads, 
they beat upon the door, sayiny, **Let me in !

Out of the wreck or the crash his body 1s drawn, 
but bis soul is not picked up, It. fled behind a 
swifter courser 1n.0 the great future. Dead! and 
outside the ark! Or, some night he wakes up 
with 4 distaess that momentarily increases until 
he shrieks Oub With pam, “he doctors come in, 
and they give bim tweuty drops, but no reliet. 
No time for prayer. No time w readone of the 

romines, ‘o time to get a oiugle sin pardoned, 

he whole house is aroused in alurm. The 
chitdren scream, The wife faints. The pulses 
fail. ‘The heart stops, Thesoul flies, Oh, my 
God ! dead ! and outside the ark ! 

Ihave no doubt that derision kept many 
people out of the ark, The world laughed to 
seo a mango in, and said:—“Hoere is a man 
starting for the ark. Why, there will be no 
deluga. If thore i# one, that miserable ship will 
not weather it Aha! going into the ark! 
well,that is too good to keep. Here, fellowe, 
have you heard the news? ‘This man is going 
into the ark.” Under the artillery of scorn the 
man’s good resolution perished. 

And so thére are hundreds kept out by the 
fear of derision. The young men asks himeelf : 
** What would they say at the store to-morrow 
morning if I should become a Christian? Wheu 
I go down to the cltib-house they would shout : 
**Here comes the new Christian, Suppore you 
will not have anything to do with us now. 
Suppose you sre praying now. Get down on 
your knees anJ let us hear you pray. Come now 
and give us a touch. Will not do it, eh? Pretty 
Christian you are.” Is it not the fear of being 
Jaughed at that keeps you out of the kingdom of 
Goa? Which of these ecorners will help you at 
the last? Whew you lie dowa ona dying pillow 
which of them will be there? In the day of 
eternity, will they bail you out? 

My friends andne ghbore, come in right away, 
Come in through Christ, the wide door—the door 
that swings out t»wards you. Come in and be 
saved. Come and be happy. ‘The Spirit and 
the Bridesay, come.” Koom in the ark ! Room 
in the ark ! , 

But do not come alone. The text invites you 
to bring your family. ‘“* Come thou and all thy 
house.” That means your wife and your children. 
You cannot drive them in, If Noah had tried 
to drive the pigeons and the doves isto the ark 
he would only bave scattered them. Some 
parents are not wise about th se things. They 
make iron riiles abut Sabbaths, and they force 
the catecbisin down tlin throat, as they would 
hold the child’s nose end force down a dose of 
rhubarb or calowel. You cannot drive your 
children into the ark. You cannot draw your 
children to Christ, but you can coerce them, 
The Oroes was lifted, not to drive, but to draw. 
"Tf I be liited up, 1 will draw all men unto ino,” 
As thesun draws up the drops of the morning 
dew, so the Sun of Kightecusaess exhales the 
tears of repentance, 

** Come thou and all thy house inte the ark,” 
Be sure that you bring your liusbaod and wife 
with you. ow Would Noah have felt if, when 
he heard the rain pattering on the roof of the ark, 
if he knew that his wife was outeidein the storm’! 
No ; she went with him. And yet some of you 
are in the ship “outward bouad” for heaven, but 
your companion is unsholtered, You remember 
the day when the marriaze ring way set, 
thing has yet been able to break it, Sickness 
came, and the finger shrank, but the ring stayed 
on. . The twain stood alone aboye a child’sgrave, 
and the dark mouth of the tomb swallowed up 
a thousand hopes ; but tharing dropped not into 
the open grave. Days of poverty caine, and the 

hand did many a hard day's work, but the rub 
bing of the work against the ring only made it 
shine brighter. Shall that ring ever be lost 
Will the iron clang of the sepulchre gate crush 
it forever? I pray,God that you who bave been 
married on carth may be fogethér in heaven. 
Oh ! by the quiet bliss of es earthly home ; by 
the babe’s cradle; by all the vows of that day 
when you started life tovether, I beg you to see 
to it that you both get into the ark, 

Come in and bring your wife and husband 
with you—not by fretting about roligion, or ding- 
donging them about religion, but by a convistent 
life, and by a compeélling prayer that shall bring 
the throne of God down into your bedroom, 
Better live inthe smallest house in Brooklyn 
and get into heayen, than live fifty yoars in the 
finest house in Madison square, and wake up at 
last and find that one of you, for all eternity, is 
outside the ark. Go home to night; lock the 
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inge,and heights, and deptha of your soul, what 
Ii to become of your sons and daughters for time 
and for eternity ‘Oh,” you my, '' I mean to 
see that they Lave good, manners, Very woil,

Lonvon, April 2.—Mr, Parnell upon ris- 
ing to resume the debato on the Crimes Bill 
was loudly cheered, Ho said that with the 
production of the Land Bill yesterday Par- 
liament had been put in possession of the 
complete plan of the Government in all its 
nakedness and dishonesty. ‘Che Land Bill 
had revealed the extent of the plot and the 
uravity of the conspiracy through which the 
Conservativesand Liberal- Unionists intend- 
ed to try to coerce tenants in Ireland into 
the payment of impossible rents, and com 
pel them to purchase their landlords’ inter: 
esta at oxorbitantrates.’ If the House should 
ever give the Government power thus to 
coerce the people, tho result would most 
certainly be wholesale repudiation invelv- 
ing immense loss to the British taxpayer. 
The Government were pressing on coercion 
with indecent haste. They had refused to 
carry out the recommendations of the Land 
Cmmission. If the Coercion Bill were pass- 
ed the last defence of the tenants against 
wholesale robbery would be removed. In 
just land purchase lay the only hope of set- 
tling the Jand question. If it was done at 
fairpricesand in the absence of coercion Irish 
tenants would fulfi! their obligations to the 
last penny. Proceeding to discuss the pro- 
visionsof the bill, Mr. Parnell contended that 
the powers given the magistrates would 
enable them to send political opponents to 
prison for six months, to a plank bed and 
prison diet. No part of previous coercion 
acts has ever excited so much distrust of 
English justice as the proposal to change 
the venue of trial and bring the Irish before 
special English juries. The proposal meant 
a reign of judicial murders, Secret Socie- 
ties would spring up, fostered by tho suffer- 
ings of an oppressed nation and those who 
had been persistent in counselling the peo- 
ple to observepatiencoand moderation might 
counsel in vain, But he would still counsel 
them to submit to injustice rather than re- 
taliate or do anything that might drive Mr. 
Gladstone from.their side, or increase his 
difticulties,or place him in a false position 
with the Liberals. Their battle wasnow won 
in (reland. [Cheers], The party which alone 
could gain by violence, by the people of Ire- 
land going beyond the law, was the present 
Government. That was the reason this 
bill had been brought forward, Its object 
was to strengthen the Government’s own 
miserable position. Let not the people 
of Ireland fall into the toil thus set for 
them. He greatly feared the results of the 
bill, but he would not cease to tell them 
that the situation was entirely different 
from that of five yearsago, and that for 
them victory was certain. The people of 
Ireland would again bear the strain with 
patience. Gladstone would not find his 
action hampered or his hands sullied in the 
great and glorious work he had undertaken. 
[Cheers.] He concluded by movivg that 
the House resolve itself into committee to 
consider tho state of Ireland.

men, as they got exorbitant rents from 
them, owing to the scarcity of property 
owners here who are willing to desvend to 
their level. Immediately west of the city 
lies a plot of land known as the Brighouse 
estate. During the winter tho contract 
was lobfor clearing it. The party who 
took the contract is doing it with Chinese 
labor. Whon it was known that he had 
the contract there was a great doal 
of indignation against the owners of said 
property, as it was known Chineso labor 
would be employed. As doubtless you sre 
aware the Chinese are congregated in Vic- 
tori largely and are nearly balf of their 
population, There is a desire on the part 
of the avorage Victorian to retard Van- 
couver all he can, so the chance of getting 
several hundred Chinamen planted in Van- 
couver, was too good to be missed. As the 
people here said, we did not want the Chin- 
eso here. When the contractor brought up 
the first batch the Superintendent of the 
Provincial police accompanied them, They 
landed at the wharf all right, and were 
taken toa camp about a mile out of the 
city proper, That evening there was a mob 
of men and boys went out to their camp 
and pulled it down and told the Chinese 
they must go. The city police went out as 
soon aa they beard of the affair and 
the crowd dispersed, The superintendent 
of police was asked by our mayor next day 
if he needed any assistance to keep the 
peace, but said he did not, However, he 
went over to Victoria and the next thing 
wo heard was, that the House, then in ses- 
sion, had passed a bill empowering the 
Government to send a gang of hungry 
Victoria loafers to Vancouver as special 
constables and compel the city to clothe 
and pay them, or in other words imposing 
a burden on our city of several hun- 
dred dollars per day. This measure was 
brought in and rushed through the House 
on ove night without consulting usin any 
way. So the second day after came about 
forty hungry looking specials. They stop- 
ped here about two or three weoks and had 
nothing to do,as there was no breach of the 
peace. Three parties were arrested for 
participating in the Chinese row, but were 
dismissed,as there was nothing against them 
when brought to trial. 1 believe our city 
authorities willcontest in the courts the 
legality of such work by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment ard if they do not fight it to the 
bitter end there will be a revolution in our 
council when the next election takes place. 
1 might say that the feeling of hatred 
against this place by the average Victorian 
seems to be Jargely on account of tho east 
ern element here, who are, as the average 
Victurian can see, the cause of the gradual 
decay of Victoria, as Vancouver comes to 
the front, and I see already the fossils about 
Victoria are beginning to move, as they 
passed a motion in the Local House some 
time ago asking the Imperial Government 
to compel the China boats to call at Vic- 
toria when en route to Vancouyer, but from 
present appearance they will soon not need 
very large boats to carry their mail, only 
the Chinese part. Doubtless it is on ac- 
count of it they want to get the steamships 
to lose 6 or 8 hours time trying to approach 
Victoria. As my Jetter is gotting pretty 
long, | will just say in conclusion that a 
very few years will see Vancouver the capital 
of this Province, and Vancouver will al- 
ways be a Canadian city, and I hope will 
never be what Victoria is to-day, the slave 
market of this coast, Thanking you for 
space,

Mx. Epvrrorn,—The water works being a 
fixed fact, it is now time that the corporation 
was lookiny after the drainage. Cesspools, 
as cutlets for waste, were long ago con- 
demned as dangerous to human life, and 
should not be permitted when there can be 
a system of drainage, 


_ Without in any way exaggerating, there 
is & growing body of men who consider that 
the preservation of the public health is es- 
sential in enabling us to hold our own in 
the rapid race for pre-eminence amongst 
the people of the earth, We Anglo-Saxons 
are, and must be, first by force of wisdom 
and strength, There is no royal road to 
sanitary knowledge, but men talk on 
the subject without investigating the 
law of physics or knowing how best 
to construct a common drain. Thero- 
fore great care in required in laying 
down at first a substantial and safe system 
of drainage, which can only be done under 
the care of an architect or engineer, who 
has studied thoroughly the sanitary ruleg. 
The corporation should as soon as possible 
find a person to fill that situation and ar- 
range what kind of construction these main 
sewers are to be, and where their outlets, 
but by no means allow the main sewer to 
be laid or built in the same trench as your 
water pipes. ‘*The system would be a 
vicious one,’’ as household water cannot be 
kept far enough from any connection with 
sewer gas and should the main sewer pipes 
be of vitrified clay think of a laboror digging 
for water pipes, and striking his pick 
through the sewer, thea to hide the deed 
hastily covers the break with warth, which 
through time filters its way into the drain 
and causes a most dangerous stoppage. 
Lot your pipes to laid in a trench of your 
own below the level of the water pipes, and 
also got from your engineer drawings laid 
down on acity plan, showing the exact 
plans anddopths of pipes after laidand with 
their connections to every house, then 
when you want to make a junction, you can 
strike the place ot once, without digging in 
tho dark. 

Let the corporation look at that drain- 
ago question ina business manner, and 
weigh the systems that may be laid before 
them carefully, not being ina hurry, for all 
cities have suffered through bad drainage, 
mostly through the carelessnoss of the con- 
tractors for duing such work, and the 
roguery attending it, Some parts of our

Pigoon Shooting, 


New York, April 1.—The postoned 
pigeon shooting match at 100 birds each, 
between Wm.Graham,of England,and John 
Brewer, of Philadelphia, took place yester- 
day at the grounds of the Jersey City 
Heights Gun Club, at Marion. The atten- 
dance was large, aud the Quaker City rep- 
resentative was a big favorite at 100 to 90.

Battle With a Monster, 


A Suake Bourds a Steamer, Kills and Car- 
ries off a Man. 


I was for several years employed in the 
surveys made of- the Brahmapootra and 
Ganges rivers, both of which have several 
mouths, and 7 had various adventures in 
connection with wild animal and reptile 
life. ‘There was never a week, and some: 
timetimes hardly a day, that some one of 
our party was notin peril of his life. In 
three months, having fiye white men and 
sixty ustives in our party, we lost ono white 
man, and asecond crippled for life, and 
buried 40 odd natives, every one of whom 
Was a victim to reptile or iusect poiaon, I 
Was personally present wlien as many as 15 
of them wero snake bittei, aud not one of 
them lived three hours after being struck. 

Our party was provided with a small 
steamer, a barge in which the natives lived | 
and a fleet of throe open boats. We were 
towed from point to point by the steamer, ' 
but there was sometimes a week in which 
she did not have steam up. We not only 
took the depth, but sounded out and mark- 
ed channels, and took observations on yari- 
ous points, such as the wearing away of the 
banks, the filling in, results of freshets, &c. 
We were on shore more or less of the time, | 
but danger lurked aboard the boats and 
steamer, as well as in the jungle. 

One movaing as the survey boats started 
out I felt too unwell to accompany them, 
and when they had pullod away I went 
back to my stateroom and lay down. Our 
craft was a light draught, flat bottomed 
steamer, and when not in use was always 
tied up at the bank. She had been in her 
present position four days, and was moor- 
ed to the right bank of tho Brahmapootra, 
about thirty miles from the sea. There 
was no human habitation near us, and the 
dense jungle extended for miles above and 
below and right to the bank where we 
rested. My stateroom was on the atar- 
board side, and therefore, next to the 
jungle, and, of course, all doors and win- 
dows were open. ‘The engineer of the boat 
had taken a canoo and anchored 300 feet 
away to fish, while all others belonging to 
the boat were offon a survey. 1 should 
have excepted the cook, who was of course 
anative. He was a lithe young fellow 
whom we called Jack, and he had been 
reared in Calcutta and could speak Eng- 
iish, When I wont to bed ho was doing 
up his breakfast dishes and making ready 
for dinner, and I heard him singing a 
native song in a soft key os he moved 
about. I did not fall asleep, but 
became drowsy, and but for an alarm 
would soon pass-into slumber, The window 
of my ztateroom, hung on hinges, was at 
the forward end of the roon), and was wide 
open. My bunk was on the left hand side 
looking forward, and the right hand wall 
was fitted with hooks for my clothes, I 
lay with my head to the stern of the boat 
and therefore faced the window, while the 
open door of the stateroom was at my right 
hand and swung back against my bunk, 

I have put in all the details in order that 
the reader may fully comprehond what hap- 
pened. My eyes were half shut, and the 
flies were buzzing about me in a dreary 
way, when I felt rather than heard some- 
thing crawl aboard the boat, and the next 
moment a shadow darted past the open 
window. My eyes tlew open, my heart gave 
a jump and | was really startled. Before I 
could make a satisfactory explanation to 
myself the shadow returned, and I now be- 
held the wicked head of a large serpent 
at the window. The reptilo was looking 
in, and his head swayed from right to left 
as he poored about to satisfy his curiosity, 
The distance from my head to the window 
was not over nine feet, and, of course, 
I hada plain view of him. I realized at 
once, from the size of the head, that the ser- 
pent was & monster, and I wan certain that 
he would attack mo, Had I sprung up ho 
would oithor havo fled or struck me. Being 
too startled by his sudden advent to plan 


| just what to do, I did nothing and thereby 


saved my life. I was fully dressed excopt 
my boots, and I had no covering over mo, 
the snako must haye seen mo, but after a 
moment I became satisfied that he would 
not meddle with me if I kept quiet, I made 
an offort to supproas my breathing, but 
otherwise | Wis a8 quiet as & Corpse, 

The sorpent was a « puple of minutes in 
deciding to voméin, and as soon as his 
head touched the floor he began crawling 
through the opon door into a hallway, As 


he slowly passed along I estimated his 
length at 30 feet, I was lying partly on

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my right side and partly on my back, and 
ould see every inch of him. The end of 
his tail had acarcely disappeared over the 
threshold when I sprang up and closed the 
door Fiye seconds later [ closed the win 
dow, and was then perfectly safe. Tho 
first thing I wanted to do was to raise an 
Alarm and give the cook a chance to 
His kitchen was on the deck 
below, but doubting if he would hear 
my shouts I made ready to fire ono of 
my pistols, Thon came the foar that 
the cook, fearing some accident to me, 
would come running up aud fall an oany 
victim. Tho serpent might pass through 
tho hall to the port guards of the boat, 
but the chances were that he would turn 
into the smoking room. After a little re- 
flection | decided that it was better to lot 
the man take his chances, Ho was a vigi- 
lant follow, always on tho watch for scor- 
pions, tarantulas, and tho like, and tho in- 
atinct of danger might serve him better 
than any effort of mine, 

A long half-hour slipped away without 
my hearing or seoing anything further of 
the serpent, Then I began to abuse my- 
self for a coward in leaving the cook to 
take his chances, and I got my shotgun, 
dropped a dozen buckshot in on top of the 
wads, and opened the door with a deter- 
mination of hunting out and slaying tho 
snake, As i had my hand on the catch, 
there came a sort of scuffling and shuffling 
in the hall, and the noise slowly passed 
through the door upon the port guards. 
I belieyed it was the snake going back to 
the jungle, and with my gun at the cock I 
opened the door and passed out. A part 
of the serpent was yet on the rail, and into 
this I fired both barrels as fast as I could 
pull trigger. That portion ot the snake 
struck by the heavy charges was about ten 
foot-above the tail, and at that point he 
was as large aroundas an ordinary man's 
ankle, He was cut almost in two, as I 
afterward came to know. The moment I 
fired I dodged back into the stateroom,and 
it was well 1 did. Mortally wounded as he 
was, the serpent returned aboard in such a 
violent manner as to rock the steamer,and, 
in his struggles in the narrow gangway and 
in the hall, he carried the door off its hinges 
aud knocked a part of the railing into kind- 
ling wood, He was thrashing about for at 
Jeast ten minutes, and when I dared to 
venture out again his head was on the bank 
and the rest of his body in the gangway, 
while the blood was spattered about as if a 
butchery had occurred, I was ready to fire 
again, but the snake was quite dead, 

The report of the first discharge had 
alarmed the engineer, and he came pad- 
dling up just as 1 discovered that the ser- 
pent could do no further injury, Then we 
at once began to search for the cook, and it 
was not until we had explored every part of 
the boat twice over that we thought to look 
on the bank. There we found his body, 
limp. and lifeless, and showing half a dozen 
bites. From certain signs and clues.in the 
kitchen, whore some wild fowl was boiling 
on the stove, we concluded that thasayory 
odor drew the serpent aboard and down 
stairs, He probably came upon the ccok 
so silently that no alarm was given, aud as 
there was only a stool overturned, there 
could not have been much of a struggle. 
How the serpent got the body off the boat 
I cannot say, but perhaps ho dragged it, 
and that accounted for the shuffling noise L 
heard inthe hall. Atnoon, when the 
boats came in, some of the natives fired the 
jungle when they learned what had hap- 
pened, and the result was a copflagration 
which ran miles and lasted two weeks,

THE LIBEL LAW. 


its efforts to uphold Mr. Balfour's pro- 
posed amendment to'the law of libel, the 
Globe saya that it is not ‘ thinking of itself 
particularly in taking the lead in this agi. 
tation.” Such professed kindness on the 
pa e Grit organ is only in keeping 
with the hypocritical character of its edi- 
torials in general, as note tho remark that 
“in proportion to the amount of matter 
printeipithe small paper is» much more 
liable’ got into trouble than the large 
one.” It is said that a certain class of the 
community should have good memories, as 
it was only afew days since thatthe Globe 
alleged that one of, if not the chief, reasons 
for change in the law of libel aroso from the 
fact that erroneous statements occurred 
in a daily paper chiefly from the rush and 
hurry incidental to its issue; and now it 
tells its readers that the weckly press is 
inore apt to run into danger than is a big 
daily. 

The fact is, if the press will respect the 
rights of its neighbors under the existing 
law, there can be no danger of its getting 
into trouble, as the law, as it now stands, 
xives the press eyery advantage that it de- 

sorves in the privilege of apologizing before, 
and even after an action is brought, should 
the paper find that its charges were un- 
founded. But this is not what the Globe 
wants.” Mr. Balfour has endeavored by his 
bill to exclude the poor man from equal pri- 
vileges of citizenship with the rich man,for 
if the amendment paeses no one can bring 
an action except he gives security for costs, 
Again, the amendment asks that the action 
be brought in the Coutity where the news- 
paper is published—a provision distinctly 
egeinaiy ople in favor of the news- 
aes = pera ‘@ newspaper can Jibel 
aman living in one of the distant provincos, 
with a full assuranco that the libel must be 
of the grossest kind that will induce him to 
bring an action at such adistance from home. 
Oh, no, Mr. Globe! Let the people have 
some justice as against the preas, whose 
powers for wrecking characters and homes 
Sre now as great as they should be, with 
due regard to the:public good. 

The last clause of the amendment is even 
worse that the others, for it forbids the 
judge awarding costs to the plaintiff when he 
recovers merely nominal damages. Such a 
provision would enable such sheets as the 
Globe tw continue villifying wich impunity, 
for the simple reason that only nominal 
costs are awarded, except specific [damage 
is proved, _ 

For instance, the Globe, not satisfied with 
abusing Sir John for years, has attacked his 
wife and family, including an invalid 
daughter. Thisis what the Globe would 
call ‘*sentimental”’’ damages, for should 
Sir John bring action, he could not prove, 
as a professional man, that his credit was 
damaged by the villainous attack, nor that 
the people had lost any of their confidence in 
hink on that account. So, under Mr. Bal- 
four’s bill,for such blackguardism the Globe 
would at most be mulched in nominal 
damages and the plaintiff could not be 
awarded costs, 

Again, when Sir Leonard Tilley was 
made a Cabinet Minister he was constantly 
villifiéd by the Globe, although almost the 
only Lieut..Governor of a Province who 
was 60 consistent a temperance man as to 
conduct his official residence on temper- 
ance principles, Yethe and Hon. Mr. 
Thompson, another strong advocate of tem- 
perance, have been treated to columns of 
abuse on account of thoir temperance prin: 
ciples, by the professed temperance adyo- 
cate the Globe, 

No sooner was Hon.jThos. White madoa 
Cabinet Minister than he had to run the 
gauntlet of Globe abuse, and Sir Charles 

Tupper was constantly the object of tho 
most violently abusivo insinuations, yet 
the Globe says it was never * cast in any 
but merely nominal damages.” What more, 
in all consclonce, doos the Grit organ want 
in the form of law than that,after its years 
of the vilest abuse of our most talented 
men, no jury could be found in tho country 
who would award a plaintif’ more 
nominal damages for Globe libels? Krom 
a financial standpoint this must be gratify. 
ing to the Globe, but it is humiliating to it 
that its vilest attacks never could haye been 
proven to have injured tho party attacked 
in the eyes of respectable citizens. Not 
satisfied with this degree of impunity, 
however, it now wante the plaintiay ty 


than 


amount of money will bo put in circulation 
in the city ; and, probably founded to some 
extent on this speculation, building opera-

This ‘‘boom” cannot, of course, endure 
for more than the present season ; but if 
our people take advantage of it, and unite 
in the interest of the city, they can achieve 
important results of a permanent character. 
The spirit which they have shown in con- 
nection with the ferry, the agricultural fair, 
tho inducidg of the Grand Trunk to run 
market trains,and in regard to public 
improvemonts generally, leads us to hope 
that the nececsary degree of energy and en- 
terprise will boshown, Tho fact, also, that 
someé impetus to the city’s prosperity will 
be derived from the opening of the Murray 
Canal next year, strengthens our hopes that 
the people of Belleville will rise to the ne- 
cessities of the occasion. 

Tho projects which are of the most im- 
portance are; The building of a railway up 
the valley of the Moira to Tweed, thus se- 
curing direcb connection with the Pacitic 
Railway ; the improvement of the ferry 
service by the putting on of a larger and 
faster steamer, and the shortening of the 
route, with the alternative project of bridg- 
ing the bay, as ty which Jattor idea there 
is a wide difference of opinion’; the im- 
provement of the water power in the river ;

Itnlian Soldiers Have Founda Foo Worth y 
of Thole Steel, 


Commenting upon the recent reverses of 
tho Italians in the Soudan,a correspondent 
of the Telograph writes The 
nows from Massowah shows that the Abys- 
sinians have ab leugth determined on 
openly giving battle to the Italians, in or 
der to try and drive them out of their now- 
ly acquired torritory on the Red Sova. 
Whon, after the Egyptian-Soudan cam- 
paign, the British Government decided 
that the Khedive's forces should evacuate 
aud abandon all the stations held by them 
south of Suakim, on the Red Sea littoral, 
tho Italians landed troops at Massowah 
and assumed jurisdiction over that port 
and adjacont country, The Abyassivians 
having no seaport, and being anxious to 
ostabligh direct communication with the 
outer World, have long claimed “Massowah 
as part of thoir torritory, When Admiral 
Sir Wiltiam Howitt went on the mission, 
about two years ago, to solicit the King of 
Abyssinia to assist usin the rescuing of 
the Egyptian garrisons shut up in Kaassala 
and elsowhere, there is littl doubt but 
that one of the inducements held out was 
that the Abyssinians would be assisted to 
acquire Massowah. The landing of the 
Ltalians was a sore disappointmont to the 
hopes they had cherished, aud they have 
never ceased to assert that the place was 
rightly theirs, 

** In the yoar 1883-4 campaign in the 
Eastern Soudan, under the command of 
Sir Gerald Graham, VY. C., there wasa 
small contingent of Abyssiuians attached 
to the British force. I'he writer frequently 
saw these irregulars of our’, and notably 
witnessed their behavior in gction on the 
day the stiff battle of Tamai was fought and 
won, These adherents of Prester John 
were all recruited from the neighborhood of 
Massowah. It wasa young Hoglish mer- 
chant named Wyld who first suggested that 
they would make capital scouts, and to him 
was given the command to ralse these aux- 
iliaries. This was a comparatively easy 
task, for Wyld had lived forsome time in 
Abyssinia, and was a personal friend of Ras 
(Chief) Alula. With the aid of Alula, who 
was aud still is the commander in chief of 
King John’s forces, Wyld quickly got a 
force of about fifty Abyssinians together at 
Suakim. The Abyssinian scouts were 
nearly all young men of bgtween twenty 
and thirty yoars of age. Rather above the 
medium height, and of alittle brown color, 
with aquiline and Arab like features, close- 
curling black hair, which had a tendency to- 
wards‘kinkiness, ‘light and agile as panthors, 
they looked tho porfection of irrogulrr 
troops for rough bush fighting, Each mai 
was furnished witha Remingtonrifleandam- 
munition taken from the Egyptianatores, but 
in addition they all carried 2 little, round, 

Abyssinian shield of tough ox hide, knife, 

two edged sword or spear. Their swords 

g | Were much similar to the cross hilted, heavy 
slashing weapons which the Arabs them- 
selves carry. When not actively employed 
in hunting their hereditery foes, the Had- 
endowas, outside Suakim, our Abyasinians 
amused themselves polishing their weapons 
or engaging iu native war-dances at their 
camp, which was within the line of forts. 

On fast day they devoted themselves to

‘* Prior to the battle of Tamai our Ab- 


yssinians had gone out several times im 
search of the enemy, and had skirmished 


with the Arabs. As Graham's troops ad- 
vanced toward Tamai,after the night spent 
in the zereba near Tesalah, Wyld and his 
Abyasinians were sent forward on the left 
toward Khor (nulla) Ghol, to try ard find 
the whereabouts of Osman Digina’s fierce 
Hadendowas. Spreading out at a run in 
skirmishing order, until their front extend- 
ed over 200 yards, kneeling and firing at 
the enemy, the Abyssinians pushed steadi- 
ly onward. Let it be borne in mind that 
neither of our squares, Davies! nor 
Buller’s, had yet began a forward move- 
ment. Sir Horbert Stewart with his cay- 
alry were away still furthor to the left, but 
ready to support our allies in the event of 
their being too hard pressed. Gradually 
the Abyssinian skirmishers advanced, fir- 
ing rapidly, and forcing the Hadendowa 
sharpshooters bask upon the main body of 
the enemy, who lay conealed in the,khor. 
From behind sand hill and mimosa bush 
the Arabs were driven, Every now and 
again a savage yell of exulation proclaimed 
that a Hadendowa had been tbowled over’ 
by an Abyssinian rifloman, and alittle rush 
would be made to, if possible reach, and if 
necessary give the coup de grace to the 
stricken fooman, It was really a spirited 
scene. A mere handful of smart footmen 
were actually bearding the armed savage 
Hadendowa thousands in their fastness. 
The skirmish had lasted halfan hour, and 
was now belog waged more hotly than ever. 
Two Abyssinians fell, severoly wounded, 
and some of their comrades ran to bear 
them off the field. The Arabs in turn 
shouted exultingly, crying ‘Allah el Allah!’ 
and half a dozen of those rose and made. a 
rush to come to close quarters, The Abys- 
siniah skirmishers shot them down and 
drew in'their front. HExasperated at the 
pertinacity of the Abyssinians, a score or 
more Hadendowa spearémen and sworda- 
men ran out to attack them, ‘The rifles 
were again plied, but several escaped 
the lead to find that the Abyssinians 
throw their guns down, and, nothing loath 
meet them in hand to hand combat. In 
this contest, also, they had the best of it, 
for they not only showed that they woro 
fully as expert with the sword and spear as 
the Hadendowas, but by working together 
they speedily cut down their avsailante. A 
long line of dusky Arabs rose at the 
spectacle, revealing their formidable array, 
A rush of hundreds out of the khor, com- 
polled the Abyssinians to fall back, and 
lifting their dead and wounded shoulder 
high, they smartly retreated a short dis- 
tance. Once more the firing was resumed, 
but the onomy’s position and numbors 
having been disclosed, the Abyssinian 
scouts were ordered to come in, so that 
tho squares could advance, Often after- 
ward the writor saw his gallant Abyssinian 
frionds, The wounded among thom boro 
theirsutforinga patiently spending thoirdaya 
in the hospital in reading the Bible, It 
would appear as if the Italians had, like our 


ofticers,contracted thehabit of undorostimat- 
ing ‘the skill and daring of the natives, Eyi- 
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dently they had been caught napping, for 
itwasa columnon the march that was 
destroyed. The fact that ninety wounded 
were recovered indicates Ras Alula, who 
personally is an intelligent and humane 
man, may give his men orders to spare 
their lives, Ifthis bo so, the contest in 
removed above the level of our campaigns 
in the Soudan, whon quarter Waa not ex- 
tended to those who fell Ras Alula is 
now about forty-five years of age, of short 
stature, but thick’set frame. Mr. Wyld 
spoke of him asa splendid leader, and in 
appearance and strength as a “little Hor 
cules.” The Italians will find the “Abys- 
sinians full as difficult and dangerous as we 
found the Hadendowas, for the former will 
shoot, and only when there is a clear 
chance rush to close quarters with sword 
and spear, Evidently Ras Alula has at- 
tacked two of the winter stations on the 
mainland, and the fact that it has been 
abandoned, and the Italian lines draWn 
closer together, bodes further trouble for 
thom at Massowah. The Abyssinians of 
to-day are far better prepared to resist 
European troops than when Gen. Napier 
carried Magdala, and nothing is more prob- 
ablo than that Ras Alula’s skirmishers will 
practically environ the Italian troops in 
the seaport of Massowah.”

A regiment 
of artillery (which means to say in this 
country the scum of tho earth, auch as 
assassins or cattle stoalers condemned to 
the ranks for life or for a term of years) 
has been nearly cleared out in Rio Cuarto, 
The band of music I hear has been 
completely blotted out. 1 cannot describe 
to you the terror that has prevailed here. 
Several of my acquaintances are gone, 
poor fellows—one died in threo hours! 
Some cases have occurred where the sub- 
ject has nearly dropped down dead in the 
The authorities have fought pluck- 
ily’ against this fearful pestilence. A 
brother of a friend of mine was assassi- 
nated a fow days ago in ‘Tucuman by an in- 
furiated mob, who in the panic believed 
that the filtored water was meant to poison 
thom. I was in Rosario afew days ago, 
tasking down Mackenzie, who has been ser- 
iously ill, and happened to hear the story 
from this poor beggar’s own lips. Macken- 
zie is in Rosario, waiting to recover his 
health to go home. 

** Weare passing through an awful crisis. 
The drought here is so torrible that a glass 
of water is being sold for 6 cents !—about 
2hd. The cattle are charging the fences 
mudly, and I daren't even keep them back. 
One of the streams that crosses the Es- 
tancio, and also provides the water for 
nearly 1,000 people, has dried up! What 
with the drought, cholera and the fearful 
hailstorm, in which we lost about 1,000 
cattle, you can imagine the state we are 
in. The drought up to the present is said 
to have saved ua hero from cholera, so per- 
haps we ought to Le thankful. The heat 
is past all description, Imagine, the horses 
and cattle in Mend za have also died of 
cholera!’ They have barred the passes to 
Chili,and so overy one is out of work there 


and unable to sell a thing,” 


The French President,

feeble. He was re-elected President be- 
cause he was known to be an honest and a 
safe man.

Six Persons Drowned, 


A MILI Dai at Logersoll, Ontario, Bursts, 
FOUR DWELLINGS DESTROYED AND SIX LIVES 
KEPORTED LOST, 

Incensou,, Qut., April 4.—The Kings- 
mill dam was carried away by jhe spring 
freshet this morning. The tloods swept 
with terrific force, carrying a tenement 
house, occupied by four families, threo 
hundred yards down the stream, and leav- 
ing ita perfect wreck. John Bowman and 
his daughter, a young man named Jno. Mc- 
Lean, and a child, name unknown, were 
drowned. Aman named Laird and his 
daughter are now missing, and it is sup- 
posed they have perished in the flood. The 
damage to property is very large, 

HaAmILtTon, Vat., March 4.—This morn- 
ing at ten minutes past seven, the dam at 
Laing’s mill gave way and the water came 
down with a rush, The dam is situated on 
a small sreek which empties into the 
Thames River, and the dam was located 
about the cighth of a mile up the creek from 
the river. ‘he water rushed through the 
mill yard and engine-house of the mill 
across Laing street, on which was located 
a frame terrace, containing four tenements, 
three of which were occupied. This row of 
houses momentarily stopped the water, but 
it soon gave way from its foundation and 
was carried bodily down the stream with 


its living freight, when it broke’ in 
two parts, one being demolished 
to fragments and the other being carried on 


down and lodged on the main track of the 
Canadian Pacitic Railway. One of the 
tenements was occupied by John Bow- 
man, his wife and three children and his 
father, and of the six Mr. and Mrs. Bow- 
man, one child and Mr. Bowman were 
saved, one girl, about five years of age, was 
found drowned, and a boy fourteen years 
old is missing. The next part of the row 
was occupied by Mr. McLean, a cooper, 
and his son, about eighteen yearsold, The 
gon was found dead on a pile of railway 
ties and cordwood, which had been washed 
up to the side.of the stream. The father 
was rescued, The third portion of the 
house was occupied by Mr, Laird, his wife 
and two children, One of the children has 
been found in the water, caught in a coil 
of wire fencing. Mr, Laird and another 
child are still missing. Mrs, Laird was 
carried across the river by the force of the 
water, She clung to her child most of the 
way across, but on reaching the opposite 
bank she slipped and the child was forced 
from herarms, but she was saved. Both 
Mrs, Bowman and Mrs, Laird are very low 
and there is doubt as to their surviving the 
shock and the terrible ordeal through which 
they have passed. About a thousand yards 
of the main line of the Canadian Pacitic 
railway is displaced and washed oyt, and 
about five hundred yards of the track run- 
ning into the mills is completely gone, 

Five persons are known to have been 
drowned uo far. They are: Mr, Laird and 
one child, Mr, McLean and two children 
named Bowman. It is feared that others 
have been lost. Part of the Credit Valley 
Railway track has bean washed away.

He desired to recognise the readiness of the 
Dominion Government to meet the views 
of the Lmperial authoritios and facilitate a 
settlement. Among other speakers, Sir 
Alexander Campbell, of Canada, and Mr. 
Thorburn, of Nowfoundland, expressed 
thoir satisfaction that the conference was 
being held. They promised hearty co-ope- 
ration. The private discussions of the con- 
ference begin to-morrow, 

Lord Salisbury welcomed the delegates, 
who, he said, were engaged in the work of 
originating a great movement towards Im- 
perial Federation. The question of actual 
federation was one perhaps more for fu- 
ture discussion than for the present, the 
most important question pressing upon the 
attention of the whole Empire being. in 
his opinion, the common interest the Col- 
onies had with the Mother Country in im- 
worial defonce The Premier, continuing, 
siid he was opposed to the ambitious 
scheme of making a constitution for tho 
whole Empire. In opposing this, how- 
ever, he didnot wish to be understood as 
casting any slur upon the aspiration for 
Imperial Federation. Although he was 
free to say, he thought the scheme was of 
a hasty and doubtful character, still it con- 
tained materials out of which practical re- 
sults might be obtained. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that England was 
unable to emulate Germany in her manner 
of conducting Imperial affairs, The Eng- 
lish Government must be satisfied to allow 
a portion of the Empire to conduct its own 
offices in its own locality. Two forms af 
union existed—one military, the other 
Customs Union. He (lid not think a Cus- 
toms Union among all parts of the British 
Empire impossible. A WU ion for Im 

eriai defence was of common interest, 

he impression prevailed that the que: 
tion of defence was entirely an Im- 
perial matter, because Colonisl dangers 
might result from Imperial policy. 
The speaker admitted that the extension of 
the Empire might require that portions of 
it might incur danger. Hnogland’'s policy, 
was, however, essentially a pacific one, but 
the danger of war arising from the policy 
of some other country should induce the 
Colonista to make their defonces efiicient, 
Distant parts of the Empire were within 
the sphere of possible aggression, European 
nations were showing an increased desire 
for colonial and foreign possessions, The 
solemn and reasonable sense of interest and 
security which the Colonies had in the 
shield which the Imperial Government 
threw over them should convince them 
that it was to their interest to oontributo 
men and means to the mutual defence. In 
agditition to this, Lord Salisbury said, he 
hoped that the connections between the 
Colonies and England would become more 
real, and that the spectacle would be pre- 
sented to the world of a yast empire, found- 
ed, not on force or subjection, but on sym- 
pathy and resolute co-operation, 

Sir Henry Holland, Colonial Secretary, 
also addressed the conference. He traced 
the history of uhe movement to organige 
the military and naval defences of England 
and the Colonies. He stated that the

Mr. George S. Herchmer, son of Mra, C, 
Herchmer, of this city, died suddenly at

Shortly after 3 p. m. to-day Mrs. Herch- 
mer received a telogram from Mr. Gilder- 
sleeve at Philadelphia, stating that the 
body is that of his bro‘her-in-law, George 
5. Herchmer. 

The Toronto World says Late yester- 
day it was made certain tha’ CGoorge S, 
Herchmer is the man found dead at Anda- 
lusia. W.A, Mitche)l,a joweller of Bramp- 
ton, has identified the watch as belonging 
to Herchmer, from the number it bears, as 
telegraphed from Philadelphia, The ring 
mentioned in the telegram as worn by de- 
ceased was also made for him by Mr. 
Mitchell. 

The feeling in Brampton over the affair 
is one of deep regret. Mr. Herchmer was 
universally liked. He was generous to an 
unlimited degree, aud his charitable deeds 
endeared him to many households. To 
his friends he distributed gifts with a 
princely generosity ; money had, in fact, 
no value, and his conduct in this respect 
may be most aptly described as_ eccentric. 
Prior to his assuming the management 
of the Central Bank in 1884, he had 
been connected with the Merchants’ 
Bank, aud to his business ability the pres 
ent standing of the Central is cniefly as- 
cribed. His suspension from the ban\k’s 
management about a fortnight ago proyed 
upon his mind,and he spoke in despondent 
moods of going tojTexas. Whatever difficnl, 
ties he had with the bank weresatisfactorily 
adjusted through his friends, Several years 
ago he married a daughterof Mr. Robert 
Craig,a prominent cattle breeder of Rramp, 
ton. Mr. Craig returned yoaterday to Bramp- 
ton after several days’ absence,and learned 
then for the first time the terrible news of 
his son-in-law’s death. Mr. Craig was 
completely overcome at the unexpected 
and startling information. Mr. Herch 
mer’s relatives have taken steps to have 
the remains identified, Mr. Gildersleeve 
left Kingston yesterday for Philadelphia, 
which city he should reach this morning, 

An acquaintance says Mr. Herchmer 
carried seyeral policies in life insurance 
companies, one being of $5,000 in the Ac- 
cident, The total amount is supposed to be 
between $10,000 and $15,000, 

The post mortem cxamination shows 
that Herchmer did not meet with foul ply 
but died from degeneration of the heart, 

There is no doubt nowabout how decoas- 
ed got to Andalusia; that part of the 
mystery haa been cleared away. He was 
suddenly taken sick on the ‘‘owl” train 
from New York, which stoppud near An- 
dalusia at 2,50 last Thyraday morning on 
account of a freight wreck at Borie’s sta- 
tion. He got off the train evidently to got 
the fresh air, and fell down beside the 
track. The train preceeded on its way, 
and Mr, Herchmer expired as dercribed 
by the soction man, who found him gasp- 
ing in tho throes of death,

highly esteomed by those wh> knew him.

The stock in Liverpool is also 
somewhat amaller, boing 44,400, boxes to 
compare with 91,200 in 1886, and 88,200 in 
18-5, at the name date The receipts in 
New York since May 1, 1886, have amount

378 boxen for tho aame period the year be- 


fore The decrease has been 224,781 
boxes, or something over 11 jer cent. 
As the receipts since Jan. L have been 
only 155,250 boxes, where there were 
200,605 for the corresponding period a 


yearago, it will be seen that nearly ono 
third of the shortage has ocourred in the 
lest three months. This makes tho busi 
ness outlook decidedly favorable, No un- 
easinoss is folt among the present holders 
of cheese lest the product ehould not be 
consumed Homo walks steadily 
along, buying, of course, only for immedi- 
ale requirements, but the amount of busi 
ness is sulliciont to wake the dealors feel 
easy, If thore should be any surplus of 
fine old stock a month from now, exporters 
will readily take it at a vory slight reduc- 
tion from current ratos. 

Factories are now opening rapidly all 
over the country, Many will begin their 
make this week, and by the middle of the 
month noarly all of them will be under 
Way. 

Some cautions can never be repeated to 
our cheesomakers Loo often. Tho first of 
these is to cure their fodder long and 
thoroughly. Don't send in green cheese 
tho first opportunity in the spring, to cast 
discredit on the make A word should also 
be said to tho patrons, cautioning them to 
feed such food to the cattle as will produce 
pure and odorless milk, and to keep the 
cows themselves clean and all the milking 
utonsils, Tce quality of the cheese or 
butter depends largely upon the cleanli- 
ness of the dairy.

It is not a breaking out of glad- 
noss because spring has come ; it has no af- 
finity to that nature-worship which some 
would fain substitute for all the more ro- 
bust forms of religious thought and feeling. 
It is founded on a real sorrow and terror— 
the fear and the certainty of death; it is 
enkindled by a real and glad conviction— 
the assurance of resurrection, It rests up- 
on an article of the creed—the resurrection 
of the body. In that lies the hope, the 
expectation, the firm faith which makes 
Easter tho queen of the festivals. Strange- 
ly enough, there are many who deny or ig- 
nore this great fact of the faith, who have 
put the various incompatibilities of their 
new beliefs in the way of a right compre- 
hension of it, yet, névertheless, are being 
yoar by year more filled with the Easter 
happiness. ‘They are glad, they know 
not rightly why. They have a belief 
that when they die, if it be in faith and 
accepted penitence, they will go to imme- 
diate judgment and to immediate reward, 
Their bodies will moulder foreyer in the 
Bruuud; vney will he slothad upon with 
newand angelic shapes, and received at 
once into the heaven of bijss vternsl.

Date of Easter, 

The time for celebrating Easter is the 
same forall Protestants and Catholics, and 
was adopted in opposition to the Jews. ’ 
The records of the Nicean Council of A.D | 
325 show that this opposition was must 
acute. The very call for the council breatl:- 
ed hostility against the Jews, and those 
Christians who celebrated Easter on the 
day on which the Jews kept passover. 
These Christians were called Quartodeciin- 
anians, because they celebrated Easter on 
tho 14th day of Nisan, tho first month of 
the Jewish year, But the opposition to , 
the Quartodecimanians of Asia was more 
zealous than intelligent ; for the artificial 
day chosen for Easter fell occasionally, as 
in 1826, on the 14th day of the Jewish 
Nisan, and the Christian Fathers, while 
bitterly opposed to the Jews, adopted, } 
without any hesitation. the Jewish mode 
of reckoning time by lunations. To make | 
the matter worse, thease Iynations do not 
tally with the facta of astronomy. The | 
result is that Master calculations are so ex- | 
trodinarily diflicult 4s to lead to occasional 
mistakes, like that of 1818, when Easter | 
was kept on the wrong day. Easter is 
caloulated on the basis of an ecclestical— | 
not the real—equinox of sprivg. The cal- | 
culation involves also an artifical solar , 
circle, and other quaint computations, | 
usually found at the beginning of Church 
almanacs. When the right day for Easter 
is finally found, it determines a long series 
of ecclesiastical days, beginning this year 
with February 10th, and onding with Trin- 
ity Sunday on June 8th,

The Provincial Treasurer moved the 
House into committee on his muni ipal 
drainage reeolutions, which, being sub 


a quently incorporated into Bill No, 117, 
were reported buck to the House, and the 
bill was read a second time. The Treasurer 
fully oxplained the resolutions, which in 
eflect reduced the rate of interest to be paid 
by municipalitios to the Province for loans 
for drainage purposes from h to 4 per cent. 
The amount of this fund is to be increased 


from $250,000 to $350,000. The Treasurer 
said these drainage loans were rapidly 
taken up, but of tho tile drainage loan fund, 
which amounted to $200,000, only about 
$55,000 had been taken advantage of. 
‘This balance could be deyoted to the 
municipal drainage fund, if necessary,” said 
the Treasurer. 

Hon, A. S. Hardy's Bill respecting dis- 
tress for rent and taxes was amended by 
providing against exchange of goods by 
tenants in order to escape legitimate obliga- 
tions, by enlarging the word tenanta to in- 
clude sub-tenants or the assigns of a tenant, 
by providing for notice of intended seiz- 
ure, by stipulating that when growing or 
standing crops are seized they may be ad- 
vertised and sold as other goods, and that 
it shall not be necessary for the landlord 
to gather or market the crop ; and by pro- 
viding that no costs shall be levied in re- 
spect of a seizure of exempted goods when 
they may not be lawfully sold,and when sold 
no greater sum than $2. 

The Minister of Education called up 
Bill No. 72, an Act to amend the Act re- 
specting education. The object of this bill 
isto provide that agriculture shall be 
taught in public schools, Mr. Mills of the 
Agricultural College, Guelph, being engaged 
in the preparation of a suitable text book. 
There is also a provision for the teaching of 
tho effect’ of aloohol on the human system, 
a text book to that effect being in course 
of preparation, The Minister referred to 
the United States, and said that in seven- 
teen States such a law was in force, Pro- 
vision also is made for teaching of kinder- 
gartenin school for children from 3 to 5. 
The bill was read a second time. 

The last half hour of the sitting was spent 
in committee on the Minister of Educa- 
tion’s act amending the Public School Act, 
which was also before the House on Mon- 
day. There are thirty-tive clauses in the 
bil and the end was not reached when the 
House adjourned,

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The agitation in sonnoction with the sub- 
ject of the reading of the Scriptures in the 
public schools which was begun during the 
general election for the Oatario Legislature, 
has been productive of good results, The 
gerrymandered extracts from tho Holy 
Scriptures which it was sought by the On- 
tario Government to force upon the public 
schools, have beon virtually driven out by 
the force of public opinion, and the Goy- 
ernment have been forced, not only to 
disavow their plainly expressed intention, 
but to promise that their tyrannical order, 
under which the use of the ‘* Ross Bible” 
was made obligatory upon the teachers, 
shall be amended in accordauce with the 
popular will. ~ 

This much having been accomplished, the 
good work is to go on until other abuses 
which have grown up in connection with 
our national system of education,under po- 
litical administration of the Education De- 
partment, have been stamped out. The 
movement in that direction bas been in- 
augurated—happily without reference to 
party politics—by the Ministerial Associ” 
ation of Toronto, and thst the reforms 
et 
comparatively short time wo venture to 
predict. 

At the meeting of the Toronto Minister- 
ial Association on the 4th inst., the Rey. 
P. McF. McLeod, whois a Reformer in 
politics, introduced the subject in a lengthy 
address, in which he fully stated and dis- 
cussed the alterations that had been made 
in the school laws and their effects, and 
concluded as follows : 


In the report of the Minister of Education 
for 1886 you will look in vain for any ex- 
tract from the report of the inspector for 
Prescott and Ruasell, for the very good 
reason that his report confirms the atate- 
ments made by the correspondent of the 
Mail with regard to the use of the French 
language in the schools in these counties. 
The Minister of Education should take an 
early i Reber Bs of visiting that county 
himself, for it is quite evident he is not ready 
to receive anyother testimony which may be 
offered, than his own, as to the true state 
of matters there. But now the question is, 
Have we, as ministers, no duty to perform 
at this crisis, or are to allow our Govern- 
ment to become a kind of secular arin for 

rrying out Papal decrees, and allow our 
children to suffer because of the politicians, 
who seem ready to barter their religious 
principles for the sake of the Catholic vote? 
We ought to demand of the Government :— 

1, The abolishing of those amendinents 
of the Separate School law preventing Ro- 
man Catholics from enjoying the right of 
choosing where their children shall be edu- 
cated. The Government has deprived the 

prisoners at the Central prison of their re- 

gious liberty, and the Premier justifies its 
action, in face of the fact that in all the 
American prisons, with one or two excep- 
tions, prisoners are allowed to attend every 
religious service held in the prison if they 
choose. But surely it is impossible to jus- 
tify the taking from the Roman Catholics 
the right to choose between the Public and 
the Separate schools for the education of 
thet — ildren. 

2. We ought to demand the opening and 
closingof theschools with raligtdexerises, 

_3, The withdrawal of the book of selec- 
tions to make way for a yearly liat of les- 
sonsin harmony with tho international 
series for Sunday schools, andthe use of 
the Bible by the pupils either in commit- 
ting portions to memory and repeating 
them before the school or in the reading of 
alternate verses by teacher and pupils. 
Further, that all the children shall be 
present at the opening and closing oxer- 
cises, unless the parents specially request 
that they be allowed to absent themselves.

On motion of Rev.G.M, Milligan, “That 
this association believes in the principle of 
selections from Scripture for reading in our 
Public and High Schools, and recommends 
that such selections te indicated by a liat of 
Scripture passages on theschool roll or other- 
wiso,ssid passages to be read from the Bible 
iteelf, which should be in the hands of pupils 
as well as teachers.” 

Rey, Hugh Johnston, A. F. McGregor, 
D. J. Macdonnell, G. M. Milligan, A. C. 
Courtice, S. J. Shorey, W. S. Blackstock 
and Soptimus Jones wore appointed a com: 
mittee to present the foregoing resolutions 
to tho Minister of Education.

T}\e early completion of the Murray cana} 
making it ita lake port, the Central On- 
tario railway tapping the rich minoral de- 
posits on the north, with an almost certain 
connection witn the Canadian Pacific rall- 
way, justifies the inhabitants of the town 
to hope for bright things in the future, 
While the town may attain prominence ag 
a inanufacturing and 
COMMERCIAL CENTRE 
it will never be known abroad for its 
symmetrical boauty. Itis not built that way, 
A great improvement would have been 
made had the lots east of Front street and 
south of Dundas neyer been buil’ upon. 
One feature that speaks well for the future 
prosperity of the town is that four fifths of 
the busines men are young in years, full of 
vim, push and energy. They are all on the 
up hill side of life, That the men of means 
have an abiding faith in the future had a 
practical demonstration nearly two years 
ago. During the last week in June, 1885, a 
disastrous fire visited the town and swept 
away a whole block in the business centre. 
The buildings were small, many being of 
frame. The loss in buildings is placed at 
$15,000. The Front street cide of the

Loarn to Obey Cheerfully. 

**Whon 1 get to bo a man, I mean to do 
just as | please.” 

I suppose every boy thinks that, but I 
wonder how many men will say that they 
do, or over have done, just as they ploase. 
The truth is that as long as we live—and 
that isforever—weshall hayetoobey. That 
is the reason, doubtless, why we have to 
begin life as helpleas babes, 80 we can learn 
obedience the first thing. ; 

If we shall always have to obey, it will 
be well to learn to do it gracefully, At 
first wo must oboy parents, then teac hors, 
then Jaws, and, over and abeve all, the 
laws of God 

* But we can disobey these, ” 

Certainly, and if wedo, we are only obey- 
iug something else. The boy who rebols 
against the authority of his father obeys 
his own ungoverned nature, or the sugges- 
tions of evil companions. The man who 
steals or murders disobeys the law, but he 
obeys his own wicked propensities, Which 
then is wiser, to yield to the just authority 
of parents,teachers, laws of man and of 
God, or to the evil influences which oppose 
them ! 

Boys often think it manly to rebel, but 
the greatest men have been those most 
obedient to proper authority. General 
Grant was one day walking on a Goverr- 
ment wharf smoking, when a guard said to 
him that smoking was not allowed there. 
Grant did not rebel, because he was a 
general, and the command had been given 
him by a subordinate; he at once threw 
away his cigar, remarking that it was a 
very good order. You see he knew the 
dignity of obedience, 

General Sherman did not approve of 
General Grant's plan for taking Vicksburg, 
and wrote a protest. Then he obeyed 
Grant's orders as hoartily as if he himself 
had conceived the plan, and Grant said 
that Sherman wasa hero. Boys think it 
grand to be soldiers, but soldiers must 
obey before they can command. Sher- 
man was 8o prompt to obey orders that he 
was advanced to the command of a large 
part of the Army of the Potomac, and War- 
ren, who did not obey promptly, was super- 
seded. 

Boys sometimes question the wisdom of 
their fathor’s command, but they should 
obey cheerfully, and in after years they 
may see that the command was good and 
wise. Perhaps you have never thought 
that your son will be apt to be like your- 
self, even in your faults. Aristotle said 
that a man accused of filial disrespect ex- 
cused himself by saying , '* My father beat 
his father, and he his father, and my son 
will beat me when he is a man, forit ruas 
in the family. ”’ 

Don't let disobedience run in your fam- 
ily. Stop it right now and here, in your 
own person. Resolve that, as obedience is 
a necessity of existence, you will choose to 
obey God, rather than evil, —Congregational.

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UPPER CANADA COLLEGE. 


The Woodstock Sentiitel-Review suggests, 
asa compromise inthe matter of Upper 
Canada College, which is threatened with 
abolition, the removal of the school outside 
of Toronto, the sale of the present vory 
valuable site to the University of Toronto, 
and tho use of the proceeds of this salo as 
an endowment fund. This, our contempo- 
rary thinks, would perpetuate Upper Can- 
ada College and leave it a most ample en- 
dowment. In support of this proposition 
it argues : 

“Indeed, it is quite certain that a site 
could be chosen and now buildings erected 
that would be much better adapted for the 
purpose of a great boys’ school than the 
present ones—so greatly venorated by 
many sentimental gentlemen who were 
educated there. It would make the school 
of much ter benefit to the Province 
at Jarge, by enabling its authoritios to 

admit many who are how excluded from 
the privileges. While those who are op- 
to the. existence of Upper Canada 
liege upon principle will not favor such 
@ compromise as suggested, a majority of 
the people of Ontario would probably ac- 
cept it as the beat and easiest solution of a 
vexed question. Should opposition be 
offered by the friends of the school it will 
merely prove that thoy want not only a 
great residential school, but a day school 
kept up for the benefit of the more wealthy 
families in the city of Toronto. The Legis- 
lature will not be supported in maintain- 
ing a vast public endowment for sucha 
purpose.” 

Mf this or some similar compromise be 
not accepted, the institution is not likely 
to survive fora much greater length of 
time, as public opinion is gradually becom- 
ing more hostile to the College,as at present 
established, year by year.

An Unexpected Summons, 


Sadden Death of Mr. James Reid, Deputy 
Postumster. 

On Saturday night Mr. James Reid, the 
respected Deputy Postmaster of this city, 
died at his residence on Church Street, 
The termination of this valued life was sud- 
den and unexpected, and the announcement 
of the sad event created a painful sensation 
in this community. Mr. Reid had for sev- 
eral woeks suffered from a trouble in his 
stomach which caused constant nausea and 
frequent yomiting, but a few days ago he 
stated to a friend, in response to an inquiry 
as to his health, that he believed he had 
discovered the proper treatment for his 
ailment, and that he then felt an improver 
ment in hiscondition, On Thursday after+ 
noon, after attending to his oflicial duties, 
he felt seriously unwell, went home, and on 
Saturday night he died, as stated, from 
tumor of the stomach. 

Deceased, who wasa uative of Ireland 
and 62 yearsof age, came to Belleville 
when a lad ard learned tho trade of a tail- 
or. He went to Canifton, where he lived 
several years, and whiere “he married) Ma- 
hamah, daughter of the late John’ Bowell, 
and sister of the Minister of Customs. Mr. 
Reid subsequently removed to Tweed, 


| where he carried on business for many 


years, with a briof interregnum, when he 
was engaged in trade here in partnership 
with Mr.. Wm. Watt... Deceised was a 
prominent and active resident of Tweed, 
having filled the offices of Postmaster, 
Clerk of the Division Court, and, by elec- 
tion of the people, Reevo of the Township 
of Hungerford. In 1852 he received a 
well merited promotion to the Deputy 
Postmastorship in this city, which position 
he filled most faithfylly and efficiently. 
Mr. Reid was long a conristent member 
of the Methodist Church, for forty years 
an Orangeman, and in politics a Oon- 
servative, Mrs. Reid and a family of six— 
four sons and two daughters—survive him, 
The deceased was one of those happily 
constituted men whom to know is to love. 
To the proverbial wit and open-hearted- 
ness of agon of the Green Isle, a winning 
manner and a kindly disposition, he united 
a sound common sense anda mind well 
stored in many branches Of knowledge, 
Dear as he thus ‘was to his friends, we can 
only. imagine what ’he was to his family 
circle, whose grief we cannot fathom, but 
to whom we extend our deep sympathy.

55 feet, intended for heibor delence, to 
vessels of 166 feet, capable of making an 
extended cruise at sea. The Falke, a boat 
recently built by the Messrs. Yarrow for 
the Austro-Hungarian Government is 135 
feet long, 14 feet wide, draught of water 5 
feet 6 inches, and attained on the trial 
trip a epeed of 254 miles per hour. The 
armament consists of two Nordenfelt ma- 
chine-guns, carried on deck, and two bow- 
tubes for discharging Whitehead torpe- 
does, 

Tho development ot torpedo-boats is now 
80 rapidly progressing that any description 
becomes almost out of date during the 
writing. A vessel just completed by the 
Messrs. Yarrow for the Japanese Govern- 
ment is the largest that has beon yet built. 
It is 166 feet long, 19 feot wide, is pro- 
vided with twin screws, to give greater 
facility in turning, and maintains a speed 
of 24 miles per hour, The engines are 
protected by a steel deck one inch thick, 
and, in addition to two bow-tubes for dis- 
charging torpedoes directly ahead, two 
turn tables are mounted on deck, from 
which torpedoes can be launched in any 
desired direction. 

Very similar in their construction, and 
no less famous for speed and mancouvring 
erie are the boats built by the Mesars, 

hornycroft. 

In this country the Messrs. Herreshofl, 
of Bristol, R. 1., have built a number of 
very fast boats, designed to be used with 
torpedoes, One of these is the noted 
ateam-yacht Stiletto, which may well be 
taken as a represontative of the American 
type. The Stiletto is built of wood, with 
iron braces; length, 94 feet; width, 11 
feet ; draught of water 4 feet 6 inches 
and has attained the speed of 25 miles per 
hour, 

A yery formidable torpedo-vessel has 
been built in recent years by the greatest 
of living engineers, Captain Jolin Kricsson, 
It has been appropriately been named the 
Destroyer. ‘The result of years of study 
and experimenting is the Destroyer, arm- 
ed with a torpedo.gun which discharges 
under water a projectile carrying a charge 
sufficient to sink the largest iron-clad 
afloat. The submarine gun is mounted in 
the bow of the vessel, near the keel and is 
thus nearly ten feet below the surface of 
the water. It consists of a cylinder of gun- 
metal, or steel, 30 feet long, additionally 
strengthened at the breech by broad steel 
rings. It is loaded at the breech, the 
muzzle being encased by the vessel's stem, 
and closed by a valve to exclude the water, 
This valve is opened by suitable levers just 
before the gun is to be discharged, and 
closes automatically as the projectile leaves 
the muzzle. Tho projectile isa steel tor- 
pedo, 25 feet long, 16inches in diameter, 
and carrying acharge of 300 pounds of 
gun-cotton. It hasa range of 300 feet dur- 
ing the first three seconds of its flight. The 
form of the torpedois cylindrical, withaconi+ 
cal point in which is placed the percussion- 
lock and firing-pin, and the explosion takes 
place upon impact.—From ‘* Modern Ag:

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

The letter written by President Cleve- 
land iv reply to Mr; Steele, President of 
the American Fishermen's Union of Massa- 
chusetts, suggesting that the Retaliatory 
Act passed by the late Congress would, in 
their opinion, be efficiently executed if the 
proposed retaliation was confined to the 
closing of the United States markets to 
Canadian fish products, has revived public 
interest in the subject on both sides of the 
line. 

Mr, Cleveland’s letter is characteristic, 
in that it is moderate but firm, and takes 
an apparently broad view of the subject. 
He intimates plainly that his duty is to 
maintain the national honor, and that his 
action in so doing will be guided™by the 
gencral interest—that, in brief, he will not 

_be influenced by the interests of any one 
class or section of the country, and that he 
will only regard as suflicient causes for 
retaliation, refusal on the part of Canada 
to award to citizens of the United States 
engaged in fishing enterprises ‘‘the privi- 
**leges to which they are entitled, either 
“under treaty stipulations or the guaran- 
“tees of international comity and neigh- 
“*borly concession.” 

This pronunciamento has been variously 
commented upon. The Massachusette fish- 
ermen are of course disgusted, and <leclare 
that the President’s communication will 
delight the Canadians rather more than the 
people of the United States, whilst the com- 
ments of the Canadian press have been, on 
the whole, favorable, The Montreal Herald 
says: 

The letter, on the whole, is reassuring. 
It conveys an intimation that the President 
is not to be moved by any sectional or local 
or purely seltish appeals either to act or to 
withhold his hand, and that what he does 
he will do in the interests of the nation as 
a whole. 

When the average fish dealing and tish 
catching citizen of the United States comes 
to understand that in this retaliation busi- 
ness his country is dealing not with tho col- 
ony called Canada but with the British Em- 

ire, he may not be so anxious to have that 

etaliation Act enforced. 

The Globe is rather more reserved in its 
opinion, It says: 

While we desire that the rights of Canada 
be firmly and efliciently asserted atid main- 
tained, we pope that American fishermen 
will not be refused any privileges to which 

they are entitled, and that they will never 
©xperience unjust or unfriendly treatment 
from those employed in the protection of 
our rights. ; It would be folly, howev or, to 
ot out of sight the fact that many in tho 

Jnited States, including apparently tho 
Prosidont himself and members of his 
Cabinet, assert that the fishormen of the 
United States have rights in our waters 
which we believe they have not undor the 
terms of the Treaty now in force, and that 
thore are ** privileges to which thoy are 
entitled” in the opinion of the President to 
which we say thoy have no title whatever, 
From this misunderstanding, if we assort 
what we believe to be our rights, greater 
misunderstandings may arise, This lettor, 
although it is so studiously moderate in 
tone, intimates plainly what may follow, 
The position is, to say tho least, exceeding- 
ly sorlous.

Bioodshed In the Hast, 


Several Afghan Tribes Kevolt and Murdor 
their Rulers, 


Lonpon, April 11,—Official advices from 
India poiat to the renewal, in an acute 
form, of the Afghan frontier question, The 
Turcoman raid the frontier toward 
Herat, in which the entire country has 
been pillaged, and the murdering of the 
governor of Herat, is a terrible warning to 
the Ameer, of what may be expected from 
outside neighbors and the disaffected con- 
dition of the people. In the mean- 
time the surveys which have beon made 
by the Russian Government since the 
cessation of the frontier commission 
have been extending from ten to twenty 
miles south of the line which was agreed 
upon by that commission as the limit of 
Russian advance: In view of this state of 
affairs an English commissioner is going to 
Russia to assist the British Ambassador in 
dealing with the Government at St. Peters- 
burg, and to demand an explanation of this 
violation of faith. The Indian Government 
is giving the Ameer of Afghanistan finan- 
cial assistance in conducting his engineer- 
ing work for a strategic railway between 
Candahar and Herat, 

AttanasaD, April 11,—The Governor of 
Maruf, in the Kelat-Ghilzai district, was 
killed by the Ghilzais while going to the 
assistance of the Candahar troops engaged 
in suppressing the Ghiizase rebellion. It 
is reported that the Governor's force was 
massacred, Unfounded reports are current 
at Peshawur to the effect that the Ameor 
of Afghanistan is dead, that Kelat has 
fallen and that Cabul and Candahar are in 
danger. 

Panis, April 11.—M. Saint Hilaire has 
published a work on British India, in which 
he advocates the formation of a league in 
Western Europe to check the advance of 
the Slav empire. He predicts that the 
Russians will soon reach the Indus, and 
will establish an empire that will be a con- 
stant source of danger to the civilized world. 
Seizing Constantinople the Russians, he 


says, will dominate Europe and Asia.

that there was discord in the Cabinot, 
Sald the speaker, amidst tremendous cheer- 
ing: ‘*We aro a united Ministry, and 
there are no joalousies with us. We are 
like a happy family, living in harmonious 
unity, haying but one object in view, and 
that is to faithfully serve tho Canada we 
love so well.”’ He was delighted to bear 
testimony once more to the union which 
continues to reign among the English and 
French members of the grand old party 
to which he had the honor to belong. This, 
he said, is what had assured the party's 
victory in the past and he was assured that 
proud yictory’s laurel would continue to 
perch upon our banners in the future, at 
the same time ensuring good government 
to our proud Dominion. 

After congratulating those braye men 
who had come so far to participate in the 
glorious Conservative demonstration, in a 
language almost inimitable, the Secretary 
of State went on to say how eighteen 
months ago a portion of the city branded 
him as a traitor to his race and religion. 
** But,” said the great orator, ** 1 was pre- 
serving my dear province from a great 
calamity. 1 have no harsh words for some 
of my friends who were led astray by the 
impulse of noble sentiments as weil, also, 
as by demagogues, At that time the case 
of the Government was not fairly put be- 
fore the people, but | am glad to say that 
those people soon saw their mistake and 
this banquet tells me in eloquent tones that 
they have-returned to the fold of their first 
loye, If 1 had taken the red flag of revo- 
lution in my hand in 1885a great calamity 
would have happened. The movement 
would have been universal and the conse- 
quence would have been the withdrawal 
from the Government of the French ele- 
ment followed by the destruction of French 
interests which are so dear to me. 

Mr. Chapleau then asked what is the 
duty of a patriotic minister? Is it his duty 
to pander to the prejudices of the people 
even if it brings him to power? Most 
certainly not,and quoting from Jules Cimon 
he gave that great Frenchman's opinion 
that rebellion cannot be blamed for the ex- 
cesses that 2) em gives rise to, *‘Can 
you expect soldiers flushed with victory to 
act like lambs / I shall not insult the Metis 
by classing them with communists, but 
amongat the latter were honest men led 
astray. When General Rochelle was ex- 
ecuted potitions poured in from all over 
France to save that great gonius, but he 
ey executed for all that, and so was Louis 

iel.” 

Referring to the presence of Liberals at 
the banquet, he dared to say that the Lib- 
eral party had not risen to the requirements 
of ourcommon country. The Liberal party 
had fought the Church with all their might 
until thoy thought the priesthood would 
serve their interests, and then they became 
as submissive as lambs, The leopard, how- 
ever, cannot change his spots. The Lib- 
eral party, as represented by Pepin, had 
opposed the building of the Grand Trunk 
Railway and all works tending to make our 
country happy, prosperous and strong. They 
did the same in opposing Confederation, 
They showed their colors when they declar 
ed that the purchase of the Northwest was 
adirty job.

Warming up to his task Canada’s un- 
equalled orator pictured the policy of the 
Reformers.

This was repudiated by all honest mon,and 
they were aided by a good many Liberals, 
for there are, said Mr, Chapleau,a number 
of patriots in the Liberal party. ‘‘We are 
the true Liberals, they are the reactionists,”’ 
The Liberals are a disturbing element, 
They showd this when they supported Latel- 
lier in dismissing a ministry possessing 
the confidence of the people. They 
have been a disturbing element in the 
Riel question ; they are doing their un- 
worthy work at Quebec. Were Messrs, 
Mercier and Sheyn the men to remodel 
this glorious union of ours? ‘I say that 
this confederation is the ark which con- 
tains the safaty of our people,” and he was 
glad that che Hon. Mr. Ross of the Untario 
Government had not justified the revolu- 
tionary tendencies of Mr, Mercier. Again, 
coming back to the Riel question, the hon, 
gentleman paid a glowing tribute to the 
French Episcopate, and gave the lie to Mr, 
Mercier when he said that he did not make 
war upon the English, ‘Butdid not the 
Premier sneer and say at Boauport that 
the Queen should reward Mr. Caron for 
murdering his fellow-countrymen ('’ 

The momber for Terrebonne thon wont on

Fifty-six Employees Under Arrest in Pitts- 
burg. 


Pirmsurc, Pa., April 11.—The most 
daring gang of robbers in the United States 
were jailed here to-day. They include 
nearly all the freight men on the Pan 
Handle road, whose peculations in the 
past two years amount to about half a millon 
dollars.

An Indefensible Job, 


A brief discussion Which took place in 

the House on Friday last, oun a motion for 
A return showiug the number of canon tried 
by EF. B. Borron, Stipendiary Mayistrato 
for Northorn Nipissing, revoala the rock 
leas way in which the Mowat Govornment 
use the public funds in pensioning thoir 
friends on the Province, Mr. Borrun had 
been momber for Algoma in the Commons, 
and a supporter of the Mackenzie Govern- 
mont, but was defeated in the olection of 
1878. As au iportant part of the duty of 
the Mowat Government, in the oatimation 
of the party, seems to be to provide situa. 
tions at the public expense for defeated 
candidates, as woll in the Ottawa wing of 
the party as at Toronto, they were appeal 
ed to to do something for Borron, and no 
office being vacant, they created a new one 
for the purpose, and made him Stipendiary 
Magistrate of Northorn Nipissing, at $1200 
a year. The »boundary award had just 
been made a few months before, aud the 
district for which he was appointed com. 
prieed the North-eastern portion of the 
disputed territory, extending up to James 
Bay. Tho territory was otillin dispute, 
and even tf it had noc been, thero were no 
white inhabitants in the district, except a 
fow atthe Hudson Bay post at James Bay, 
and no magistrate was necessary ; but some 
place had to be made for Mr. Borron. and 
he was appointed. Ashe had no duties to 
preform as a magistrate, he made a trip 
through the territory and sent in an ac- 
count of his explorations. This was the 
amount of his duties for the first year ; and 
soveral times subsequently he has travelled 
through his district, and sent in reports, 
He has now been in oflice nearly eight 
years, drawing $9,600 from the Provincial 
Troasury, and does not even yet reside in 
the territory for which he is supposed to be 
Stipenidary Magistrate, while Mr. Mowat 
had to admit that up to the present time 
he has never adjudicated on a case. 

Mr. Hardy is always ready with an ex- 
cuse for the delinquencies of the Govern- 
ment, and when the attention of the House 
was called to this extraordinary case, he 
went off into one of his old boundary 
speeches, claiming that it was necessary to 
have Mr. Borron there with the commis: 
sion of Ontario to hold our title to the 
territory ; and told the House in grandilo- 
quent terms that he was there as our *‘sen- 
tinel on the outposts” of the territory. 
But he looked rather blank when he was 
asked what kind of ‘ outposts” of the 
disputed territory were Manitowaning and 
Collingwood, in which Mr. Borron has 
resided ever sinéé his appointment! It 
was also pointed out that fintead of in any 
way strengthening Ontario's case by his 
appointment, if it had any «icct at all it 
was the revoras, because Mr, Mowat said 
he had refrained from exei disiig jurisdiction 
as a magistrate because the territory was in 
dispute, thereby practically admitting, 
which should not be done by any act of the 
Ontario Government, that there was a 
doubt as to our jurisdiction, 

The fact is, the Borron job is an inde- 
fensible one, and is just so much public 
money spent to provide fora supporter, — 
Owen Sound Times.

Women Suffrage, 

The women of Kansas exercised tho 
suffrage for the first time at the municipal 
elections of the State on Thursday last. 
They availed themselves of the privilege 
quite as generally as might be expected. 
In twenty-six towns of the State 12,000 
women had registered. In Leavenworth, 
out of a total registration of 7000, there 
were 2675 women electors, andin Lawrence 
one half the voters registered were women. 
The ladies took a lively interest in the 
elections and went to the polls freely, In 
the canvass thoy interested themselves 
chiefly in moral and social questions, leay- 
ing financial matters to be discussed by the 
men. It is said that their practice as poli- 
ticians was not exactly consistent with their 
professions, for although charges of im- 
morality had been brought against the Re- 
publican candidate for the mayoralty in 
Lawrence, he was elected by aid of the 
ladies chiefly, by the largest majority eyer 
given to a mayor of the town,” ‘he general 
effect of extending the suffrage to the wo- 
mon of Kansas has been to strengthen in 
soine degree the Republican vote, but in 
other respects it does not appear to have 
produced any considerable change. Women 
do not seem to get tired of voting after 
the novelty wears off, for in Wyoming, 
where they have enjoyed the privilege of 
the franchise for sixteen years, they take 
an active interest in election and exercise a 
salutary influence in local politics, Goy, 
ernor Warren in that territory in 1885 
wrote: ‘Our women nearly all vote, and 
since in Wyoming, as elaewhere, the ina- 
jority of women are good and not bad, tho 
result is good and not evil. While I had 
no hand in giving women this privilege | 
inust acknowledge its success now aftor 
fifteen years’ trial. No attempt to repeal 
the law has been made for ten years and 
none is contemplated.” The women vote 
on all questions and nine-tenths of them 
go to the polls, 

In Washington Territory the franchise is 
extended to women. As to the way in 
which they exercise it Chief Justice Roger 
S. Greene gives the following testimony : 

1 am more and more impressed with the 
fundamental wisdom and practical excol- 
lonce of women sullrago, Nota single ill 
consequence as yob appears. Fiyo sixths 
of those who were qualiliod voted at our 
last general election, and Ido not believe 
that there ig in our territory to-day a single 
well-informed and decent woman who 
would willingly give up her right to vote, 

This is strong testimony and comes from 
an impartial source.—Montreal Star,

A TLAIN STATEMENT, 


(Montreal Star, ) 

Au attemps is being made to create a 
prejudic © ayainst the Governor-General on 
account of his dealings with his tenantry 
in Irelaud. Hoe is described as a morciless 
landlord whe turns his poor tenants out of 
their miserable hovels, leaving them no 
sholtor but avhedye by the roadside, because 
in these poor times when the price of farm 
produce is so low, they are unable to pay 
their renta, But when Canadian readers 
know the truth about the evictions on 
Lord Lansduwne’s estate they will see that 
they are being imposed upon and that their 
pity and their sywpathy are thrown away 
upon men who,aceording to Canadian ideas, 
are deserving of neither the one nor the 
other. 

In the first ploco these eyicted tenants 
are not poor men or more tenants at will. 
They are woll-to-do farmers holding under 
lease. They live in comfortable houses and 
are in the epjvyment not only of every 
comfort but of luxuries that but few poeple 
even in this country have the privilege af 
enjoying. This is a description of the house 
and grounds of one of these evicted ton- 
ants with whom Canadians are asked to 


sympathize : “His (Mr, Dunne’s) lodge 
is a two-story building, which would 
do’ credit to any  nobleman’s park, 


and the avenue up to the house leads 
through some undulating ground, charm- 
ingly wooded, with a small piece of orna- 
mental water lying in a hollow. The house 
itself stands upon a piateau with flower 
beds in front. Itisa large building with 
an excellent drawing room and dining room 
and a conservatory opening out of the lat- 
ter, Upstairs there are a number of ex- 
cellent bedrooms and a bathroom and a 
lavatory with hotand cold water turned 
on.” ‘The outhouses are allon the same 
scale as the mansion, and the fine old Irish 
gentleman who, until very lately, lived in 
it is the owner of race horses, one of which 
has the significant name of * Campaign.” 
The occupant ot this handsome place was 
Mr. J. W. Dunne, late Justice of the 
Peace. He is the principal tenant of Lord 
Lansdown’s (Jueen’s County estate, His 
farm consisted of 1,281 acres of good land, 
and therent which he covenanted to pay 
was $6,835. The landlord's book shows 
that the owner had expended on this prop- 
erty within the last twenty-five years $15,- 
125, The property rented by Mr. Dunne 
consists of five farms. Halfa year’s rent 
on threo of these, $2,435, was due in May 
Jast, The sheriff was authorized to suspend 
nary stan! WO Hr Word al Loma. 
teen percent. Tho offer of thw abatement 
was inade when the rents became due. The 
tenant refused this offer more than once. 

Mr, Kilbride, the other evicted tenant, 
occupied premises not so magnificent as 
those of Mr. Dunne, but very comfortable. 
He has two holdings under lease, making 
together 768 statute acres. The rent is 
$3,600. ‘lhe house he lived in is a large 
building of two stories, containing several 
excellent rooms. There is a tennis lawn 
near it for the amusement of the family. 
He was offered an abatement of 20 per cent 
by Lord Lansdowne, but he refused on the 
ground that the same terms were not given 
to the tenants on the whole ostate. 

If all the tenants in lreland were like 
these two gentlemen farmers on Lord Lans- 
downe’s Queen's County estate who refuse 
to pay their stipulated rent, and reject the 
liberal remission made by their landlord, 
very little indeed would be heard of the 
Irish land question on this side of the At- 
lantic. If Mr. Dunne ani Mr, Kilbride 
had rented farms of equal value on the [sl- 
and of Montreal and had refused to fulfil 
the conditions of their leases, they would 
have been proceeded against by their land- 
lord asa matter of course, and no one 
would have dreamt of reproaching him with 
being harsh and exacting. Not only did 
these gentlemen farmers refuse to pay what 
they had agreed to pay, but they did their 
best to persuade the other tenants on the 
estate to withhold payment of their rent 
until the landlord should agree to the terms 
which thoy saw fit to propose. 

The tenants on the Queen’s County es- 
tate adopted the Plan of Campaign because 
Lord Lansdowne refused to allow them a 
scale of abafements identical with that al- 
lowed to his tenants on the Kerry estate. 
But the tenants on the two estates are in 
very different. circumstances. Those on 
the Kerry estate are almost without excep- 
tion, the occupants of small holdings in a 
mountainous country, who besides, have 
suflered exceptional losses. The tenants

Having wound 
up by repeatedly shouting that ‘the lion 
and the unicorn would soon come down,’ 
the old lady became completely exhausted 
and unheeded, She was nota tenant of 
Lord Lansdowne’s, A number of 
trees had been felled at the entrance to 
Mr. Dunne's place, completely blockading 
the road each way. ‘Tlie evicting party, 
however, got quietly over alow wall and 
reformed upon the avenue without taking 
any notice of the obstruction, and a little 
time was occupied in getting the scaling 
ladders. and larger implements over the 
wall, during which the crowd stood round 
and indulged in the usual cries at the ex- 
pense of the principal actors engaged in 
carrying out the operations. Mr, Dunne 
is the principal tenant on the Lansdowne 
property, Mr, Kilbride, who comes next to 
him in importance, having been first avict- 
ed because he had been the chiof promoter 
and leader of the Plan of Campaign on the 
estate. Mr, Dunne holds fice eontiguous 
farms, comprising 1,281 statute acres, the 
total rental being £1,367 and the valuation 
£42. The writ which has to be executed 
is only in respect to three holdings, the 
half-year’s rent due last May ainounting to 
£487, which Lord Lansdowne was willing 
to take, less an abatement of 15 per cent. 
The landlord's book shows an expenditure 
of £2,625 on these farms within the last 26 
years, in respect of which £66 was added 
to the rent, being interest at the rate of 2} 
percent. on the money expended. The 
tenents question the accuracy of the land- 
lord’s figures, but thoy do not positively 
contradict them. Mr. Dunne has also ex- 
pended a large amount of capital, both on 
tho dwelling-houge and oftices and in build- 
ing cottages on the land.

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AN INTERESTING RETROSPECT. 
CANADA'S PROGRESS ONDER CONPEVERATION, 


We copy from the Ottawa Citizen the 
following highly interesting review of the 
progress of the Dominion during the first 
twenty years of its existence, which was 
published by our contemporary iu its issue 
of Tuesday, the 12th inst., the day preced- 
ing the opening of the first session of the 
sixth Parliament of Canada : 

The House of Parliament, which will meet 
to-morrow, assembles near the close of the 
twentieth year of the Confederation. The 
progress of the country during that period 
has been of a character to satisfy the most 
ardent optimist. Most of the public men 
who took an active part in that great 
meas of Union are atill to the front. 
The fathera of Confederation are with 
us, diminished in numbers, it is true, 
but still a goodly band. » Sir George Car- 
tier, Hon. George Brown, Hon, D'Arcy 
MoGee and others have passed away. In 
the new House will be found, Sir John 
Macdonald, Sir Charles Tupper, Sir Hector 
Langeyin and Hon. Peter Mitchell. Sir 
Alexander Campbell is serving his country 
in London, England. Sir Leonard Tilley 


BEE CRE VE BU pre Sawer ee bee bad cory 
and Mr. McDougall will doubtless also be 
present. Mr. Mowat is leading the Goy- 
érnment of Ontario, Sir A. T. Galt is at 
the heed of the Railway Commission, Year 
after year the painting of the Fathers of 
Confederation will be studied with increas- 
ing interest by the people of Canada. 

Sir John Macdonald, Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin and Sir Charles Tupper have, during 
all these twenty years, been actively en- 
gaged in the thickof the fight, always in- 
tent on advancing the interest of their 
country. 

Representatives from four provinces sat 
in the first Parliament of the Dominion. 
In the coming Parliament there will be 
representatives from eleven provinces, For 
the first time the four provisional provinces 
of the North-West Territories will be rop- 
resented on the floor of the Commons 
chamber. This fact gives peculiar signifi- 
cance to the present Parliament. Anun- 
broken continuity of representation from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific is the marked 
feature of the occasion, Battleford and 
Prince Albert, Regina and Calgary, and 
all the dwellers in the vast region of the 
North-West will now take a deeper interest 
than eyer in the doings and sayings of our 
Legislators, 

During the past twenty years the coun- 
try has made great progress. There were 
2,380 miles of railways in Canada in 1867. 
There are now in round numbers 13,000 
miles, connecting all parts of the vast Do- 
minion with the Capital. Two of the 
Ministers, Mr. White and Mr, Foster, for 
instance, have within the twelye months 
been heard on public platforms in Victoria, 
British Columbia, and in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. The great heart of the people beats 
to one feeling more and more every year, 
and the people of the far West, as the 
years roll round, feel more and more in 
unison with the people of the far East. 
The unity which was on paper in 1867 has 
been written on the hearts of the people, 
Nothing could have showed this great fact 
more satisfactorily than the last general elec- 
tions. ‘Che disruptive forces wore all banded 
together against the Goverment. A marvel- 
lous combination of circumstances favoring 
the succeas of these forces seemed to many 
onlookers ‘to foreshadow but one result— 
the defeat of the party, which through evil 
and through good report has supported the 
union. Secession was knocked on the head 
by the Nova Scotians, Annexation was 
kicked contomptuously by the New Brung- 
wickors, Isolation and double nationality 
received a brain blow from the people of 
Quebec ; and race and creed antagonism, 
voiced by the Grits andthe Mail, woro sent 
spining into limbo by the people of Onta rio, 
while’ Manitoba the North-Western Pro. 
vinces and British Columbia elected a solid 
phalanx of supportors of national unity, 
tho party which had the same ideas, tho 
one purpose for the future ; which, through 
all the land, spoke on tho one atrain to tho 
people. No better indication of the growth 
of Canadian sentiment could be demandod, 
To this success the development of our 
railways has greatly contributed.

Of coal 
and of iron we have a goodly share, widely 
distributed, and as the country is explored 
we will find that what we now know of 
these deposits is small compared with what 
will be found. Many people think that 
Ontario will find coal in the region of 
James's Bay. Whether that will prove 
correct or no, we have already knowledge 
of 100,000 square miles of coal areas, wide- 
ly distributed. The man who, in 1867, 
would have prophesied that in twenty years 
Canada would stand where she does in point 
of development would have run the risk of 
being called an enthusiast. What then 
may we not confidently expect in the way 
of development during the next twenty 
years, 

If, on this, the Queen's Jubilee year, we 
should compare our Canada now with what 
it was fifty years ago, the contraat would 
be much more striking.

A Mutelligencer 
TT OE ere 
Queer Taxes in Great Britain, 


Phe first tax ever imposed in Great Brit. 
ain, was tho one levied by Julius Cryar 
Whon this brave warrior had subdued the 
warlike races of Southern Britain, he or- 
dered the chiefs of the various clans to send 
annually to Rome a given number of men 
and wild animals—the former, he said, 
would be retained as hostages, and the lat- 
ter would be used for the freat fights in 
the Colosseum. But very often the mon 
aud tho wild auimals wore put on an equal 
footing, and forced to fightwith each other 
in sight of the bloodthirsty and applauding 
Romane. 

When the military prowess of Rome dia- 
appeared, there arose in its place an ecclo- 
siastioal ascendaucy. Britain was again in 
subjection—not to a Crosar, but to an infal 
lible Pope. Now, the Pope was interested 
in the wolfare of the British Isles, and to 
pub that interest into a concrete form, he 
established a university at Rome ¢ xpreasly 
for English students. The Pope, however, 
did not maintain this college at his own ex- 
pense, but looked to England for support. 
A tax was acourdingly imposed, the name it 
wont under being that of ** Peter's Pence.” 
Tho imposition of taxes by the Pope grad- 
ually extended, and in a few centuries the 
country was but the exchequer of the Ro- 
man pontiticate, 

When the English, in the reign of Ed- 
gar the Peaceable, conquered Wales, they 
levied a tax on the Welsh, It was a very 
unique one, Instead of a money tribute, 
the conquered people had annually to hand 
over to the English king three hundred 
wolves’ heads ; 4 plan which in four years 
cleared their forests of these wild animals, 
and thus more safety was secured both for 
man and domestic animals. About this 
time, also, Britain was sorely beset with 
foreign foes, who for the most part came 
from Norway. To protect their shores the 
British required a fleet, and to provide “for 
this fleet a tax was imposed on all the coun- 
ties bordering on the sea, At times, how- 
ever, the enemy were so numerous that the 
islanders resorted to the cowardly method 
of buying off the invaders. The whole 
country had a share in raising this money. 
The amount levied was twelve pence upon 
each ‘‘hide” of land from all classes except 
the clorgy ; but this foolish policy had no 
other effect than to bring the pirates in 
larger swarms on the English shores. All 
the taxes hitherto mentioned were not 
strictly imposed on England as a whole, 
but rather on certain special districts; this 
tax, however, applied to the whole of Eng- 
Jand—all had to pay it—so that historians 
are justiliedin calling it ‘the first direct 
and annual tax imposed on the English na- 
Lion."' 

About the fourteenth foutury the poll 
tax wat imposed. It consisted in the pay- 
ment of one shilling annually by cvory one 
above the age of fifteen. No distinction 
was made ; rich and poor were amenable 
tothe same amount, Groat discontentment 
followed its imposition,and the discontent- 
ment spread into open rebellion. Nothing 
in these bygone days seemed to escape tax- 
ation ; thus, we find at one time wool was 
heavily taxed. The cause of all these de- 
mands for money arose from the ambiti- 
ous desires of English kings, They longed 
to rule not only England, but France and 
other continental nations as well. Taxation 
in kind was also common. An English king

ligious and musical charactor of the people 
of Scotland, 

The case, which was of 


the finest ma- 
hogany, was seven feet hizh, having fluted 
columns upon each side, Tho upper part 
of the clock was ornamented with carving, 
fret work and gilding, with a golden bird 
having its wings extended, standing in the 
centre, The case contained a large eight- 


day musical clock, with three dial plates 
and a ohime of sixteen bells. The whole 
clock was divided into six different parts, 
each of which had its own particular 
woight. 

The firat was the going part ; the second 
kept a small musical band in motion. The 
band played a favorite tune over once be- 
fore atriking the hour. The third part 
struck the hour ; the fourth moved a large 
musical band, containing eight celebrated 
Scotch tunes, one of which was played 
every three hours with great exactness, 

The front dial plate, or face, which was 
about eighteen inches in diameter, had an 
arch which showed the hours, minutes and 
seconds, with the name and date of the 
month, without variation, during the entire 
year, even on the twenty-cighth of Febru- 
ary. Tho clock turned out all the odd daya 
in ono night and brought out the first of 
March on the following morning. 

In the plate there was also two small 
hands, one of which discovered the day of 
the week. When Sunday came there ap- 
peared the words: ‘*Remember Sunday,” 
and at twelve o'clock the music stopped 
playing until twelve o'clock on Sunday 
night. The music then began again, and 
continued until the next Sunday night, 

_Oo the right hand was another dial plate, 
eight inches wide, with an arch. It con- 
tained a hand that pointed to the name of 
the tune the clock played. The dial plate 
on the left was of tho same size as the one 
on the right. It represented the front of 
a house with the doorin the middle. At 
each side of the door stood a sentinel with 
his arms in the livery of the city guard of 
Edinburgh painted on brass. In the side 
of the centre of the door was seen the macer 
or clerk of the lords of the council dressed 
in his robes, with his mace in his right 
hand, As soon as the clock began to play 
he took off his hat with his right hand and 
walked past the door, followed by fifteen 
lords in procession. The figures were 
painted on thin brass, and very much re- 
sembled life, All this was but a part of 
this wonderful eight-day clock.

THE POST OFFICE 


The vacancy in the Post Ollice, Belle- 
ville, created by the death of Mr. James 
Reid is a subject of, we believe, much com- 
ment. In order that the subject may be 
fully understood, we publish a letter re- 
ceived by the momber of West Hastings, 
Alex Robertson, Esq., from the Postmaster- 
General, by which it will be seen that the 
appointment of Deputy Post Master must 
be by promotion from among those now in 
the Oltice, who may be eligible. Mr. Dun- 
canis the only clerk who has passed tho 
promotion examination, and it is fortunate 
that he issuch a general favorite with the 
public. We haye been asked how it is that 
the restrictions exist now and did not when 
the Office was createda city Post Office. 
Before that the Post Master was paid by 
commission and paid his own clerks. So 
soon as it was made a city Office the clerks 
wero brought under the rules and proyi- 
sions of the Ciyil Service Act, which pro- 
vides for qualifying and promotion ex- 
aminations, without which no clerk can be 
appeinted or promoted, and no one can be 
appointed outside, unless the clerks are in- 
eligible, and then only on being qualified. 
The following is the Postmaster-General’s 

letter : 

» Post Office D partment, Canada, \ 
Ottawa, April 13th, 1887, 

Mr Deak Mr Ropertson,—The Assistant 
Postmastership of Belleville, having, as you in- 
form me, become vacant by the death of Mr. 
Reid, I beg to explain to you that the vacant 
offica can be filled only by promotion, Mr, Dun- 
cap, the neatin seviority to Mr, Reid, has 
passed the required examination, and is the only 
person in the Belleville Office eligible for the 
appointment. Mr. Duncan's promotion would 
leave a vacancy in the second class, which ovuld 
be filled by any cleck in the Office who has pass- 


ed the req promotion examination,

** the immense volume of population, manu- 
factures and agricultural productions, and 
the marine tonnage and railways to which 
these have given activity, all largely the 
result of intercourse between the United 
States aud British America, and the natural 
growth of half a century of good neighbor- 
hood and friendly communication, form an 
aggregate of material wealth and incidental 
relations of most impressive magnitude.” 

By the Retaliatory Bill the Congress of 
the United States would knock all this vast 
trade on the head. 1b would compel Can- 
ada to seek her markets in Great Britain. 
Where she sells she would necessarily buy- 
The ships must come back laden with re- 
turn freight in order to make profitable 
voyages. Whether, therefore, the Retalia- 
tory Bill were carried out in its entirety or 
only to the extent desired by the Boston 
Fisheries Union, the result would be the 
same, namely, an immediate transference 
of the present trade with the United States 
to British merchants, into whose pockets 
would go the profits that for the last half 
century have gone into the pockets of 
United States merchants. 

1t is not a case of having only one coun. 
try to deal with. England stands ready to 
do her utmost to secure our trade, which 
her merchants deem moat valuable. If the 
Americans place obstacles in the way of our 
trading with them, the result must neces- 
sarily be that we shall have to trade where 
there are no obstacles. 

As regards the transport trade, that too 
will follow the fish trade. We are will 
equipped with harbors and with railways, 
and can carry over our own lines all the 
goods heretofore transported by American 
railways, to the very great benefit of our 
own railways. 

Moreover, the agitation in favor of retali- 
ation finds its focus in Boston and Port- 
land, It would be iuipossible for Canadian 
merchants to continue business with cities 
whose antagonism is displayed in so 
marked a manner. The result would be 
that what goods Canada needed to bring 
would be directed to New York in _prefer- 
ence to either Boston or Portland. 

It will seem from these tacts that Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his letter shows a more 
thorough appreciation of the dangers of 
the Retaliatory Bill than those do who find 
fault with him. 

The statement made by Sir Charles Tup- 
per is a timely one, and ought to go far to 
convince our American cousins that Retalia- 
tion as proposed by them, in whole or in 
part, isa boomerang that will do themselves 


more harm than it will Canadians.—Ollawa 
Citizen. 


Indignant Architects, 


No less than twelve Canadian architec- 
tural firms have joined in a general peti- 
tion to the Mowat Government, setting 
forth their grievance in connection with 
the preparation of designs and letting of 
contracts for the Parliament Buildings. 
Thoy submit that it is against all prece- 
dent toappoint an expert—as was done 
—to prepare designs for a building after 
competitive designs for the same have 
been submitted for his decision, And one 
reason is, that no temptation might be 
given him to report unfavorably against 
the designs so submitted in the hope that 
the work may be eventually entrusted to 
himeelf. That was precisely what took 
place. The petitioners point out that it 
would be decidedly unfair to the compet- 
ing firm to condemn their design, even if 
such condemnation were just, when the 
designs submitted by them were prepared 
under a limitation of $500,000, and then 
to allow the expert to prepare a design to 
cost $750,000. The complaint which they 
make is most just. In obvious fairness a 
fresh competition should have been invit- 
ed on the larger sum. If under such cir- 
cumstances the foreign expert had entered 
and won it honorably, there would be no 
complaint, but to appoint a foreign expert, 
and exclude the competition of Canadian 
architects, as was done by the Mowat Goy- 
ernment in this case, tends to convey an 
impression that there are no architects in 
this country capable of designing large pub- 
lic buildings, thus reflecting seriously up- 
on their profession in Canada, It can be 
imagined that the slur so cast upon the 
whole body of Canadian architects in these 
proceedings of the Parliament Buildings 
has aroused deep indignation, of which the 
petition referred to is the outcome,—Lon- 
don Free Press.

DETAILS OF THR WRECK 


AT 


OF THE STRAMER 
NEA DIEPUK LBAST TWENTY 
LIVES 1,08 SOME HEAKT 
LENDING BUENES 


New Yorx, April 1t.—The World's 
London special gives the following parti- 
culara of the wrock of the steamer Victoria 
yesterday, noar Dieppe. The atoamer runs 
hetweon Dieppo and Now Haven, Sussox. 
At 4:10 yesterday morning, when she was 
close upon the coast, a dense fog prevailed, 
and as the fog-horn signal at the lighthoure 
was not sounding, those on board had no 
indication of the peril they were in. The fog 
horn, indeed, did not sound until some time 
after the vessel had struck on the rocks oll 
Varengvillo. Oonsiderable alarm was dis- 
played by the parsongora when tho first 
shock was felt. The officers, however, be- 
lieving that the vessel would be safely 
carried off by the tide, assured them that 
there was no cause for anxiety. As the 
timo passed, however, and the Victoria re- 
mained firmly fixed the excitement in- 
creased and when at 5,15 a. m., Capt. 
Clarke ordered the boats to be lowered, 
many of the female passengers were in a 
state of abject panic. The ofticers did all 
in their power to allay their fears, but, un- 
fortunately, with only slight success, Dur- 
ing the lowering of one of the boataa lady's 
cloak became entangled in one of the davits, 
with the result that the boat was almost 
immediately capsized, and the whole of the 
occupants thrown into the water, Theair 
was rent with the terrified shrieks of wom- 
en and children. Every effort to rescue 
them was made; but, in spite of all that 
could be done several were drowned, Three 
female bodies and that of a child were wash- 
ed ashore in the evening, but no others 
have, up to the time of telegraphing, been 
recovered. The entire number of lost is 
not yet known, but it is asserted to exceed 
twenty. Two boats containing 37 passen- 
gers have reached Fecamp in safety, and 
another landed several more at Dieppe. 
where they now remain. Capt. Clark stood 
by his vessel till 1 o'clock. He is one of 
the oldest and best experienced officers in 
the service. The vessel isa total wreck. 
The Prefect of the Department of the 
Seine Inferieure, the English Consul and 
the Commissary of Marine are giving all 
assistance in their power to the survivors. 
The Dieppe life boat has been for a long 
time engaged in picking up what luggage is 
still floating about, but the greater part of 
this is lost. None of the names of the 
passengers lost have been learned, It is 
reported that a number of Americans, on 
the way from London to Paris, were on 
board,among them Mrs, Bram Stoker, wife 
of Henry Irying’s manager. Up to mid- 
night she had not been heard from.

In this peculiar instance the returning officer 
decides that the Reform candidate's deposit 
was informal and declared Baird elected, 
though he had been dofeated by a majority 
of 160 on the popular vote. The deposit 
was undoubtedly informal, as it was made 
by the wrong person, but the returning 
ofticer first accepted and then apparently 
acted on second thoughts that did not occur 
to him until after the vote had been polled. 
This case will likely go before the Com- 

mittee on Privileges and Elections,

Central American Union, 


THE FIVE KEPUBLICS COMBINE FOR MUTUAL 
HELP AND DEFENCE AGAINST THE WORLD. 
Panama, April 13.—The Central Ameri- 

can diet, recently held in Guatemala,agreed 
to three treaties, which are to he recognized 
as law by the five Central American repub- 
lics, One of these is a treaty of friendship 
and commerce, the object of which is to 
draw the republics into closer unity; the 
second relates to extradition cases, and the 
third is a consular convention. The first 
embraces the declaration that the citizens 
of any one of the five repu ics she'l here- 
after be a citizen of all, no mattor in which 
of them he may have been b rr. Lt also 
provides for the fullest liberty of commerce 
and navigation between the different states, 
for friendly intervention of all in any po- 
licical disputes, for recourse to arbitrations 
in all disputes and the observance of strict 
neutrality in the event of arined contests 
between the different states. The five re- 
publics will make common cause against a 
foreign aggressor. Arrangements are also 
made for the adoption of similar weights 
and measures and a common civil and 
criminal code, the abolition of the death 
penalty and the assimilation of constitution- 
al principles looking toward the re-establish- 
ment of the Central American union.

slaves were fed and alas were distribated on 
Easter,: Ecclesiastical councils met at Pontus,at 
Gaul, at Rome, at Achaia, to decide the partic- 
ular day, and after a countroversy, more anini- 
ated than gracious, decided it, aud vow th: pugh 
all Christeod»m, in some way the first Sunday 
after the full moon which Wie upon or next 
after March 21st is filled with Easter rcjoiing.

He 
carried the house step by step through the 
ditferent negotiations of his department 
with the diflerent architects who wero call- 
ed upon to submit plans, The Commis: 
sionor explained than in 1880 some sixteen 
differont architects evgaged in an unlimited 
competition and sent in plans. All of these 
plana wore rejected on the recommendation 
of three experts, Hon, Alex. Mackenzie, 
W. G. Storm and R. A. Waite of Buffalo. 
The plans would all involve an expenee far 
in excess of the half million voted by the 
House. ‘Then a limited competition took 
place, the only firms engaged being Darling 
& Curry and Gordon & Helliwell, both of 
Toronto. The Government in deciding on 
the adoption of either of these plans called 
in Mr, Waite as an advisory officer, That 
gentleman advised the Government—the 
whole Government—to reject both of these 
sote of plans as being entirely defective and 
unausworable for public purposes, ‘1 do 
not retract one syllable,” said the Com- 
missioner, ** of what 1 previously stated, 
that the plans of Carling & Curry wero 
totally defective.” 

Mr. Waite’s report on these plans was 
partly verbal and partly written. His re- 
port was dated Nov. 24, 1885. On Dec, 
22 following Mr, Kiyas Tully, architect of 
the Public Works Department, reported in 
writing that he agreed with Mr. Waite in 
condemning both the sets of plans. 

The Commissioner then proceeded to 
explain that the Government looked upon 
the whole matter as purely one of business, 
that their only wish was to receive the best 
value possible for the money to be expend- 
ed. During the session of 188) they again 
came down to the House and got the orig- 
inal vote of $500,000 increased to $750,-

MAJOI SAUNDERSON SAYS THE PARNELLITE 
AKK MURDERER MI. HEALY kero 
THAT HE IS A LIAR, FOR witt mM, AFTRM 
MUCH NOISH, MIL, HEALY IS SUSPENDED, 

~ 


Loxpon, April 15.—Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, resuming the debate on the Co- 
erctou Billin the ‘louse of Commons this 
Aftornoon, ssid the present alliance betweon 
the Liberals and Paruellites was based on 
the Liberal recognition of the fact that the 
wisest policy in Irish affairs lay in the ac- 
ceptance of some form of Irish government 
which would tend to satisfy the Irish peo- 
ple. Ue twitted Lord Randolph Churchill 
aud Mr, Chamberlain with haying secretly 
covsulted Mr. Parnell, seeking to make au 
alliauce with him for their own purposes, 
Roferriug to the conspiracy and White Boy 
clauses of the proposed Act, Sir William 
diclared that they sapped the foundation 
of all personal liberty, aud would even 
debsr Leishmen from forming business com- 
binations to defend their existing rights. 
The spirit in which the Government would 
administer the Coorgion Act, if it wore 
passed, was sufilciently shown im the ap- 
poiutment of Col. King-Harman to the Par- 
liamentary Undorsecretaryship for Ireland, 
By this appointment the Government had 
declared themselves to bo the partisans of 
the landlords and determined to administer 
tho billas the agents of the land owners 
in Ireland, thus becoming instruments to 
stimulate the worst passions of the people 
and their bitterest religious prejudicos. 
The bill would fail to suppress the Irish 
National League, because the people of 
Ireland believed in the league and trusted 
it. The etfect of the enforcement of the 
bill would.\be to make the Government 
more detested and the League more popur 
lar than.ever. As tothe Tory and Liberal 
Union taunts about American gold foster- 
ing Irish discontent, Harcourt said : *“There 
are none who have less reason to complain 
of American gold than the Irish landlords, 
fornone get more of it. They get it 
through their poor tenants’ rents.” Iho 
proposal to make the bill permanent, Sir 
William characterizod asa breach of the 
fundamental conditions of the union be- 
tween Ireland and Great. Britain. The 
Government professed to reverence the 
union, but were doing their best to violate 
it. Lf the Government earnestly desired 
to maintain the union let them abandvn 
the policy of exasperating the Irish people 
and adopt the policy of justice and concil- 
iation. [Cheers.] 

Major Saunderson (Conservative) said 
the National League was supported mainly 
by criminals, dynamitera and 1,urderers 
across the Atlantic. De did not charge 
the gentlemen opposite with 1 bruing their 
hands in blodd, but he did charge them 
with associating with men whom they know 
to be murderers. 

Mr. Healy rose to a point of order. 

The Speaker replied that Major Saun- 
derson had made the gravest charges, but 
that these could be met in debate. He him- 
self was unable to interfore, 

Mr. Healy responded that he would 
say what he thought of Saunderson regard- 
less of the consequences. If Major 
Saunderson referred to him he had no 
hesitation in saying that Saunderson was a 
liar, 

This remark was greeted with ringing 
Parnollite cheers. 

The Speaker called upon Mr, Healy to 
withdraw his expression, 

Mr, Healey replied; ** I am not entitled 
to rise until you sit down,” when the cheer- 
ing was renowed, 

The Speaker then resumed his chair and 
Mr, Healy again took the floor, He said ; 
‘slam only able to meet the charge in one 
way. Ifyou rule that Major Saunderson was 
in order my expression was equally in order. 
If you rule him out of order, [shall with- 
draw my expression, 

The Speaker: ‘'Thatis not so. Mr, 
Saunderson madoa charge of the grayest 
nature. The responsibility rests entirely 
with himself. It is his duty to prove it if 
he can. (Cheers.) But Icannot allow the 
expression you used,” 

Mr. Hoaly repeated that Saunderson was 
a liar and @ great uproar arose. 

The Speaker again called upon Mr, Healy 
to withdraw. 

Mr. Healy refused. 

The Speaker thereupon named him and 
W. H. Smith, First Lord of the Treasury, 
moved that Mr, Healy be suspended, 

Mr, Redmond jumped up and shouted ; 
“I say he isa liar, too |” 

The House divided on the motion to sus- 
pend Mr, Healy, and the motion was car- 
ried by a vote of 118 to 52. 

When tho vote wasannounced Mr. Healy 
walked out of the House, applauded by all 
the Parnellites, who stood up waying hats 
and raising cheer afzer cheer. 

Mr. Saunderson, upon attempting to re- 
sume his speech, was interrupted by loud 
cries of ‘withdraw !” ‘* withdraw |” 

Mr. Sexton, interrupting, asked Ma). 
Saunderson whether he (Saunderson) per- 
sisted in his statement or would withdraw. 
Maj. Saundoerson replied that Sheridan was 
a member of the Executive Committee, of 
which the member for West Belfast (Sex- 
ton) was also a member, [Loud cries of 
‘withdraw !""] 

Mr. Sexton : “Did I know him to be a 
murderer ? Did I ever associate with a man 
whom I knew to be a murderer?” |Cheers 
and a voice, ** Withdraw your murderer |’ ’’| 

Maj. Saunderson : *'! said that Sheridan 
was on the committee and against him a 
true bill was found for complicity in the 
Phoonix Park murders. The committee 
must have known what kind of a man he 
was,” 

Here Mr. Sexton, springing to his feet 
shouted, ‘I say you are a wilful, cowardly 
liar |” 

Thon there was another uproar. ThePar- 
nellites all rose aud cheered frantically, 
waving their hats in the air. 

As soon as there was a chauce to be 
heard Mr, Sexton, again addressing Major 
Saunderson, exclaimed. “If I only met 
you outside the door of this house | 
would thrash you within an inch of your 
life.” 

Tho excitement was again renewed, 

The Speaker arose and addressed the 
House, but his yoice was inaudible above 
the din. When quiet had been somewhat 
reatored the Speaker said that unless Mr. 
Sexton withdrew his expression he would 
be compelled to name him, He appealed 
to the House to assist him in his duty, add. 


ing that he was willing to do anything in 
his power to allay bad feelings. (Cheers. ) 
The Speaker then pointedly asked Major 
Saunderson whether he charged Mr. Sexton 
with associating with murdererar Mr 
Sacnderson, after several evasive answers, 
which were interupted by loud cries of 
** anawor, ‘ answer the Speaker's ques 
tion,” ote., ovontually withdrew the words 
he had used. 

The Speaker thon asked Sexton to with- 
draw his expression at tho same time add- 
jog: “* 1 cannot conceal from myself the 
fact that the provocation has beon very 
groat.”’ (Lond cheers.) 

Mr, Sexton then formally withdrew his 
oxpreasion. 

Mr, Leake, momber for Lancashire, Bug- 
gested that Mr, Healy be recalled. 

The Speaker said nothing could be done 
in the matter until the next sitting. 

Mr. Sexton thereupon gave notice that at 
the next sitting of the House he would move 
that the suspension of Mr, Healy be revok- 
ed. (Cheers.) 

Mr, Saunderson then resumed his speech, 
He said that Mr, Sexton was present at the 
mecting at which Mr, Egan was mado Sec- 
retary of the Clan Na Gael, which was a 
murder society of America. 

Mr. Sexton rose to a point of order and 
the Speaker advised Mr. Sandersomto with- 
draw the offensive expression. 

Another scene of confusion ensued, Mr. 
Saunderson repeating the words, whereupon 
Mr, Sexton shouted, ‘* The hon. gentleman 
is again a liar.” 

The Speakercalled upon both members to 
withdraw their offensive remarks, which 
they did. 

Mr.Saunderson again resumed his speech 
and charged the Parnellites with various 
connection with Egan, Ford and other ad- 
vocates of murder. At the conclusion of 
his speech Mr. Saunderson was greeted 
with cheers from the Conservative benches. 
The debate was then adjourned,

Great Lottery Scheme, 


Synopsls of & BUI Introduced Into the Nova 
Scotia Legislature. 

Hauirax, N. S., April 15.—A bill intro- 
duced in the Nova Scotia Legislature by 
Hon. Daniel McNeill,a member of the Gov- 
ernment, entitled *‘ An act to incorporate 
the Nova Scotia Benefit Company,” turns 
out to be a grand lottery schome, This act 
provides that the incorpordtors shall be 
given thirty years’ monopoly of the lottery 
business in Nova Scotia, free from all taxa- 
tion, in return for which the promoters 
promise to present the province with sixty 
thousand dollars a year, four thousand 
dollars each to the charitable institutions, 
as follows: The asylum for the blind, 
Halifax ; the Infants’ Home, the Pro- 
vincial Hospital, $2,500 each; the Art 
School $2,000, and $1,000 each to eighteen 
high schools and county academies, ‘‘ to be 
devoted to the assistance of higher educa- 
tion and charitable purposes,” The $60,000 
is to be divided between Dalhousie college, 
Acadia college, Mont Allison college, St. 
Francis Xavier College, King’s college, St. 
Mary's college, -the Protestant Orphans’ 
home and the Catholic orphanage. ‘The in- 
corporators are Cornolius Beard, Frank B. 
Weir and Henry Banks.

Lonpoy, April 18,—Lyter despatches 
confirm the report that a steamer has been 
wrecked off Bonifacio, Corsica, Tho name 
of the vessel is the Tasmania, Of 250 pass- 
engers which sho carried, fifty have been 
saved.

THE ORIM KS BILL PASSED, 


Speeches by Eeminout Leadors of ul - 
tle Opinion, 


EMUHATIC DISCLAIMER, 
Lonvony April 18, 
In tho House of Commons this evening, 
after a scene regarding Healy's suspension, 
Mr, Sexton spoke on the Crimes Bill. 
Lord Hartington, who followed, said it 
was strange that the section of the Liberals, 
now described by the Parnellites as the 
groat and generous Liberal party, were the 
very persons who a short time ago were 
denounced as pertidious, venal, and in 
every way contemptible. The House had 
heard th» only anawer which Mr. Sexton 
thought neceesiry and sufficient to meet 
the charges against him and his friends, 
made chiefly not within but outside the 
House, Could the House accspt that an- 
swoer as sufticiont { Was the bare denial, in 
the absenve of any proof, any kind of re- 
eponso at all to make to the evidences sup- 
porting tho accusation {(Cheers.) He had 
himeelf publicly declared that there was a 
connection between the Irish party in Par- 
liameut and a Fenian association in Amer- 
ica, and he had expected that Mr, Parnell, 
when Parliament met, would deny the ac- 
cusation and state the grounds of his de- 
nial, 

Mr Parnell, interrupting, stated that it 
was false. I say so still, (Cheers,) 

Lord Hartington—A blank denial in the 
face of opposing proof is worth nothing. 
The statements made in the Times have 
been widely circulated and haye nover been 
shown to be wrong, aud the letter printed 
in this morning's Times has justified every 
syllable uttered in associating the Irish 
party withthe Fenian Society. Yord, Egan, 
Brennan and Sullivan were the Fenian 
leaders, and the statements of the Times 
proved conclusively that constant commu- 
nication passed between Mr. Parnell and 
these persons.! 

Mr. Parnell—Will the noblo Lord give 
his reasons for supposihy these gentlemen 
to be leaders of the Fenians in America ? 
I do not know them as such, 

Lord Hartington—My belief is based up- 
on knowledge acquired when I was last in 
oftice. (Cheers.) There is also the fact 
that the same atatements haye repeatedly 
been made in the papers without contra- 
diction, Can Mr. Parnell deny ppowinK 
that Alexander Sullivan has been the lead- 
er of the Olan-na-Gael? Mr. Sexton has 
alleged that the reason why criminal pro- 
ceedings were not raised against the papers 
was the impussibility of gotting a fair yer- 
dict from a British jury. That oxcuse is 
not one that will have any weiz)t with the 
people, in the face of so grave aud persist- 
ent imputations. The country will not fail 
to attach due weight to the fact that the 
Irish members have shirked an opportunity 
for disproving these charges under oath, 
It has not been denied that Messrs, Parnell 
and Sexton have been members of a league 
with Egan, Brennan, Boynton and Sheri- 
dan. Mr, Sexton has denied that Egan and 
Sheridan were on the executive committee, 
but not that they wore among the chief or- 
ganizers of the ieague, 

Mr, Sexton—They were neyer anything 
of the kind, 

Lord Hartington—They were prominent 
mombers then. The assertion of the J'ijjes 
is that somo of these men advocate asgassi- 
nation, and that others were implicated in 
a conspiracy to murder, 

Mr. Dillon—Two of these gentlemen act- 
ed under me. I was the chief organizer of 
the Land League. Whon did they make 
Speeches advocating murder / 

Lord Hartington,continuing,said in 1880 
and 1881, Hesaid he would not make 
himeelf responsible forthe statements in 
the Times, but would quote them, It was 
open to the Parnellities to disprove them, 
if they thought it possible to do so. 
(Cheers.) The Land League and the Na- 
tional League had received large sums col- 
lected in America through the agency of 
the Irish World, a paper which openly ads 
vocated dynamite and assassination. It 
had been stated that Mr, T. P.O’Connor was 
in communication wlth Ford, and that 
when the American Land League was 
founded, having for its promoters Messra. 
Egan Brennan, Sheridan, Boynton and 
Sullivan, a telegram from Mr, Parnell to 
the convention acknowledged it to be the 
most representative meeting that ever as- 
sembled to express Lrish opinion. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connur—Why do you nob 
mention that I was presont at the Chicago 
convention of 1883, sitting between O'Don- 
ovan Rossa and Ford, and suggest that by 
my silence l approve the now campaign of 
murder and arson in England. (Cheers.) 

Lord Hartington said he did not notice 
that in the Times, but he had seen it as- 
serted that Mr, O'Connor was in 1883 in 
communication with Ford. 

Mr. O'Connor—That was a lie. 


Lord Hartington—These charges were 
criminal libela if untrue, exposing the pa- 
per to criminal prosecution, yet no prose- 
cution was ventured upon. (Cheers,) Lord 
Hartington then proceeded, deprecating 
the prolonged discussion of the bill, The 
Liberals 5 opposed coercion, he said, 
excused themselves on the ground that 
now they were Home Rulers and must op- 
pose coercion. But that was no reason for 
the country, which unmistakably pro- 
nounced against Home Rule at the last 
election. Lt was onough for Parliament to 
be convinced that the law did not prevail 
in Ireland, that the League law was super- 
soding the ordinary law. It was cortain 
that the Government would succeed in re- 
storing the authority of the law. It was 
impossible that the Governmont of a great 
country should be permanently paralyzed 
by the machjnations of secret socictics. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mit, GLADSTONE SPEAKS, 

Mr, Gladstone, upon rising, was loudly 
choered. Ho saidif the bill passed the 
political subscriptions from America, which 
some of the speakora had condemned, wero 
likely to increase, not the Lrish subsorip- 
tions alono, but those humane contributions 
which wore reflocting such a splondid light 
upon America, Ho and his supporters 
had boon charged with inconsistency in 
proposing coercion jn fermor times and op- 
posing it now, Ho might edmit shame 
ovor the failure of coercion, but he did not 
rofuso the lossona of oxporiénce, (Choors.) 
He believed, and 0 seemingly did the 
VConseryatives of 1885, that though coor 
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clon 1n 1882 reduced the amount of crime, 
it had made the Irish more determined 
than ever to combine. Finding no per 
manont reault from that course, the Liber 
ala looked to other.

(Laughter.) Did the Government intend 
to staud or fall by their rolief bill / 
fore they wont toa division to night, he 
hoped and expected they would givea 
clear, unmistakable and unequivocal an- 
awer to that question, Mr. Gladstone com- 
plained that the Government had withheld 
from Parliamont information re yardiug 
tho state of crime in Ireland, of which there 
had beey no sulticient increase to justify 
the bill. The only increase was in menac- 
ing letters. Were these outrages? (A 
voice, ** Yes.”) Then he had been subject 
to hundreds of outrages—(laughter)—but 
they wore always perpetrated by what was 
known as the unloyal law-abiding party of 
Ireland. (Parnellite cheers.) They pro- 
ceeded from the most pious persons in the 
kingdom, mostly at the time of the dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Proceeding to deal with the bill, Mr. 
Gladstone contended that the clauses em- 
bodying the Whiteboy Acts ought to be set 
out in full. The essence of the bill was to 
suppress any combination to secure a ro- 
duction of rent. He repelled and repudiat- 
ed the allegation that it was a Crimes bill. 
It was not intended to suppress existent 
crimes known to the law, but it was a bill 
that made things crimes that never were 
crimes. Conspiracy was already a punish- 
able crime, therefore the introduction of 
tke conspiracy clause in the present bill 
might fairly be called nonsense, A tenant 
refuaing to pay rent had the prospect held 
out to him of obtaining a reduction by be- 
coming bankrupt. Atthe same time he 
would get tho benefit of six months’ hard 
labor. (Laughter.) It was a bill aimed at 
anation. (Parnellite cheers.) The boy- 
cotting which was done in England, especi- 
ally among the upper classes, was done in 
wantonness, In lreland it was done trom 
necessity. (Cheers.) The more bills of 
this kind were passed the more the House 
would strengthen Mr. Parnell’s influence. 
He had no doubt the bill would lead to an 
increase of crime and secret societies, Legis- 
lation against a nation was vain and futile. 
The combinations in Ireland could not be 
suppreased, The question was, by whom 
wore these combinations to be guided? He 
maintained those who were responsible to 
Parliament, not by secret aaents, The 
Government were most unwillingly going 
to encourage even extreme forms of vio- 
lence. In his opinion those familiar with 
the idea of drpanite and the dagger look- 
ed with satisfaction upon the procesdin 
of the present Government. (Gheors.) Tn 
his view the bill was poison, He would 
not present it to the lips of lreland. It 
must be presented by other hands, and it 
would be an honor and a source of happi- 
ness to him to think that he was permitted 
to have the smallest share in dashing it to 
the ground. Mr. Gladstone resumed his 
seat amid loud cheers,

Tho Grand Trunk Keport, 


The directors’ report of the Grand Trunk 
Railway for the half-year endiog Dec. 31, 
shows gross receipts of £1,913,654, com- 
pared with £1,629,763 in the corresponding 
half of 1885. The working expenses were 
£1,327,827. After paying all dividends, 
arrears and other charges, a balance of £811 
is carried forward. Passenger traflic in 
1886 showed an increase of £542,782 over 
1885, and passenger receipts increased by 
£859,500. Freight increased by 452,818 
tons and £330,431. The passenger and 
freight trade for the December half and for 
the whole year were greater than ever be-

Parnoll followed, He said Mr, 

had with characteristic fairness 
refused him ata time when words would 
have reached the outside world the ten 
minutes he craved to refer to the vile, bare- 
faced forgery (cheers from the Irish mom- 
bers) printed in the Times obviously for no 
other purpose than to influence the divi- 
sion. He thought he was entitled to have 
an opportunity to expose this deliberate 
attempt to blacken his character in time to 
reach the outside world. There was no 
chance now, In addition to passing this 
coercion bill the dice had to be loaded. 
Great organs of public opinion were to be 
permitted to pay miserable creatures to 
produce these calumnies. Who would be 
safe under such circumsances! When he 
heard of tho concoction inthe Times he 
supposed that some autograph of his had 
fallen into the hands of a person for whom 
it was not intended, but when he saw the 
letter he saw plainly thatthe signature 
was an audacious unblushing fabrication. 
He failed to understand how the conduc- 
tors of what used to bea respectable 
journal could have been hoaxed and bam, 
Looaled into publishing the letter as his. 
(Cheers.) Members who compared the 
forgery with his sigaature would saySthav 
only two letters of the forged signature 
bore any resen.diance to his autograph, 
and the Times cuuld have seen the same. 
He never heard of nor saw any such letter 
until it appeared in tho Times. (Parnell- 
ite cheers.) Its phraseology was absurd 
and ita purport preposterous and every 

art of it bore evidence ofan absolute and 
irrefragable want of genuineness. He did 
not know anything of the conspiracy of 
the Invincibles,, and nobudy was more 
surprised than himself when the blow fell 
upon their victims, Ifhe had been in 
Phosnix Park that day he would gladly 
have stood between Lord Cavendish and 
the dagger of the assassins, or be- 
tween the dagger of the assassins and 
Mr. Burke. (Parnellite cheers.) He 
had suffered more than any other man 
from that terrible deed, and Ireland had 
suffered more than avy other nation, lt 
was absolutely untrue that the National 
League had any communication whatever, 
direct or indirect, with the Fenian organ- 
ization in America. He never had any deal- 
ings with anybody in America in respect to 
the proceedings or doings of any societies. 
All his sayings and doings in connection 
with Irish public life had been open and 
above board.’ (Cheers.) 

As to the bill under discussion, it was 
the most drastic measure propose since 
1833. Ib would empower the Government 
to subject their political opponents to 
treatment reserved for the worst criminal 
in England. (Cheers.) The great heart of 
the English people was, he believed,against 
the bill, and he hoped the country would 
make its yoice heard before the committee 
stago was reached, He trusted in God that 
the English nation and Parliament would 
be saved from the poril and degradation of 
passing such a measure, (Cheers.) 


THE SECOND READING CARRIED, 


Sir Bernhard Samuelson’s amendment to 
the Crimes bill, to the effect that the bill, 
if passed, would increase the disorder in 
Treland and endanger the Union and the 
Empire and therefore should be rejected, 
was dofeated in the House of Commons to- 
night by a vote of 370 to 269, and the

ton, O, Mowat moved that horeafter 
there be morbiog sessions, Commencing at 
eleven o'clock, and thatat 1 p. m. the 
Speaker leave the chair without the ques- 
tion being put. 
LEIPEUTING POLICE MAGISTRATES, 
Hon. Mr, Mowat moved an amendment 
to the bill respecting the appointment and 
proceedings of Police Magistrates,declaring 
that police magistrates appointed under 
this Act shall pay over to the County 
Treasurer any fees or emoluments received 
on account of their oftice, unJess the Leg- 
islature shall otherwise determine the dis- 
position of the same, 
The amondment was carried, and the 
bill read a third time. 


CONCBKNING SCILOOL TAXATION, 


Hou, G.W. Ross moved an amendment to 
the Act respocting Public Schools, to the 
effect that where the Public School and 
Separate School rates are different, if a 
tenant defaults, and the owner has to pay, 
he shall have to pay over the amount that 
he would originally have had to pay as own- 
er. 

The amendwont was carried, and the 
bill read a third time. 

THE SHRIEVALTY OY YorK, 

The House went into committee on the 
Attorney-General’s bill for further improy- 
ing the law, 

Mr. Mowat moved the amendment of 
the Act respecting the office of Sheriff 
by the msertion of the following clause ;— 

The Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may,iti manner aforesaid, at any time here- 
after and from time to time sppoint one 
fit and proper Hh to be Sheriff of the 
County of York, aud another fit and proper 
person to be Sheriff of the City of To- 
ronto, every such Sheriff to hold office dur- 
ing pleasure, 

Mr. Meredith objected to the passage of 
the clause. He considered that the time 
had now como when the emoluments of so 
rich an office as the shrievalty of the 
County of York should be diverted to the 
public treasury. The House, he said, had 
alroady adopted the principle with regard 
to Division Courts, that where the fees 
derived in any office reached a sum fur- 
nishing adequate remuneration to the 
official, the remainder of such fees, &c., 
should go to the County cr Provincial 
treasury. Instead, therefore, of the Hon. 
Attorney-General taking the step he pro- 
posed and making use of the public moneya 
to reward his political followers of friends, 
ho (the hou, speaker) thought the hon. 


pectlenten should take a step in the oppos- 


te direction and Rie that the moneys 
appertaining to the offices should rocurn to 
the County or Provincial fun’ s 
The motion was passed after debate. 
COMPENSATION TO WORKMEN, 


On motion of Hon, C, F, Fraser the House 
went into committee on the bill to amend 
the Act providing for componsation to work- 
men in certain cases. 

Mr. Meredith said the Goyernment had 
not discharged its duty. It should have 
made inquiries during the recess as to how 
the billaffected the workingmen, How- 
ever, as the repreacntatives of the working- 
men at the committee which dealt with the 
matter had consented to the propositions 
contained in this bill, he would not oppose 


it. 
The bill was read a third time. 
THE PACTORIES ACY, 

On motion of Hon, UO, F, Fraser the 
House went into a Committee of the Whole 
on the bill ty amend the Factories Act. 

Mr. Fraser explained that the first clause 
made it clear that the Government had 
power to appoint more than one inspector, 
although he himself had no doubt on the 
subject. 

Mr. Meredith thought the appointment 
of these officers should be made by the 
County Councils, 

Mr. Fraser said it would be impossible 
to carry out this suggestion. It was not 
intended to appoint more than two inspec- 
tors at present, and although the number 
might be increased as necessarily required, 
there was no intention of appointing one 
foreach county. The section passed. 

Considerable discussion took place on the 
following clause : 

Notwithstanding anything in this Act 
contained, boys under twelve years of age, 
and girls under fourteen years of age may 
be employed during the months of July, 
August and September in any year in such 
gathering injand other preparation of fruits 
or vegetables for canning purposes as may 
be required to be done prior to the opera- 
tion of cooking or other process of that na- 
ture requisite in connection with the can- 
ning of fruits or vegetables, ‘The place, 
room or apartment in which such boys or 
girls nay be so employed, shall be separate 
from any other wherein the covking or 
other process aforesaid, or the canning of 
said fruits or vogetubles is carried on. 

Mr. Garson said he was afraid this 
meant the introduction of the thin end of 
the wedge for the employment of children. 

Hon. C, ¥. Fraser said that if he thought 
there was any such danger he would not 
consent to the insertion of the clause, But 
the House would always have control over 
the matter. 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) said it was the 
general experience that the opportunity 
for employing children in canning factories 
in this way was a boon instead of an ovil. 

Mr. Nairn explained that the case pro- 
vided for by the clause was 4 peculiar one 
and that it was very difficult for the can- 
ning factories in the busy season to ob- 
tain suflicient aid to carry oul their opera- 
tions. 

Mr. Sprague favored the clause, 

Mr. Garson moved to strike: out the 
words “and for other purposes” and also 


the closing words of the clause. He ex- 
plained that his object was to allow work 
in the fields but to prohibit all work in 


the factories 

Mr. McMahon said that, viewing the 
subject from the standpoint of the health 
of the children, he had no objection to the 
clause, 

Mr. Ingam strongly opposed tho clause. 

Mr, EF. F, Olarke said that after the ox- 
planations made he saw no objection toa 
tho clause, 

It was also mentioned in the committee 
that the work was done by the children 
largely during vacation, when thoy would 
otherwise bo idle

PUBLIC HRALIN 


On motion of the Hon, A, M. Ross, the 
House went into committee on the bill to 
make further provision for the public 
health The first clauses, providing 
against the attendance at school of children 
in whose homes contagious disease exists 
and for the regulation of ice supplies, wore 
passed without touch discussion. Hon, A. 
M. Ross, answering Mr Merodith,said that 
it had been represented to him that glan- 
ders were sometimes transmitted to human 
beings, and was a dangerous and almost in- 
curable disease, 

Considerable discussion arose on a clause 
providing that the body of every person

who has died of smallpox, cholera, scarlet 
fever, diphthoria or glanders shall be en- 
veloped in disinfectant sheets and shall be 
buried within eighteon hours after death, 
and that the funeral shall be private. no 
person boing admitted to the room in 
which the body lies except the undertaker, 
his assistant, theclergyman and the mem- 
bers of the household. 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) said that he 
thought this was rather a strong provision 
to make in the case of diphtheria. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that diphtheria 
was one of the most dangerous diseases,and 
it was a caso of choosing between sentiment 
und the public safety and interest. 

Hon, A. M. Koss said that while it was 
proper to have respect for the dead, they 
must not forget the safety of the living. 
The section passed. 

There was considerable discussion on 
clauses giving the Medical Health Officer 
power to deal with the cases of diseased 
animals. Mr, Ballantyne and M. Dryden 
objected to the clauses. Hon. A. M. Rosas 
said that they conferred no new powers, 
but merely selected the Medical Health 
Officer as the person to perform the duty. 
The clauses were allowed to stand. The 
remaining clauses passed, 

HIGH SCHOOLS, 

Hon. G. W. Ross moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the High School 
Act, explaining that its main object was to 
allow of the establishment of more than 
one High school or Collegiate Inatitute in a 
city, 

The bill was read the second timo, 

NEW COUNTIES, 

Hon, O, Mowat withdrew the bill for the 
formation of new counties, and said he 
would introduce a bill dealing with the 
subject next session, 

LAND TITLES ACT, 

Tho bill to extend the Land Titles Act 
workings in districts of the Province was 
read the second time. 

SEPARATE SCHOOL DEBENTURES, 

Mr. Ross (Middlesex) moved the second 
reading of the bill respecting Separate School 
debentures, which was carried. 

ENFORCEMENT OF TEMPERANGE LAWS, 

Mr. Hardy moved the second reading of 
the Act to proyide for the enforeement of 
the Tomperance laws. Te briefly explain- 
ed that the bill removed a diftioulty in con- 
nection with the collection of fines, etc,, 
arising from no provision haying been 
origmally made for cities and towns, and 
that in one or two respects it conformed to 
the Act of 1881 to the phraseology used by 
the Commissioners in their consolidation 
of the Act, 

The bill was read a second time, 


THE CLERGY RESERVES. 


Mr. Ross (Huron) moved the second 
reading of the billtoamend the Act re- 
specting the Clergy Reserves. He referred 
to the fact that the annual proceeds of this 
fund had become so small that it seemed 
hardly worth while keeping the fund sep- 
arate, making out separate cheques, and 
going to other trouble in connection with 
it. The average amount in 1885 was little 
more than $5 per municipality, and in some 
counties was less than a dollar. It was 
proposed in this bill to add the funds of 
the Clergy Resorvs to the amount voted 
annually to Public and Separate School 
purposes. ‘ 

The bill was read'a second time. 

The House adjourned at 10.60 p. m.

Tho Minister of Education moved the 
second reading of Bill 167, respecting the 
tncume and proporty of the University of 
Toronto, Univerrity College and Upper 
Canada Colloge, Mr. Koss spoke for over 
an hour on this bill. Briefly stated Mr. 
Ross’ bill proposes : The present valuo of 
the ondowment of Upper Canada College, 
including the site on which the college 
stands (valued at $326,000) is $600,000, 
The site is to be sold. The college is to 
be permanently ondowed with $100,000, 
$120,000 will be spont in ecrecting a new 
college building, and $20,000 set apart for 
asite. The balance of the §600,000 will 
be transferred to the endowment of the 
University at Toronto, The university's 
present endowment is $1,002,000, deriving 
an annual revenue of $63,000 from capital 
account and $12,000 from fees, The ataif 
of the university will be increased to 15 
professors, I0 lecturers and 8 followers. 
Tho salary of the present staff (7) of pro- 
fessors is $3100 each per annum, and the 
new professors will be paid $2500 each. 
This will entail an additional cost of $24,- 
000 for teachers and equipment, which 
will be derived from the endowment of 
Upper Canada College, the abolition of 
nearly $5000 of scholarships, and $2000 to 
be added in reducing expenses at the Uni- 
versity, etc. This will bring the annual 
income of Toronto University up to nearly 
$100,000, ‘‘ which,” said the Minister, 
‘will putitin enviable competition with 
the best American colleges,"" The Minister 
said that the new site for Upper Canada 
College had not been selected ; it might be 
in Queen's Park or on the outskirts of the 
city, near a line of street railway, 

Mr. Moredith said the scheme in the 
main would have his cordial support, 
(Ministerial cheers.) 

Mr. Watters accepted the scheme, al- 
though he had freyucntly moved to abolish 
Upper Oanada College altogether. 

Dr. McLaughlin was angry because the 
reendowed university was not to be ab- 
solutely free, and he opposed the imposi- 
tion of auy fooa whatever.

Lord Salisbury did not believe in the 
Gladstone horoscope, The victory Mr, 
Gladstone obtained in 1880 was won by a 
fund of misropresontation that cannot be 
repoated. The Conservatives were now an 
organized party, powerful to refute false- 
hood and disseminate the truth. This con- 
dition of the party was largely due to the 
work of the Primrcsa League. The pre- 
sent Government would, when it left oftico, 
hand down unimpaired to their successors 
the great trust of the Empire committed to 
their care, (Cheors.) aa 

We repudiate the word * coercion” be- 
cause, by long usage, that is applied to 
repression of political opinion, with which 
we havo nothing todo, Wo stand in the 
presence in Ireland of a system of crime 
which is sapping most surely and fatally 
the happiness and freedom of tho poople. 
A vast organization is taking away human 
freedom and interfering with men in all 
stations by tho machinery of intimidation, 
Mr. Gladstone assorts that the Crimes 
Bill gives to the Government the power to 
deal with political associations supporting 
crime, but this power is eonferred by the 
House of Commons. The House of Com- 
mons alono can allow such machinery to 
be set in motion, All such opposition is 
based upon a false and unsound founda- 
tion. The opponents of the Government 
endeavor to appropriate for the purposo of 
attacking the bill a feeling which has al- 
ways intolligibly existed against political 
repression, But the repressors of crime 
do nob attack the liberty of the people. 
Oa the contrary, they aro its greatest de- 
fendora, 

Mr. Gladstone's idea when, ona five 
morping in 1885, he, who had been all his 
life a vigorous opponent ot Home Rule, 
awoke to advocate Home Rule, was that 
it wes his followcrs' duty to awake as Home 
Rulors too. (Cheers and laughter.) There 
is nv limit to Mr, Gladstone's belief in the 
obsequious vubedience of the followers of 
his standard, It has always beon thought 
that the Jesuits make Jarge claims upon 
human obedionca, when they require the 
human will to be expressed as if by 
corpses. But at least the Josuits weil 
understood that they have well fixed free- 
dom in the belief they are required to ac- 
cept. Mr, Gladstone's yotaries, under 
pain of excommunication, are bound not 
only to devote themselves as corpses” to 
Mr. Gladstone's will, but are bound to tuen 
from one opinion to another at a moment's 
notice. They are held up as traitors to 
civilization and liberalism, if they daro to 
adhere to the opinions he has always taught 
them. (Cheers.) Mr, Gladstone tells us 
that for fifteen years he believed in Home 
Rule, but he has kept his change of con- 
viction to himself so cleverly that every- 
body believed he still objected. 1t seems 
hard that the Liboral Unionists should be 
punished with all this imprecation because 
they were not acute euough to discern how 
much Mr, Gladstone was taking them in, 
(Cheers. ) 

A voice—‘' He has taken himself in.” 

Lord Salisbury resumed ;—This treat- 
ment is not calculated to gather around him 
a new staff anda new army, There are 
some desperate politicians who have gone so 
far that they cannot retreat and must fol: 
low Mr, Gladstone wherever he leads them. 
But where will ho find new officers who will 
be willing to expose themselyes to these 
sudden and violunt changes ; to this imperi- 
ous insistence on absolute huiniliation ? 
Mr. Gladstone will find that on the Liberal 
side of the House the spirit of Englishmen 
has not quite disappeared, and that a leader 
to be followed must.be one who can be 
trusted to stand by his opinions, 

_ Mr, Gladstone thinks Mr. Parnoll’s posi- 
tion is perfectly reasonable and honorable, 
and nobody Aa Se toask him to clear him- 
self. If Mr, Parnoll: and his aasociates 
were mon absolutely free from suspicion in 
this matter I would understand that reason- 
ing. But they belong to a party of which 
a large wing has worked by murder and has 
been largoly supported by contributions of 
others who openly advocate political assassi- 
nation. Mr. Parnell’s trusted friends have 
mixed on terms of intimacy with those 
whose advocacy of assassination is well 
known, and the language of Mr. Parnell 
and his frieuds in speaking of the fearful 
crimes that havo keen committed is not 
above rej roach, being marked by indiffer- 
ence to and even by tolorance of murder. 
When such a grave case of presumption 
exists, is it for him to take refuge in ere 
denial, or to think that he can dispose of 
tho accusations by the liberal use of the 
wide and energetic vocabulary which his 
followers have used in the Hovse of Com- 
mons,

our butter? We are anoually losing mil 
lions of dollars in Oatario by tho produ 
tion of a misorable article of what ia called 
buttor. How is this to bo remodied is the 
quostion which has agitated the min la of 
the directors and founders of the Ontario 
Croamerios Association, Lt has been con- 
tended by many that the Ontario Cream- 
orios Association should employ a lecturer to 
go through the country and hold farmors’ 
mootings to demonstrate to thom how to 
make a good butter, Unloes the lecturer 
was propared to instruct empty benches I 
foar ho would soon tind a more congenial 
occupation. thas also been proposed that 
an iistructor should visib from farm house 
to farm house, and instruct the good wife 
wherein hor knowledge of tho care of the 
butter was deficiont. We believe that both 
of these proposals would bo fruitless of 
good results, Unless the farmers of any 
particular section have of thoir own acc ord 
decided that they desire a systom of but- 
ter making that will produce a better 
article of butter, no amount of odvertising 
or porsuasion would induce a good meeting. 
To attack a man’s castle and toll him that 
his wife doos rot know all the art of but. 
ter making would ensure a speedy and un- 
dignified departure of our would-be loc 
turer, Even at the various Exhibitions in 
the dairy department, when our good wives’ 
butter is “passed” by judges, itis not the 
fault of the butter but tho ignorance of the 
Tho best educator of the average 
farmer is his pocket. If you or I can pro- 
duce an article of butter commanding at 
all times from 5 to 10 cents a pound in 
excess of what our neighbor is paid, while 
our neighbor will not admit that his systom 
is not equally as good as ours, yet, 60 
powerful is the dollar, he will endeavor to 
follow our system and plan for the sake of 
prosuring that extra 5 or 10 cents por Ib, 
for his butter. Tho educator which has 
been so largoly and succeasfully employed 
in this direction in tho United States is 
the “‘creamery.'’ Wherever ‘‘creameries” 
have been established for avy length of 
time in the United States the butter, not 
from that creamery only but also from 
that neighborhood, command a higher 
price, owing to its improved quality and 
keeping propensities. ‘* Why should this 
be the case?” some ono asks. In the first 
place the art of butter making is not 
acquired in a day or a month; some 
will never be good butter makers; they 
are not possessod of the cleanliness 
and accuracy required. In the next 
place io a farm-house butter is not the 
business, nor will the multitudinous de- 
mands upon the timeand attention of the 
wives and daughtersof the farmer permit 
the requisite caro and attention being 
given to the care of the milk, cream and 
the making of the butter that it demands, 
Thore ia alaoo ‘ack of uniformity in modes 
pursued. (Far be it for ma to say that 
excellent butter is not made in many farm- 
ers’ houses. Itis, but I sposk of the great- 
or poxtivu of the butter put upon the mar- 
ket.) To ensure the highest prices being 
paid for export butter, it must possess a 
uniformity which cannot be claimed in ya- 
rious packages made by many people under 
many systems and want of systems. To 
meet this want the Ontario Creameries 
Association propose to assist in perfecting 
the creameries which already exist, and 
endeavor to establish others through- 
out the country. How is this to be 
accomplished ? We propose to employ 
an ‘‘ Instructor” possessing a thorough 
knowledge of the production and care of a 
pure article of milk, the proper mode of 
creaming it and converting itintoa_first- 
class butter. Any person operating a 
creamery who is experiencing difticulty in 
his factory,can, by applying to Mr. John 
Hannah, President, Seaforth, and paying 
the actual travelling expenses and board of 
the Instructor, have the Lustructor visit the 
factory and ascertain wherein the difticulty 
is and assist in remedying it.

NEW CREAMERIES, 


Whenever any person is anxious to have 
a creamery established in his neighborhood, 
and feels that the milk of 300 or 400 cows 
can be procured, by applying to Mr. John 
Hannah, President, or any director in his 
neightorhood (and agreeing to pay the ex- 
penses above referred to) it will be arranged 
that the Ipatructor visit the locality, 
address a meoting of those interested ; tell 
then what is necessary in the way of 
gathering the cream ; the expense of and 
proper class of building to be erected ; 
the extent and nature of the ap- 
pliances necessary; assist in procuring 
& proper butter maker and man- 
ager ; instruct them as to the ° probable 
financial return therefrom and the 
mode of marketing their butter; inspect 
the creamery before it is started, and place 
his experience and knowledge at the com- 
mand of the patrons and butter maker from 
time to time as hia services may be re- 
quired, Thus we hope to assist in not 
only improving the quality and uniformity 
of the butter now being produced at tho 
croameries, but to assist by all means in 
our power to increase their number and 
usefulneas, Tho Ontario Creameries Assor 
ciation is a young institution ; its field of 
usefulness is limited by its financial ability 
to send out instructors. We feel that at 
least two should be employed; our re- 
sources will permit of but one, and 
until our membership is sufticiently large 
we feel that we cannot accomplish as much 
good as we would otherwisedo. Every 
householderin the cities knows how diflicult 
it is to procure really first-class butter a/ 
all times, Each householder, every country 
storekeeper, every commission merchant 
handling butter is interested in our work. 
If our plan commends itself to you, 
strengthen our hands by paying the annual 
fee $1, and becoming members of our 
association. Each director is authorized to 
recoive membership fees, and all applica- 
tions for establishment of new croameries 
inay be adressed to any of the following 
directors ; Messrs John Hannah, Seaforth 
George Browning, Ripley; J. T. Brill, 
Guelph; Aaron Wenger, Ayton; John 
Sprague, Amoliasburgh; L, KE, Garett, Bet- 
hany ; E. Millar, Parkhill; It.

Gibson's (Uamilton) bill to amend the As- 
sessment Act, 

Mr, French moved that the clause in- 
creasing the exemptions on income to $700 
be struck out. 

Mr. H. E. Olarke seconded the motion, 

Mr. E. F. Clarke opposed the motion, on 
the ground that the working: classes had 
petitioned for the increase of the exemp- 
tion.

income tothe occupant +f it, nud by so 
doing to give tothe heldura «f the new 
oflices the moneys which, accurduiy to the 
said principle, would and ought to be paid 
into the treasury of the County of York 
and the city of Toronto; that itis not ex- 
pedient that the said bill be therefore not 
now read the third time, but be forthwith 
referred back to the Committee of the 
whole House with instructions tostrike out 
the said section.” 

Mr. Creighton seconded the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Mowat said that when he 
made the proposition now objected to, he 
thought it would have been acceptable to 
both sides of the House. He denied that 
the emeluments of the office were excos- 

sive, when they considered the duties and 
responsibilities, His proposal was that the 
duties should be divided, a civision of the 
emoluments following as a matter of course 
There was no paralle) between the office 
of shoriff and that of registrar or division 
court clerk. The former office was much 
more responsible than either of the other 
two. The hon. gentleman (Mr, Meredith) 
never made sucha proposal in regard to 
this office in the past. 

Mr. Creighton said the present was a 
most opportune time to make the change 
proposed by his hon. friend (Mr.Meredith) 
because of the presont vacancy in the of- 
fice.

Mr. Balfour's bill reapecting the law of 
libol was passed through committee of the 
whole with some amendments. 

The University Federation Bill was pass- 
ed, aftor the following important amend- 
ment had been added at the suggestion of

Mr. Drury moved an amendment re 
storing the law in regard to the construc- 
tion ef bridges betweon municipalities to 
ita original position before the regulation of 
last session. 

The amendment was carried by 48 yeas 
to 37 nays. 

Dr. Widdifield moved that the bill be 
amonded by making the qualification for 
mayor, reeves and councillors the same as 
that for municipal olectors. 

Mr Garson moved an amendment to the 
amendment making the qualification the 
same in cities, towns and yillages; $400 
freehold, etc., 

At the suggestion ot Mr. E. F. Clarke, 

Mr. Garson withdrew his amendment 
for a time to allow the House to vote first 
on the proposition of Mr, Widdifield. 

Mr, Widdilield’s motion was then put 
and lost by 55 nays to 30 yeas. 

Mr. Gibson then put his motion. 

Hon. A, S, Hardy said putting those re- 
peated motions was trifling with the House 
at a time when they should be discussing 
the ** great cause of Ireland.’’ (Applause 
from gallery.) 

Mr, Gibson said the Legislature would 
be doing its duty better if it spent more 
time in discussing the cause of Canadian 
workingmen, instead of that of Ireland. 
(Great applause.) 

The amendment was lost by 60 nays to 
36 yeas. 

The bill was read the third time and 
passed, 

The bill better to provide for the en- 
forcement of the temperance laws was read 
the third time and passed. 

Hon, Mr. Mowat moved his home rule 
resolutions. 

Mr. E. F. Clarke spoke for forty-five 
minutes in opposition to the. resolutions. 
Mr. Clarke was listened to with the closest 
attention, and frequently applauded by 
those in sympathy with him. Mr. Clarke 
took the ground that the Attorney-General 
merely sought political capital by his re- 
solutions ; there was nothing sincere in 
them. Besides we had no legal or moral 
right to interfere with the English Parlia- 
ment in its legislation. He recalled the 
cable answer of the Earl of Kimberley, 
then Colonial Secretary to Lord Dufferin, 
who had forwarded similar resolutions to 
those how before the Assembly, passed 
by the Canadian House of Commons. The 
Earl of Kimberley’s answer said : 

Her Majesty will gladly. receive the ad- 
vice of the Parliament of Oanada on all 
matters relating to the Dominion and the 
administration of its affairs ; but with re- 
speot to the question referred to in the ad- 
dress, Her Majesty will, in accordance 
with tho constitution of this country, have 
regard to the advice of the Imperial Par- 
liament and Ministers, to which all matters 
relating to the affairs of the United King- 
dom exclusively appertain.

Diy Antelliqencer, 


The Parliament Buildings, 


(Owen Sound. Times ) 

The important juestiod of the Parliament 
Buildings came up in the House on Thurs 
day evening last, Put off till a late poriod 
of the session, when the impationce of 
mombors to get home would tend to pre 
vent lengthy discussion, the Commissioner 
of Public Works. when ho at last brought 
the question before the House, was so fear- 
ful ot a full discussion that he determined 
to force it through toa yote before the 
House rose, and at half-past three in the 
morpiog he got his followers to ratify the 
contract—though two of thom (Waters, of 
Middlesex, and Sprague, of Prince Ed 
ward,) refused to go with him, or approve 
what he had done, It has been noticeable 
throughout the session that Mr. Meredith 
has dove everything he could to forward 
the Government business, and been more 
than once complimented by Mr, Mowat for 
it; aud whon at midnight he asked for an 
adjournment, that proper time for discus- 
sion of this important question might be 
given next day, ordinary courtesy would 
have dictated a compliance with his re- 
quest, lt was gonerally conceded that if 
Mr, Mowat beeu prosent he would have at 
once consented; but he was absent, and 
Mr, Fraser, knowing the character of the 
job he had undertaken to put through, and 
that speeches made late at night would 
never reach the country through the papera, 

determined to use his majority in putting 
the job through that night. 

Fveling that the lees they said about it, 
the better it would be for them, the Goy- 
ernment supporters with two or three ex- 
ceptions maintained a policy of silence. 
Indeed, after the first speech or two, the 
Ministerial side practically a.t dumb, and 
let the Opposition do the talking, knowing 
that it could not move them, and that Mr, 
Fraser's tactics would preyent it getting 
properly to the country: 

The following are a few of the facts 
brought the li he i— 

When Mr, Fraser asked the House to 
make the last appropriation, he assured 
them that he had two sets of plans of Can- 
adian architects, one of which would be 
used, 

Bat he ca led in an architect from Buf- 
falo to sitin judgment on the Canadian 
plans and reject them, and then gave him 
the job of getting up plans himself. And 
he has never yet dared to let the report on 
which the Canadian plans were rejected 
seo the light of day | 

When Mr, Fraser got the House to ap- 
propriate $200,000 more, making $750,000 
in all, he assured the House that the build- 
ings could be erected for that amount—he 
had tenders which showed that this could 


be done on the Canadian pilatis—and he 
solemnly promised not tu xu cu if that 
amount would be exceedoi. 

Now he has let a contract Jur the bare 


walls for $726,250 or with architect’s fees 
bringing it up in the neighborhood of $800, - 
000, nearly $50,000 more than the whole 
building was to cost, 

In 1882, when he was asking for tenders 
before, he got tenders for the whole huild- 
ing, and declared it would not be advisable 
to let part of the work at ditferent periods, 
It had always been the custom of his De- 
parenent to call for teudere for the whole 

uilding. 

Now, in order to keep the people in the 
dark as to the total cost,uotil he gets them 
committed beyond going back, he letaa 
contract for the walls alone / 

He solemly promised the House to keep 
within the $750,000, 

Now he admits ths building will cost 
$300,000 more ! 

He first assured the House buildings 
could be erected for $500,000; then he told 
them there was no danger of them exceed- 
ing $760,000—can any reliance now be 
placed in his statement that they will only 
coat $300,000 more! Reliable authorities 
say that from the rate at which the walls 
have been Jet, the building wil not cost less 
than $2,000,000, 

While defending his submitting the plans 
of the Canadian architecta to the inspection 
of the Buffulo architect, Mr. Fraser said 
that in the most important building of the 
Province, which was designed to atand for 
generations, it would have been rashness to 
qo on, and risk discovering faults when too 
late, And ho gave that as his reason for 
submitting the plana to the scrutiny of Mr. 
W aite as an expert, 

But he has let a contract on the plans of 
Mr. Waite without submitting them to the 
scrutiny of an independent expert; and 
thus according to his own showing is reck- 
lessly risking errors being discovered when 
too late, or when they will cost large sums 
to rectify, and the Province is being plunged 
into a large oxponditure without any suffic- 
ient guarantee that when completed the 
buildings will be suitable. 

The cheekiest thing in the whole debate 
was Mr. Fraser's. claim that the House 
should now have no difliculty in ratifying 
his action, because the people knew all 
about it and had given their verdict in his 
fayor at the elections } 

It was notorious during tho elections 
that the people were denied information— 
that the whole thing was being kept secret, 
and no official figures of the amount for 
which the contract was let allowed to go to 
the public; and when the Opposition de- 
clared that the contract for the walls alone 
was more than the whole building was to 
coat, it was denied on every hustings, aud 
the people appealed to to place no reliance 
onthe Opposition statement, as they could 
furnish no official figures in proof, But 
now when the truth at last comes out, and 
the Opposition are proved to have been 
substantially correct, Mr. Fraser cheekily 
claims that the people knew all about it 
during the elections and approved of his

Hints to Housekeepers, 


OCloan lamp chimneys by holding them 
over the spout of a toakettle full of boiling 
wator, then wipo with a clean cloth. It 
will make them beautifully clear 

Nover put milk, fat or any oily substance 
into the ear for the relief of pain, for they 
soon become rancid and tend to incite in 
flamation, Simple warm water will answer 
the purpose better than anything olse. 

A piece of pointed whalebone or pine 
wood is nice to clean out corners. Wash 
your windows with sponge and polish with 
tissue papor. 

It is said if feather beds and pillows be 
loft out in a drenching rain every Spring, 
and afterward exposed to the sun and alr 
on every side until dry, they will be much 
freshoned and lightened. 

White paint that has become discolored 
may be nicely cleaned by using a little 
whiting in the water while washing. 

Nover wet the hair if you have any tend- 
ency to deafnoes ; wear an oiled-silk cap 
when bathing, and refrain from diving. 

Koep cut flowers fresh for several days 
by filling a vase with clean sand, to which 
is added a liberal supply of powdered char- 
soa}, Embed the stems of the bouquet in 
this, and water occasionally. 


If salt is sprinkled around the edges of a 
carpet when on the floor, it will keep away 
moths. 


Silver becoming black may be avoided 
by keeping that which is not often used in 
canton flannel bags, with small bags about 
the size of a thimble filled with bits of 
gum camphor packed in around the articles. 


Pieces of toilet soap that have become 
too small for convenient handling may be 
utilized by making a small flannel bag, 
leaving the top open, and into this putting 
the pieces of soap as they accumulate.

Irinh Home Rule, 


Meredith's Speech in the Legislature, 


Mr. 


Mr. Meredith, who on rising was greet- 
ed with loud applauso, said the hilarity 
which prevailed in the chamber, was hardly 
in keeping with the profession ot sympathy 
for Trojan raade by the other side of the 
House, He objected to the resolution 
being passed, the sole object of which was 
a political purpose. (Applause,) He 
pointed out that, although the agitation for 
Home Rule had been going on in Ireland 
for anumber of years and the Liberal 
party had an overwhelming majority in 
this Legislature, they had never until now 
thought it necessary to propose any motion 
on tho subject, When the advocates of the 
cause of Home Rule were fowin number 
and weak in influence the Liberal party 
had nothing to say by way of encouragement 
—but now, when they thought thero was a 
prospect of success, they were ready tospeak, 
He referred to the action cf the Government 
last year, when it was proposed to express 
an opinion upon a matter affecting our in- 
teresta in the Dominion, when they declared 
by resolution, which was recordod in the 
journals of the Houso, that the Legislature 
ought not to interfere in a matter which 
was under the control of the authorities at 
Ottawa, Nothing more clearly showed the 
hollowness of the professions of hon, gen- 
tlemen opposite, or the shamelessness of 
their conduct. (Applause.) He went on 
to speak of the difficulties surrounding the 
question of Flome Rule, and the position 
taken by the influential minority repre- 
senting the Protestant Church in [reland, 
and said that no measure of Home Rule 
which did not consider and respect their 
rights could by satisfactory. He pointed 
out it was unwise for the Legislature to 
assume to speak’ with authority upon a 
question in regard to which men who had 
devoted their lives to the advancement of 
the cause of liberty were found standing b 
the Government of Groat Britain with ref- 
erence to measures the House was asked to 
condemp. He spoke of Johu Bright, whose 
eloquent voice had been heard whenever 
the cause of the oppressed required a 
champion, either pleading on their behalf 
or in glowing terms denouncing the op- 
pressor. He referred to the number of 
great Englishmen who had left their 
party—men who were not of the laad- 
lord class—who had staked their political 
existence in opposition to the plan of Mr, 
Gladstone. As an Irishman, ho could not 
be satislied with the provisions of Mr.Glad- 
stone's measure, which proposed to make 
lreland the vassal of England, to make her 
contribute to the Imperial revenues with- 
out giving her-a voice in the Imperial coun- 
oil, and had that plan been carried out it 
would have been impossible to prevent the 
idea becoming general in the Irish mind 
that their contribution to the Imperial 
treasury was a kind of tribute, and an agi- 
tation would necessarily arise for tho ulti- 
mate separation of Ireland from the Mother 
Country. In sdch a case they in Canada, 
who had all subscribed to the doctrine that 
there should be no taxation without rep- 
resentation, could notfail to sympathize 
with the Irish in any demands which they 
might make, based upon the failuro to give 
thom representation. He wasin favor of a 
large measure of Home Rule with proper safe- 
guards forsecuring the rights of the minority, 
and recognized that in the past [reland had 
suffered from mis-rule. Catholic emanci- 
pation had been referred to as if it were 
something affecting only Ireland, but it was 
to be remembered that Catholic emancipa- 
tion applied to the whole Empire, and that 
before it was so applied disabilities extend- 
ed to Catholics in all parts of Great Briiain 
and Ireland. 1t was not fitting that when 
there were such wide differences of opinion 
in this Province upon the question inyoly- 
ed in the resolution, this Legislature 
should be called upon to exprees any opin- 
jon uponit, no matter what the senti- 
monts and opinions of individual members 
might be. For these reasons he would 
voto agaist the resolutions, butif there 
was no other reason, what had been aavanc- 
edin the organ of the Liberal party, had 
been repeated upon the floor of the Do- 
minion Parliament, and had been said by a 
distinguished dignitary of the Catholic 
Church as an inducement to voto in favor 
of the resolutions, namely, that by doing 
80 we might avoid an attack from Fenian 


sympathizers in the United States, was 
quite suflicient. (Applause.) Twice had 
the Fonians invaded our soil and spilled 


the blood of our countrymen, but we had 
in the past been ablo to repel their attacks, 
They had attacked us, although we had 
givon them no offence; although in our 
couutry there wore thousands of Irishmen 
who had all the rights and liberties of their 
Protestant follow-countrymen; and we 
should be a craven people indeed if, on ac 

count of such threats as these, the House 
voted in favor of the resolution, (Ap- 
plause.) So far as that argument was con- 
cernod, he believed that in the future asin 
the past we were ina position to defend 
ourselves from unwarranted and unjustifi- 
ablo attacks upon our country, (Ap-

The 
reverend fathers have had a busy time of it 
andheroicallythey accomplished theirduties 
among the suffering. Two funerals in boats 
presentedamelancholyscene, Thelrish Pro- 
testant Benevolent society, the St.George’s, 
St. Andrew’s,St. Patrick’s and other societies 
did noble work in affording relief. Looking 
from the top of the city hall tower the scene 
was a grand one, the solid blocks of ice with 
which it was covered being here and there 
dotted with miniature mountains, and long 
black streaks of dirty ice, where the winter 
roads wore made, being discernable on all 
sides. At Point St. Charles quietness and 
the flood reigned supreme, A flat bottomed 
boat is moored opposite the fire station, 
laden with hose, babcocks, and other fire 
extinguishing appliances. There have been 
many narrow escapes from drowning by the 
capsizing of boats. Early Saturday morn- 
ing there was a small fire on Shearer St., 
and tho reels, such of them as did get there 
at all, had a hard time of it, The people 
were rescued in boats, and the premises 
burned down.

KAISED CAKE 
One pint of melted butter, two p yunds 
white sugar, one-quar tor vunLle of mace, a

}in a warm place to rise ; mix itat night and 
lot it rise until morning, then add ono 
pound of stoned raisings, work well (hrough, 
and half fill your cake moulds. Bako in a 
hot oven for half an hour, 
UINGER SNAPS, 

Mix one pound of flour and throo-quart 
ors of a pound of white sugar. Rub into 
it half a pound of butter, two eggs well 
beaten and an ounce of ginger ground fino, 
Boat all well together, roll out the dough 
to the third of an inch tick, cub out the 
cakes and bake thom, These aro far su- 
perior to ordinary ginger snaps. 

CHBAP FRUIT CAKE, 


One cupful of sugar, one-half cupful of 
molasses, one cupful of buttermilk or sour 
milk, 24 cupfuls of flour, one cupful of 
chopped raising,one-balf cupfal of currants, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, a teaspoonful 
of soda dissolved in the milk, one half 
teaspoontul cach of cloves, cinuamon and 
nutmeg. Bake in a moderate oven about 
forty minutes, 

IUING FOR CAKE, 

Beat tho whites of two eggs to a still, 
dry froth, so that it forms a lump when 
beaten and slides ina solid mass from vhe 
dish. Add a large teaspoonful of granulated 
sugar, beat it wollinto the ogg and mix 
with it two drops of yinogar ; this makes it 
dry quick and prevents its cracking. If 
flavoring is desired, a yory few drops. 

TAPIOCA PUDDING. 

Wash four large tablespoonfuls of tapioca 
and lot it suak for an hourin a little warm 
water ; strain through a sievoand mix with 
beaten yolks of four and the whites of two 
eggs, a quart of milk, half a teaspoonful of 
grated nutmeg; sweeten with sugar and 
bake in a dish an hour, 

POTATO LEMON PUDDING. 


Three ounces of potatoes, the grated rind 
and juice of two fine lemons, three ounces 
of white sugar, two ounces of butter ; grate 
off the lemon peel with lumps of sugar, beat 
them and add to thé other ingredients ; 
boil the potatoes and peel them, mixing all 
together with the lemon juice and two 
beaten eggs ; bake slightly. 

SAGO PUDDING, 

Boil five tablospoonfuls of sago, well 
picked and washed, in one quart of milk 
till quite soft with a stick of cinnamon; stir 
in one teacup of butter and two of white 
sugar; when cold add six oggs well beaten 
and nutmeg to taste. Mix all well together 
and bake in a buttered dish three quarters 
of an hour. 

PIED APPLES, 

Make a batter of two eggs, a pinch of 
salt, a cup of milk and six tablespoonfuls 
of flour. Slice, pare and core tart apples 
as thin as Saratoga potatoes. Dip them a 
spoonful at atime in the batter and fry. 
Eat with powdered sugar and cream or a 
liquid sauce, 

COTTAGE PUDDING, 

One ogy, cream withone cup of white 
sugar and a quarter of a cup of buttor, mix 
with two cups of prepared flour and one 
cup of milk, add the juice of half a Jemon, 
atir briskly for fiye minutes, put into a cake 
pan, bake in a moderate oven and eat hot 
with lemon sauce. 

STEWED KIDNEYS, 

Soak in cold water half an hour, Skin 
tliom and stew slowly in just enough cold 
water to cover them. Whon done thicken 
the gravy with flour; add salt and pop- 
per, then dish, Kidneys should be used at 
once; they do not keep well. 

LEMON SAUCE. 

The juice of one lemon, a half cup of 
sugar, mix with a tablespoonful of flour, 
add a pint of boiling water and boil five

A YOUNG MAN CEMLISLE ADVENTURE IN the thermometer at 20° below zero, peal 


after peal of loud thuuder was heard, anc 
flashes of lightning in rapid succeasion wore 
soon, showing great olectric disturbance in 
theair, Hail fell in torrents for a short time. 

Tho novelty of using petroleum for 
fuel on a locomotive has been introduced 
upon the London & Brighton Railway. As 
yot its use is only-an oxperiment to test 
the economic and efficient properties of 
this means of generating steam. The oil 
is injected by steam into the furnace and 
produces a white heat, generating steam 
rapidly. Some objections to it have not 
yet been overcome. 

—The photographer's lens is more dis- 
cerning than the naked eye. A_ recent 
photograph of a figure painting by an 
American artist shows that a woman's gown 
was first painted a hue and texture very 
different from that finally chosen, the un- 
derlying brushwork appearing plainly in 
the photograph, though not seen by the 
most attentive observer of the original pic- 
ture, In like manner photography reveal- 
ed atars that tothe human eye are not 
distinguishable from nebulous matter. 


—Dr. Rush declares his conviction that 
the German people aro largely indebted for 
their exemption from pulmonary diseases 
to the strength and volume which their 
lungs acquire in the practice of vocal music, 
which is well-nigh universal among the peo- 
ples extending from childhood to old age. 

Je thinks the education of the voice and 
practice of singing, involving as it does the 
proper exercise of the organs of the throat 
and the lungs, should form a part of our 
physical education. 


—Prof, Thomson claims that whore quick 
heating is required electricity may be re- 
lied upon, and results are cited where, in 
welding, broken iron bars may be 
securely joined with great rapidity and 
strength, In forging, the electric current, 
acoording to the reports given, will prove 
of interest, and when better understood 
will placo this new principlo in every work- 
shop. Metal workers and iron mongers 
will prefor electric force to flame, for it is 
said the chief essentials of the apparatus 
are the direct means of getting heavy cur- 
rents through motal without loss, 


—A mercurial thermometer held iu the 
sun's rays,and no in contact with any other 
body, will show but little rise in tempera- 
ture, the radiant heat being reflected from 
the bright surface of tho mercury, like light 
from awirror. But,if the bulb be coated 
with lampblack or some absorbent of heat, 
a rise in temperature will be indicated at 
ouce. So the heit rays of the sun may be 
paesed through a lens of ice, and oonsen- 
trated to a sufficient degreo to ignite com- 
bustibles placed at the toons without melt- 
ing the ico af whioh the lens are formed. 


DAKOTA, 

There passed through St. Paul Sunday 
en route to the east a man whose appear 
ance was loathsome in the extreme, and 
whore life in the future will be a burden to 
him. Asa reporter was walking about the 
Union depot he came ypon a man with his 
face wrapped up go that nothing but his 
eyes were visible. Thinking perhaps that 
some accident had befallen him, the ro- 
porter, accostivg him, was told that as soon 
as an oastern train could be boarded he 
would let the reporter ascertain for him- 
self as to whether an accident had occur- 
red. As soon as the sleeper was reached 
the man took from his head the many ban- 
dages, and the sight that met the report. 
er’s gave was a shocking one. Tho nose 
and left ear were entirely gone, and the 
other ear looked as if it had been slit with 
a knife in adozen places. Great pieces of 
flesh had been torn from each cheek, and 
taken all together the man’s face little re- 
sombled the features of a human being, 
Tho man gave his nameas John C. Haz- 
yard, and hia story, which was told with 
many painful halts, was as follows : 

** Tf you want it I will give you the cir- 
cumstances of an adventure which has left 
me in this condition. Iam a young man 
of considerable moans, and came from 
southern Ohiolast winter to invest in 
Dakota lands. I wasin St. Paul about 
the Istof December, and left over the 
Northorn Pacifico for Knife River, Morton 
county, Dakota, After reaching there | 
learned that an old friend of mine was liv- 
ing some twenty-five miles from there, and 
started to pay him a visit, Taking a horse 

started out early one morning, thinking 
1 would get there along.in: the afternoon, 
I had travelled probab y fifteen miles wren 
one of those terriblo blizzards’ sot in. It 
turned cold suddenly, and the wind cut 
like a knife, Tho snow fell so fant that it 
was impossible to see but a short distance, 
and losing my bearings | was soon riding 
around the open pralrie, completely lost. 
I did not stop for a moment, hoping to 
como across a house or at least some place 
whore shelter could be found. It did not 
take long to be thoroughly chilled, and my 
horse began toe show signs of exhaustion. 
Night came on,and [had made up my mind 
to kill the horse and seek sholter by his 
carcass, when | heard a sound which did not 
by apy means raise my spirits. It was 
nothing less than a packof wolves following 
the scent of my partially cpvered tracks. 
The storm had by this time partially abated, 
Tho horse heard the howl of the wolves, 
and made a struggle to increase his pace ; 
but it was no good, for the beast had be- 
come so chilled and tired tmnt he. could 
acarcely move. Coming to a little rjse in 
the prairie 1 saw, ashort distur vo away, a 
hight shining throygh tho window of a 
shanty, and I thought 1 was safe. 1 heard 
the wolves coming nearer and nearer, and 
was congratulating myself that I would not 
be the means of giving them a square meal, 
when my horav stumbled and fell, with me 
partly under him, my head striking some 
hard substance. That is the last [ remem- 
ber until the next day. I was afterwards 
told by the man who lived in the shanty 
which 1 was trying to reach, and to whom 
I owed my rescue, that the howl of the 
wolves had attracted the attention of the 
dogs, and together they had driven the 
beasts cff, but not until I had been almost 
killed. 1] was within ten rods of the shanty 
when found. I will stop in Chicago to see 
if something cannot be done for me, and if 
not will go to Europe, At first 1 feared 
hydrophobia, but the wounds are healing 
and I may escape that. I have had the 
wounds cauterized. .I have heard of in- 
stances where an artificial nose has been 
made from flesh taken from some portion 
of a person’s body, and this is the relief. I 
will try to obtain,” 

The case no doubt will attract consider- 
able interest anrong medical men where the 
operation will be porformed.—Sl, Paul

Picking Tea-Leaves. 
The tea-bushes are not more than breast- 
high at full growth, and the young plants 
are quite small, When first set out: they 
are allowed to grow three years before any 
of the leaves are taken ; after that the leaves 
aro picked each season, yet the plant 
thrives, and lives about a man’s lifetime, 
The plant is nover stripped entirely, but 
only the bright green leaves are plucked, 
which appear on top of the bush in the 
Spring and Summer. If the older leaves 
are ever picked, ‘it is simply to make a 
coarser and cheaper quality of tea. 
The very finest quality, that which costs 
several dollars a pound, even in the pro- 
vince where it is produced, is made entirely 
of the delicate shoots found at the tip of 
the stem in early spring, just as the tiny 
| leaf is in process of forming. These 
minute shoots are carefully picked first, 
| and the leaves below them are gathorod 
afterwards,

The time has thus been shortened much 
more than half since 1840, and has been 
losnoned forty per cont, since 1860, 

In addition to the great ships mentioned, 
there have been placed upon the line from 
Bremon to New York, touching at South- 
ampton, Eogland, the eight new or lately 
built ships of tho North German Lloyd, 
which form altogether the most compact 
and uniform fleet upon the Atlantic, Their 
three last ships, the Traye, Saale, and Aller, 
ave marvels of splendor aud comfort, rank- 
ing in speed and power very little short of 
the fastest of the Liverpool ships, They, 
ag wore the others of the company's eight 
‘express’ steamers, were built by the great 
firm of John Eldor & Oo., of Glasgow, their 
machinery being designed by Mr, Bryce- 
Douglas, to whose genius is also due that 
of the Etruria and Umbria, the Oregon, 
Arizona, and Alaska. That of the Trave, 
Saalo, and Aller, however, is triple expan- 
sion, these being the only ships of the great 
European lines of this character, besides 
the new Gascogne, Bourgogne, and Cham 
pagne (their equals in speed and equipment) 
of the French Compagnie Transatlantique, 
which were built in France, and which re- 
tlect so much honor upon the French build- 
ers. All these stoamers are of steel, with 
cellular bottoms carefully subdivided, and 
fitted with a luxury and comfort quite un- 
known thirty, years ago— with more space, 
better ventilation, and better lighting. 

It will be diflicult to go beyond thom 
until a further change is accepted to twin 
scre\d. . That this change will soon come 
is pretty sure, It will hardly be possible 
to extend the power with a single screw 
beyond that of the 14,000 horse power al- 
ready ia Lhe Umbria and Etruria ; with 
twin screws, however, it may be carried 
much beyond. Their adoption would 
mean greater accommodation and comfort 
and lese racing of the machinery at sea, but, 
above all, it would mean greater safety. 
Under present circumstances a complete 
break-down in the machinery of these 
great ships is a disaster which may entail 
dalay ae the least of thi diMloulties. No 
sail-power can be given thom which would 
serve to carry them into port; they must 
lie helpelessly like logain the water until 
fortunate enough to find a fiiwud lo tow 
them. 

Itigs scarcely possible that both the 
engines of atwin-screw steamer should be 
seriously injured at the same time, so that 
arrival would bo only sligntly delayed in 
case of damage to the one set of machinery.

The Firat Steamer to Cross the At. 
lantic 


In 1819 the Atlantic was first crossed by 
aship using steam, This was tho Sayan- 
nah, of 380 tons, launched at Corlear’s 
Hook, New York. August 22, 1818, 

She was built to ply between New York 
and Sayannah as a sailing-packet. She 
was, however, purchased by Savannah mer- 
chants and fitted with steam machinery,the 
paddle-wheels being constructed to fold up 
and be laid upon the deck when not in use, 
her shaft also having a joint for that pur- 
pose. She left Savannah on the 26th of 
May, and reached Liverpool in 25 days, 
using steam 18 days, The log-book, still 
proserved, notes several times taking the 
wheels in on deck in thirty minutes. 

In August she left Liverpool for Cron- 
atadt. An otfort waa made to sell her to 
Russia, which failed. She-oailed for Sa- 
vannah, touching at Copenhagen and Aren- 
dal, and arriyed in 63 days. Her machin- | 
ery later was taken out, and she resumed 
her original character as a sailing-packet, 
and ended her days by being wrecked on 
the south coast of Long Island. 

But steam powerhad by 1830 grown 
largo enough to strike out more boldly, 
The Sayanaoah’s effort was an attempt in 
whioh steam was only an auxiliary, and | 
one, too, of a not very powerful kind, Our | 
coastwise steamers, as Wollas those em- 
ployed in Great Britain, as also the yoyage 
of the Enterprise to; Calcutta in 1825 
(though she took 115 days in doing it), had

The Savannah, it 
may be said, used pitch-pine on her out- 
ward voyage, and wood was for a yory long 
time the chief fuel for steaming 
in America,—From ** The development of 
the Steamship,’ by Commander F. EH, 
Chadwick, U. 5, Navy, in Scribner's Maga- 
ine for May.

You are all well aware that some yoars ago 
the amount received per annum for the mar- 
ket was from $1,800 to $2,400. As soon 
as our Aldermen found that the Mowat 
Govornmont had made a change in the law 
regulating the establishment of markets in 
towns and cities, our City Fathors (or at 
least a majority of them were led to believe 
by their legal advisor,) that the market was 
ruined by this chango in tho law, conse- 
quently it was sold to Mr, Joseph Northoott 
for $960 for that year, 1 thon concluded 
that I would tender for the market tho fol- 
lowing year. 1 did so, and my tender was 
$285 more than Mr, Northcott’s, The mar- 
ket tolla and fees were awarded to me. But 
mark the way the thing was manipulated : 
I went with one of my bondsmen, Mr. 


James Haggerty, to sign the bond. It 


was not ready for signature, but Mr, City 
Solicitor said it would do to sign it wheu 
ho (Hsggerty) camo into town aga. 

The bond was made outand Mr, William 
Dolong, of Amoliasburg, my othor surety, 


and myself signed it ; but, lo and behold ! 
in the meantime Mr, Haggerty had been 


influenced to withHold his signature, by 


ono of the city fathers indirectly, as | was 
informed by a then brother alderman, aud 
although Mr. W. D. Fuller came before 
the Council and offered to become my 
bondsman in place of Mr, Haggerty, under 
the advice of the City Solicitor the offer 
was rejected and tho city gulled out of 
$285. Thon again the following year my 
tender was fifty dollars higher than Mr, 
Northcott’s, and I offered Mr. W. ‘A, 
Ingram and Mr. Stillman Herrington for 
my surities ; but Mr, L. H. Henderson's 
legal advice was again taken, the market 
given to the lowest tender and the city 
beat out of $50 more te favor Mr, North- 
cott and gratify Mr. BAerson's vindictive- 
ness. [ still kept on raising its yalue, and 
was bound to knowif it was as worthless as 
it had been represonted by those who 
should look aftor the city’s interests. So 
in 18851 tendered again; this time L 
offered $1,800, nearly $300 more than was 
offered by Mr. Northcott, with the 
same bondsmen asloffered before. As usual 
the brave legal luminary tried his best to 
prevent my getting possession. In this, 


owever, he failed, very much to the re- 


gret of Mr. Diamond, Mr, Henderson and 
the then chairman of the Market Commit- 
tee, as they candidly confessed to me, 
the only statemvnt I have ever found either 
of them to make I found reliable in con 
nection with the Market, However they 
wore determined from the commencement 
to make me sick of my bargain and predict- 
ed lL would be glad to give it up in less 
than a month. As the sequel will show, I 
tendered for the market tolls and under 
city by-law 494 hung up in the market,and 
as [ supposed showing what I was to get for 
my money.

Wepnespay, April 27. 

To-day some roal practical work w 6 
done. <A matter of very considerable im 
portance came up on a resolution by Mr. 
Charlton, Leretofore it has beon the cus- 
tom to keep back all Blue Books unul the 
meoting of Parliament, when they are sent 
to the table of the House by the Governor- 
General in secordance with tho provisions 
of tho British North America Act, Our 
fiscal year onds on June U0, aod conse- 
quently the departmental reports are not 
given to the public untilsix months later, 
Yor instance, the reportadown to July 1 
of last year were only given to the public 
last week. Tho question is raised whother 
it will not be better to make the documenta 
public at once without waiting for Parlia- 
ment tomeot. Mr. Charlton also suggest- 
ed that at the end of cach month thore 
should be issued a report of the financial 
transactions for the month, also of the im- 
ports and exports, customs and immigra- 
tion returns, ete. 

The Government will discuss the matter 
of the latter suggestions, and as to the for- 
mor Sir John asked it to stand a day or 
two till he could look up authorities and 
seo whether a bill fur the purpose be ne- 
cossary.

Duwi, April 27 The Marquis of 
Lansdowne has declined to accept the pro 
visional arrangements mado Jast week by 
the inediators ongaged in the task of od 
jusling the dispute botween bim and the 
dissatished tovants on the Luggaourran 
estates Lord Lansdowne's agent refused 
to agreo to any of the proposed abatements 
of rent, He suggests no Lerins, aud much 
bitterness is provoked by the suspicion that 
he has been using negotiations merely to 
find out what was the utmost the tenants 
would volunteor in order to place his de- 
mands a few points beyond it and still 
within the limita of probable scceptance, 
William O'Brien, whose personal tour to 
Canada to stump the country against the 
Marquis of Lansdowne was postponed on 
receipt of intelligence that the Luggacur- 
ran difficulty was about to be settled by 
the above mentioned mediation, stigma- 
tizes tho agent's present offer as a flagrant 
repudiation of every term of the agreo- 
ment which the public was led to believe 
had been accopted. Mr. O'Brien announces 
that he will no longer delay proceeding to 
Canada to oppose Lord Lensdowne's con- 
duct towards his Irish tenantry. 

The Ottawa Sree Press says; Both his 
Excolloncy the Governor-General and Capt, 
Streatfiold, A. D. C., were absent when a 
Freee Press reporter called at Rideau Hall 
this afternoon with acopy of the above 
special cable to the I’rce Press. The des- 
patch being shown to Hon Mr. Anson he 
saidhe had spoken to Mr. Streatfield in 
reference to the matter, and that gentle- 
man sesured him that the Marquis wag 
totally ignorant of any bargain whatever 
having been mado with the Luggacurran 
tenants, If any such agreement had been 
made and repudiated, as stated, it was 
directly by His Excellency’s agent, and 
without the knowledge of the Governor- 
General personally.

As I grow older and come nearer to 
death, I Jo.k upon it more and more with 
complacent joy, and out of every longing 
1 hear God say: **O, trusting, hungering 
one, come to Me.” What the other life 
will bring 1 know not, only that I shall 
awake in God's likeness and see Him as He 
is, 

Beat on, then, O heart, and yearn for 
dying. I have drunk at many a fountain, 
but thirst came again; [ have fed at many 
a bounteous table, but hunger returned ; 
I have seen many bright and lovely things, 
but while I gaged their lustre faded. There 
is nothing here that can give me rest, but 
when I behold Thee, U God, I shall be 
satislied,

Photographing the Interlor of the 
Living bye, 

At the last regular meeting of the Cana- 
dian Institute Dr. Rosebrugh, of Toronto, 
read a paper on and presented some speci- 
mens of the photography of the interior of 
the living eye. Thore were two series of 
Photographs shown. The first was simply 
views of the optic nerveand retinal blood 
vessels, and the second series showed not 
only tho retina of the eye but also an inyert 
ed picture of objects to which the eye was 
directed,depicted upon the retina, The his- 
tory of this second series of photographs is 
as follows ;—A few years ago the author 
published in the journal of the Institute a 
description of an invention for photograph- 
ing the fundus of the living eye. ‘The 
article was noticed in the scientific journals 
abroad and attracted the attention of Prof. 
Zantedeschi, of Padua, Italy, who im- 
mediately wrote Dr. Roseburgh as fol- 
lows :— 

“Tread with pleasure that you had 
photographed the bottom of the human 
eye, and 1 congratulate myself with 
you, Ishould have need for the pro 
motion of my studies that you would be 
so kind as to make an experiment for 
me, Let the eye bo directed to an object 
—for example, a flower. Whilst tho image 
of the flower persists on the retina on the 
bottom of the eye, let the photography be 
executed, Does the image remain impreas- 
ed on the paper (semplilizata) in the same 
way as it is seen in common photography } 

. » + Beso kiod as to write me and 
enclose an essay of an eye photographed 
by you whilst the image of the flower per- 
sists on the retina, Il give you my best 
thanks beforehand, and remain with high 
esteem, yours, ete, 

“FRANCIS ZANTEDESCHI,”’ 


This request could not be complied with 
at that time, but it led to a new series of 
experiments which were made at a subse- 
quent date, and which resulted ultimately 
in the production of a photograph such as 
the Italian savant desired, namely, a pic- 
ture not only of the retina of the eyo but 
also of an inverted image depicted on said 
retina. 

In taking the photographs the process is 
as follows :—A sinall camera with a focus 
of about three inches is used. Upon the 
end of the tube carrying the lens is attach- 
ed a T tube, one crossing the other at right 
angles, We will call the camera tube con- 
taining the lens A tube, the tube attached 
thereto tube B, and the tubs meeting the 
latter at right angles tube O. At the 
juncture of the tubes B and C is placed an 
elliptical piece of polished plate glass, 
and inclined in an angle of 45° to tubes A 
and B. This plate glass is placed so that 
ray of light impinging upon its surface 
from tube C is directed outwards from the 
end of tub B, The plate glass partly trans- 
mits and partly reflects the rays of light ; 
the eye is placed near the ond of tube B, 
whilst the object to be photographed is 
placed near the end of tube C, a convenient 
plan being to use, as an object, a glass 
transparency placed in a slot in tube C. 
The light from the object is reflected by 
the plate glass through the dilated pupil, 
and forms an image on the retina at the 
back of the eye. This retinal image is the 
object to be photographed. Rays of light 
from this retinal image emerge from the 
eye, pass through the plate glass, through 
the camora Jonses, and form a picture at 
the back of the camera, where the photo- 
graph is taken, 

The object to be photographed is exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun, and the photc- 
graph plite is ‘*exposed" about five 
seconds,

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TABERNAULE  SHRMONS 


BEHIND THE COUNTER, 


Bnooxurs, April 24.—At the Tabernacle this 
morning, the pastor, Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, 
DV. D.. preached. His di couree was entitled, 
“Behind the counter ;o*, Trials and Knooursge- 
ments of Salesineu: and Saleswomen."” He took 
the two following passages oa his text; “' And 
a certain woman named Lydia, a sellerof purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard us ; whose heart the Lord opened”—Acta 
xvi, 1d. ** Soest thou a man diligent in his 
business? he shall stand before kinga,"—Pro- 
verbs, xxit, 29. ‘he preacher said : 

The tirst passage introduces to you Lydia, a 
Christian werchantess. Her businéss is to deal 
in purple cloths and silks She is not a giggliog 
noneptity, but a practical woman, not ashamed 
to work for her living. All the other women of 
Phillipp: and Thyatira have been forgotten ; but 
God bas made immortal in our text, Lydia, the 
Chniatian saleswoman. 

The other text shows you aman with head, 
and hand, and heart, and foot, all busy toiling 
on until he gains a princely success, ‘ Seest 
thou a man diligent in his busiuess? he shall 
staad before kings,” jreat encouragement in 
thess two passages for men aud women who will 
be busy, but po rolace for those who are waiting 
for good luck to show them, at the foot of the 
rainbow, & casket of buried gold, It is folly for 
anybody in this world to wait for something to 
tarn up, It will tyra down, The law of thrift 
is as inexorable as the law of thetides. Vortune, 
the magician, may wave her arm in that direc. 
tion until castles and palaces come; but she will, 
after 4 while, invert the same wand and all the 
aplendors will vanish into thin air. There are 
certain styles of behavior which lead to useful- 
neas, honcr and permanent succese, and there 
are certain atyles of behavior which lead to dust, 
dishonor and moral default, 1 would like to fire 
the ainbition of young peuple, I haye no sym- 
pathy with thooe whu would prepare young 
olks for life by whi thing down their expect 
tations, That man or woman will be worth 
nothing to Church or State who, begins life cowed 
down, The bnsiness of Christianity is not to 
quench but to direct human ambition There- 
tore it 1s that I come out this morning and utter 
words of encouragement to those who ars ocou- 
pied as clerks in, the stores, and shops, and 
banking-houses of the country. You say i— 
** Why select one class, and talk to one especi- 
ally this morning?’ For the same reason that 
a surgeon does not opea the door of « hospital 
and throw in a buzhol of prescriptions, BAyIDg : 
—"'Oome, now, and get your medic ne,’ be 
first fee.s the pulse, watches the symptoms, and 
thea prescribes for that particular case, So to- 
day 1 must beapecitic. The peop’ in this audi- 
once who areciéeks are notan exceptional class. 
pris belong o a great company ol ters of thou- 
sauds who asein this couutry, amid circum- 
stances which will either make or break them 
for time aad for eternity. Ishoold be very slow 
to acknowledge that the clerks, male and female, 
of other cities, are any more honest or fa tlifal 
than the clerks of our own city. Many of these 
people have achieved a Christian manliness and 
a Chrisian womanlinesa which will be their paes- 

rt to any position. I have seen their trials. I 

avo watched their perploxities. There are evils 
abroad which need to be hunted down, and 
dragged out into the noon-day light. 

In the first place, I counsel clerks to remem- 
ber that for ttio most part their clerkship ia onl 
a school from which they are to be graduated. 
It takes about eight years to get one of the 
learned professions, It takes about eight years 
to get to be a merchant. Someof you will be 
clerks all your lives, but the vast majority. of 
you are only in a transient position. After a 
while, s2me December day, the head men of the 
firin will call you into the back office, and they 
will aay to you:—"*Now, you have done well 
with us; we are going to do well with you. We 
inyite you to take an interest in our concern,” 
You will bow to that edict very gracetully, 
Getting into the street car to go home, an old 
comrade wi l meet you and say, — What makes 

‘ou look go happy to-night?” “O,” you will say, 

‘nothing, nothing.” Butin a few days your 
name will blossom on the sign. Kither in the 
store or bank where you are now, or in 
soe other store or bank, you will take a 

higher position than that which you now 60 
cupy So I feel today that am rtand- 
ing before people who will yet have their hand 
on the helm of the world’s commerce, and you 
will turn it this way or that ; now clerks, but ta 
be bankers, importers, insurance company’ di- 
rectors, shippers, contractors, superintendents 
of railroads—your voice might “Qo Change" 
standing foremost in tho great financial and 
religious enterprises of the day, lor though 
wowho are in the profession may, on the 
platform plead for the philanthropies, sfter 
all the merchants must come forth with their 
millions to sustain the movement, Bo, there- 
fore, patient and diligent in this tranyioat. posi- 
tion, You sre now where you can learn things 
you can never learn in any other place. What 
you consider your disadvantages are your grand 
opportunity. You eee an affluent father some 
day come down. on a prominent street with his 
son, who has just graduated from the univer- 
sity, and establishing bim in business putting 
one hundred thousand dollars of « apital in the 
atoro, ‘‘Well,youareonvious, You aay;—''O 
if L only had a chance like that young man—if { 
only had a father to put one hundred thousand 
dollars in a business for me, then { would have 
some chance in the world.” Be. not enyious 
Youhave advantagesoverthat young man which 
he has not over you. As well might I come 
down to the docks whon a vessel is about to sail 
for Valparaiso, and say: ‘ Let me pilot the ship 
out Of the Narrowa."” Why, I Would sink crew 
and cargo before I got out af the harbor, simply 
hooguse I know ncahitie about pilotage. Weal- 
thy sea captains put their sons before the mast 
for the reason that they know that it i the on! 
place where they can learn to bo successful anil- 
ors. Itin only under drill that poople get to 
tinderstand pilotage and navigation, and I want 

you to understand that it takes no more skill 
to conduct a veasel out of the harbor and across 
tho cos, than to steer a ootmmorcial establish-

sicians the potest of the Chiistian Chnich, and 
io the nawe of good health, aodthat God who 
has made the womanly constitation more delicate 
than man’, demand that you Ipt ber sit downy, 

The secoud onuel I have togive to the clerks 
who are h re t>-day, is that yoa seek out what 
are the lawfal regulations of your establishment, 
and subnttothem. LW ery well-ordered hous 
hos its usuges. Io military life, ou +hip’s deck, 
in cowimerciel life, there must by ordera d 
discipline, ‘Those people who do not learn how 
t' obey, will never knowhow tO command, I 
wil tell you what young man will reach ruin, 
tiuancial and mora! ; itis ths young man who 
thrusts his thumb into his ve.t aud says;— *No 
body shall dictate to me, [am my own master; 
I will not submit to the regulations of the house.” 
Botween an establishment im which all the em- 
pl yes are under thorough discipline and the 
estab ishment in which the employes do about 
as they choose, is the difference between success 
and failure—bsotween rapid accumu'ation and 
utter bankruptcy. Do not come ‘o the storetean 
minutes afcer the time, Do vot think anything 
too insignifi-ant to do well? Do nct say: “It’s 
ouly just once.” From the most important 
transyction in commerce down td the peculior 
style in which ne tie » string around a bundle, 
obey orders, Do not get easily diguated, While 
others in the sture may lounge, or fret, or com- 
plain, you go with ready hands, and cheerful 
face, and contented spirit to your work. When 
tho bugle sound , the good roldier asks no ques- 
tions, but shoulders his knap-sack, fills bis can- 
teen and listens for the command of ** March !" 
Do net get the idea that your interests and 
those of youe employer ere antagonistic His 
success will be your honor. His embarrassment 
will be your disinsy, E+pose none of the frail- 
ties of the firm. Tell oo store secrets. Do not 
blab. Rebuff those persons who come to find 
out from clerks what ought never to be known 
outside the store. Do not be among those 
young men who take on a mysterious sir when 
something is said against the fiem that employs 
them, as muchas to say :—‘T couldtell you 
some things if I would, but I wont.” Do not 
be smong those who imagine they can build 
themselves up by bullying somebody else down, 
Bs‘not ashamed to be a aubaltens: 

Again I counsel clerks in this houvre to searcli 
out what are the unlawful and dishonest de- 
mands of an establishment, and resist them. 
In the eix thousand years that have passed there 
has never been an occagion when it was one's 
duty (o sin against God. It js nevee right to do 
wrovg. Ifthe head men wl ile t i expect of 
you dieh nesty, disappoint the... “)," you say, 
*T should lose iny place theu '" Hctver lose your 
place than your soul, But you will not lore 
your place, Christian heroism is always honor- 
e’, ‘ou vo to the bead man of your store, and 
say :—"Sir, want to serve you: I want to 
oblige you; it is from no lack of industry on my 
part, but the thing seems to ine to be wrong,and 
itis a sin aguinst my cuvscience, it is a sin 
against Go', andI beg you, sir to exouse me,’ 
He may flush up and swear,bat he will gool 
down, and he will have more admiration for you 
than those who submit to his evil dictation; and 
while they sink, you will sise, Do not, because 
of seeming temporary advantage, give up your 
character,young nan. Under wod, that is the 
only thing you have to build on. Give up that, 
you give up everything‘ That employer asks a 
young man to hurt himself for time and eternity, 
who expects him to moke awrong entry, or change 
an invoice, or say gocds cost so much when they 
cost leas; or impose upon the verdancy of a 
customer, or misrepresent a style of fabric. 
How dare he demand of you anything so im- 
moral ? 

There is one style of temptation that comes 
on agreat number of our c:erks, aod that is 
upon those who are engaged in what is called 
“drumming.” Now, that oocupatien is just as 
honorable as any other, of it ba conduoted in 
accord with one’s concience, In this day, when 
there are so ast rivalries in business, all our 
commercial establishments ought to have men 
abroad who are seeking out for opportanities of 
merchandise, There can be no objection to that, 
But there are professed Christian’ merchanta in 
the week-night prayer meeting wha have 
clerks abroad in New York, conducting mer- 
chants of Cincinnati, and Chicago, and St. 
Louis through the debaucheries of the great 
town, in order to séoure their custom for the 
store, Thergareinstoresin New York and Brook- 
lyr, drawers in which there are kept moneys 
which the clerks are to goand get whatever they 
want to conduct these people through the dissi- 
pations of thecity, The head men of thefirm wink 
at it, and id some places actually demand it— 
professed Christian Merchants. One would 
thiuk that the prayer would freeze on their lips, 
and they would fall back dead atthe Saal 
their owosong, What chance is there far young 
mon when commercial ostablishmenta expect 
such things oftham? Among all things infernal, 
I pronounce it the most damnab’e. Young 
man bow will that firm treat you when you are 
uttery despoiled, and dragged out with sin, go- 
ing through the haunts of iniquity for the pur- 
pore of getling customers for their store ? Have 
will they treat you? O, they will give you a 

xension! They will huijd yous tine house! 

hey will get you a lorge and carriage! Will 
they? No. Some day you will go to thestore, 
ative intoxicated, worn out in their service, 
and they willeay; ‘John, yousrea disgrace 
to our house. Now juat look at yourself, Ac- 
covgtant, how much do weowethiaman?” “A 
dollar and thirty cents,” “‘ Well, now, hero— 
here it is; a dollar and thirty conta Go off, 
Don't be hangine around the store.” Magnani- 
mity superb! They stole the lustre from his 
eyes, and thecolor from hia cheek, and the honor 
frown his soul, and then they kicked him out, 
If such professed Christian merchants do not go 
straight to hell, I don’t know any use of having 
such a place, O, young man, disappoint those 
customers, 1f such things are expected of you, 
You may eell an extra caseof goods; you may 
soll an extra roll of silk ; but the trouble is, you 
mayhave to throw your soul to boot in the 
bargain. 

Again: I couvee} all clerks to conquer the 
trials of their partioular position. One great 
trial for clorks is the inconsiderateness of outto. 
mors, ‘There are people who are entirely polite 
everywhere else, but graff and: dictatorial and 
contemptible when they come inte a store to 
buy anything. There are thousand of men and 
women who go from atore to store ta price 
things, without any idea of purchase, Thoy 
are not satisfied until ey ory rollof gooda is 
brought dowg and they have pointed out all 
the yeal or imagipayy defecta, The try on all 
kinds of kid gloves, and atretch them out of 
shape, and they puton all atylesef cloaks and 
walk to the mirror to see how it would look,

English Pablic-School Fashions, 

The boys at Harrow all woar white straw 
hats with very wide brims, which they call 
**straws.”’ These have either blue or black 
ribbons around their crown, and an clastic, 
atch as little girls wear on their hats, 
whioh the boys pull down a little way ovor 
thoir hair at the back of thoir head.

How a Partridge ‘‘ Drums,” 

When I first came to Canada, I found 
there were various opinions as to the 
method of making the sound. One man, 
who read a great deal but rarely went into 
the woods, said that the sound is produced 
by the bird’s voice ; some of the hunters 
told me that the bird struck its wings on 
the log, and others declared that it struck 
them together over its back, 

I did not give much heed to the book- 
man’s explanation, for all the woodmen 
laughed at it. [ goon learned to discredit 
also the idea that tho bird thumped the 
log with its wings, because, whether it 
stood on a stump ora stone, a rotten log 
or solid timber, the sound was almost the 
samo. Lastly, [ did not bolieve the Wings 
were struck together, because when a 
Pigeon or a rooster strikes its wings to- 
gether, the sound is always a sharp crack. 
At length, after watching the bird care- 
fully, I came to the conclusion that it 
drums by beating the air only. 

It is not an easy matter to got sight of 
a partridgé when he is’drumaing, but I 
managed to do it by crawling on my hands 
and knees towards the bird, lying still while 
he was quiet, and only moving forward 
when hé renewed his noisy courtship, —for 
itis to woo and win his mate that Sir 
Ruffed Grouse indulges in these musical 
exercises.
